Dear Rusty: My frasband ak an ‘canly pe el at 
age 62, and I will be-turning 62 next year. I am having 
some health issues and I’m thinking about taking an early 
retirement. Is this a good idea? — Uncertain what 
todo 

Dear Uncertain: That’ sa difficult question to answer 
with so little information, but I’ll try to give you some 
pointers, which may help you decide. In choosing when 
to start your Social Security benefits you should always 
look at several things, including how badly you need the 
money now, your current health and how long you expect 


to live. If you take your Social Security benefits when - 


you are 62, the monthly amount you receive will be 27.5 
percent lower than you would get at your full retirement 
age of 66 1/2. But if your current health issues mean that 
you must stop working and lose income you rely upon to 
make ends meet, then taking your benefits at age 62 will 
give you some badly needed financial relief. 

The fact is that Social Security was designed to pay 
about the same total amount of money whether you 
claim early or wait until your full retirement age. How- 
ever, whether you actually get the same total amount in 
either case depends upon you living long enough to break 
even. Most analyses I’ve done reveal that if you wait and 
take your benefits at age 66 you’ll need to live until you 
are about 78 to collect the same amount of money you 
would have gotten if you claimed at age 62. If you live 
longer than your break-even age, you’ll have collected 


more in cumulative benefits by waiting until your full re- - 


tirement age to apply. 


Another thing I suggest you consider is that by ap- 


plying for Social Security benefits at age 62, you will be 
automatically deemed to be filing for both your own ben- 
efit and any spousal benefit you may be due from your 
husband’s record. A lower earning spouse is entitled to a 
“spousal boost” from the other spouse’s record, but only 
if that spousal benefit will be higher than they are entitled 
to on their.own work record. At full retirement age (FRA) 
a lower earning spouse can get 50 percent of the higher 
earning spouse’s “primary insurance amount” (or “PIA”, 

what the 2nd spouse was entitled to at their FRA). But 
you only get that 50 percent if you have reached your 
full retirement age; if you take it earlier than that, for 
example at age 62, the spousal benefit will be cut to as 
little as 32.5 percent of the higher earning spouse’s FRA 
benefit amount. ‘ 

So, is it a good idea to take your Social Security ben- 
efits at age 62? Again, it depends upon your health, fi- 
nancial status and your expected longevity. If you apply 
early, your payments are smaller, but you get more of 
them; if you wait to apply your payments are larger but 
you get fewer of them. Unless, of course, you live to a 
ripe old age, in which case the larger monthly payment 
you get by waiting will undoubtedly come in handy when 
you’re older and your total cumulative benefits will be 
more. But all of that doesn’t matter if your current health 
and financial status mean you need the money now. It’s a 
choice only you can make. 

And here are a couple of final thoughts: If you contin- 
ue working while collecting early benefits you’ll be sub- 
ject to Social Security’s annual earnings limit ($17,040 
for 2018). But if your current health issues are severe 
enough that you can’t continue working, you may want 
to consider applying for Social Security Disability Insur- 
ance (SSDI) benefits. If approved, SSDI benefits would 
be based upon your FRA benefit amount, resulting in 
a higher benefit at an earlier age. And you can file for 


both early retirement benefits and SSDI at the same time, 


which would-allow you to collect benefits earlier while 
your SSDIapplication is being considered.

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Cont’d From Page 1 
secured. 

“It’s not contigent on 
state or federal funding,” 
Walker said. “Whatever 
level of state and federal 
funding we get — that’s ter- 
rific. If there is no state or 
federal funding, the mayor 
fully intends to be in front of 
the City Council with a bor- 
rowing request for whatever 
needs to be done.” 

The current seawall 
stands, on average, 11 
feet above mean sea level. 
Initially, Tighe & Bond 
planned to construct the 
new seawall two feet high- 
er, Murphy said, but Koch 
asked the seawall be built 
four feet higher — a total of 
15 feet above mean sea level 
— following this winter’s se- 
vere nor’easters. 

Murphy said the worst 
predicted annual high tide 


— also known as a king tide | 


— is 6.9 feet above mean sea 
level. The storm surge from 
the Jan. 4 nor’easter — ‘the 
highest high tide Boston has 
seen — was 9.5 feet above 
mean sea level, with another 
four feet of wave action on 
top of it. |

concrete on top of the: re- 
vetment currently in place, 
up to the elevation of the 


existing wall, Murphy said. 


- The base would be six-feet 


wide. A seven-foot-tall, 12- 
inch wide section of pre- 
cast concrete would then be 
bolted to the outside of the 
wall facing the sea to pro- 
vide the extra four feet of 
height. That would also cre- 
ate a 4.5-foot-wide walkway 
along the inside of the sea- 
wall on top of the concrete 
slab; railings would be in- 
stalled on the walkway. 

To provide access to the 
waterfront below the sea- 
wall, cut outs would be made 
in the wall itself, leading to 
staircases. The Department 
of Public Works would be 
responsible for inserting 
storm boards into the cutout 
sections ahead of storms if 
wave action were expected 
to surpass 11 feet above 
mean sea level. The number 
of such access points is still 
being determined. 

The proposal would also 
include pipes every 30 feet 
along the seawall to drain 
floodwater into the ocean. 
The pipes would have one- 
way valves to ensure sea- 
water does not permeate the 
wall. 

Residents who spoke .at 
the meeting said they were 
concerned about the design 
and whether it would be 
strong enough. 


Dan Shea, an Adams 
Shore resident, said a wider 
wall without the railings 
and walkway would provide 
better protection while also 
minimizing maintenance 
costs in the future. 

“[’m not sure this de- 
sign is the right design,” he 
said. “You’re creating more 


maintenance for the city and’ 


more money down the road 
with the railings because we 
know they all fail within 
10 to 15 years with the salt 
water. hitting them all the 
time.” 

Stuart Schrier, who also 
resides in Adams Shore, 
wanted to know if seawalls 
with a design similar.to the 
one proposed along Quincy 
Bay have been constructed 
elsewhere. 

“T think everyone is un- 
derestimating the power of 
the ocean,” he said. “We 
don’t want to be the guinea 
pig. Can you give us the 
history of those scrawny 
little blocks? If they’ve 


been in place for 20 years ' 


and they’ve withstood some 
storms, that might give us 
some confidence that that 
system could work.” 


Duncan Mellor, an en- .

said a similar seawall is

Upon arrival, the officers met with the male who stated 
that he and his mother were in an argument over his girl- 
friend staying at the house. After hearing about the argu- 
ment, the officers inquired if there was any threat of physi- 
cal-contact or actual assault. The male said it was just verbal 
and that he is bipolar and has beeu off his medication for 
approximately six months. 

An ambulance was requested to the scene to check out 
the male. During conversation with the officers and the 
EMTs, the male was asked if he was feeling suicidal and 
he responded, “If I wanted to do it I already would have,” 
adding “I would use an electrical cord to hang myself from 
the tree over there,” motioning to the trees next to the house. 

During this time, Officer Connolly interviewed the moth- 
er, who said at approximately 11:50 p.m., she had an argu- 
ment with her son (now referred to as the son) regarding his 
girlfriend. She stated he began swearing and yelling, “Shut 
up or I’ll {@#$%*& kill you. I’m going to go outside and 
kill myself.” He paused for a moment and then angrily said, 
“I’m going to burn this house down.” 

After hearing these statements, she asked her son to 
leave, but this only escalated the situation. He then grabbed 
her by the arm and pushed her. She said this caused her to 
stumble backwards, trip over a chair and then fall to the 
floor. Officers also interviewed her son’s brother, who said 
his brother’s behavior has been getting worse and that he 
has threatened suicide in the past. 

Based on the information available, Officer McNeil 
placed the 34-year-old son under arrest on the charges of 
assault and battery and domestic threatening to commit a 
crime (to kill). The mother was advised of her restraining 
order protections available and then requested assistance 
with an emergency abuse prevention order. The officer con- 
tacted the on call judge, explained the situation and was 
granted the prevention order, which stated that the son was

DOOR TO DOOR SOLICITATIONS 
By LT. DAN MINTON 
Quincy Police Crime Prevention Unit 

There are many types of door to door solicitations but 
for the past few years the majority are from alternate energy 
companies. There are some legitimate offers but more often 
than not you can get a better deal by researching the offer 
online and eliminate the risk of dealing with an unknown 
person at your door. 

There are many stories of people becoming victims of 
these solicitors, ranging from being financially scammed 
out of money to being robbed and assaulted. Keep in mind 
anyone may come to your door under a wide variety of ruses 
to legitimately soliciting a product. The person may also be 
checking to see if anyone is home before breaking into the 
house. 

Some recommendations: 

1. Never open the door to strangers. Talk through the 
door. Don’t leave yourself vulnerable. Once you open the 
door, a sudden push back into your house and you are inside 
and out of sight with the assailant. 


2. Even if it sounds legitimate, give QPD a call so we © 


can see if they are registered with us and a background

investigation was done on each solicitor. If you elect not 
to open the door or remain silent, again give QPD a call and 
let us check him/her out to protect your neighbors. 

3. Many of the complaints with the energy offer solici- 
tations relate to high pressure tactics, demanding to see 
your energy bill or belittling you for not “saving money.” 

Rudeness and forcefulness are the top complaints. 

4. Never let any solicitor in your house. A common 
request is to use your bathroom. 

A quick check of your, medicine cabinet for medications 
or a quick step into your bedroom, where your jewelry box 
may be, can result in losses. | 
5. Pressure from the solicitor may be for you to show 


- your utility bill so that they can see if they can save you 


money. Don’t do this! He/she may write down your ac- 
count number and just switch you. Only by looking closely 
on you current utility bill will you know whether you have 
been switched. 

6. Each solicitor in Quincy is required to have a 
photo ID issued by the city as proof that they have been 
checked out. A photo ID from their company is not the 
same thing. A common line used by the individual solicitor 
is that their boss has the permits and/or his photo ID. This 
is not acceptable and the Quincy Police should be called. 

7. If you choose to do business with a solicitor, don’t 
act in haste. Tell them to come back later after you confer 
with a friend, which will allow you to make a clear cut de- 
cision on the offer. Check online by googling the name of 
the company with the word “scam” and a second time with 
“reviews” after it to see what others say. 

8. Skip the sales pitch. Go to https://www.chooseen- 
ergy.com/massachusetts/ and if you are inclined to switch, 
you can get the best prices in writing. 

- 9. If in doubt, don’t do anything. Give me a call at

we can review the offer/situation.

State officials have ap- 
proved an affordable-hous- 
ing development in Wollas- 
ton that will feature a total 
of 40 units, overturning the 
Zoning Board of Appeals’ 
2017 rejection of the proj- 
CCh; 

The Massachusetts 
Housing Appeals Commit- 
tee, in its Aug. 17 ruling, 
noted the Quincy Planning 
Board and Zoning Board of 
Appeals had approved plans 
for a 40-unit building at the 
corner of Old Colony and 
Warren Avenues in 2015. A 
group of neighbors then ap- 
pealed the decision and the 
developer behind the proj- 
ect, B&D Property Manage- 
ment, sought a comprehen- 
sive project under Chapter 
AOB - the state’s affordable- 
housing law — which the 
ZBA rejected in 2017. 

In its 24-page ruling, the 
Housing Appeals Commit- 
tee said the ZBA treated the 
original, unsubsidized proj- 
ect and the 2017 40B pro- 
posal inconsistently. 

“We find that the differ- 
ences between the projects 
are insignificant with regard 
to the question of unequal 
treatment. The material un- 
disputed facts in the record 
demonstrate that the Board 
acted inconsistently in its 
treatment of the 2015 and 
the 40B project applica- 
tions, and thus the Board 
failed to treat subsidized 
and unsubsidized housing 
as equally as possible,” the

decision states. 


“We find that the Board’s. 


decision to deny the com- 
prehensive permit appli- 
cation was unreasonable 
and inconsistent with local 
needs.” 

The Housing Appeals 
Committee ordered the 
Zoning Board of Appeals 
to grant a comprehensive 
permit for the project within 
30. days. If the board does 
not do so, the HAC ruling 
will be deemed the action 
of the ZBA. The developer 
will still be required to seek 
a building permit from the 
city before beginning con- 
struction. 

Janet Petkun, an assistant 
city solicitor, said Tuesday 
the city would not appeal 
the ruling and the decision 
“speaks for itself.” 

Stuart Schrier, the attor- 
ney for William Haugh, a 
neighbor who had opposed 
B&D’s appeal of the rejec- 
tion of the comprehensive 
permit, on Tuesday said he 
is unsure if his client would 
appeal the Housing Appeals 
Committee’s ruling.

“That’s an extreme fi- 

nancial decision for him be- 
cause he’s fighting it alone,” 
Schrier said. “It’s David 
versus Goliath, and I don’t 
know that David has the re- 
sources to fight Goliath.” 
_ Haugh has 30 days from 
the date of the decision to 
appeal the ruling in Superior 
Court or Land Court. 

Schrier faulted the city 
for approving the project in 
2015 because the building 
would be too dense for the 
neighborhood. 

“Approving that project 
initially was a huge mis- 
take,” he said. “A 40-unit 
building doesn’t belong 
there. It’s inappropriate.” 

The 40-unit building will 
include 36 one-bedroom 
units and four three-bed- 
room units. Ten. units, in- 
cluding one-three bedroom 
unit, will be designated for 
residents making less than 
80 percent of the area’s me- 
dian income. Parking spaces 
for 38 to-40 vehicles will be 
provided on site, including 
at least 27 in a below-grade 
garage.

DA Morrissey’s Basketball Camp: Skills With Safety 


The three dozen Quincy 
kids who took part in Nor- 
folk DA Michael W. Mor- 
rissey’s summer basketball 
camp at the Coddington 
Street YMCA recently got a 
lot more than practice from 
the foul line. 

“The kids come for the 
basketball and the friend- 
ship, but we provide a steady 
stream of good role models, 
positive messages and life 
skills woven through the 
camp,” District Attorney 
Morrissey said. “After the 
opening drills on Thursday, 
Quincy Fire Lt. Paul Jeffers 
provided the campers with 
a brief talk on fire preven- 
tion and what to do if a fire 
happens, with Weymouth 
Deputy Chief Justin My- 
ers suiting up to show them 
what turn-out gear is like.” 

Norfolk Deputy Sheriff 
James Ross took the camp- 
ers through Sheriff Michael 
G. Bellotti’s mobile fire 
simulator — letting them ex- 
perience just how to escape 
a fire and run to a designated 
meeting spot. 

Quincy Police Officers 
Greg Mar and Jim Whedbee 
brought dozens of bicycle 
safety helmets and distrib- 
uted them free-of-charge as 
part of QPD’s ongoing bi- 
cycle safety program, Mor- 
rissey said. 

“These campers are kids 
who may or may not have 
much going on during the 
summer months, and this 
provides a week of positive

activity and messages,” the 
district attorney said. 

Morrissey spoke to the 
campers about how the 
teamwork they learn on the 
basketball court can be a 
model for their friendships;

“If you keep your eyes on 
your friends, you can help 
them get out of a mess when

- mosquito bites. 


Of the 351 cities and 
towns in - Massachusetts, 
162 communities are al- 
ready considered to: be at 


moderate risk for West Nile. 
virus. This is only the sec-_ 


ond time that public health 
officials have raised the risk 
level statewide. To date, 
there have been no reported 
human WNV cases in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

While WNV can infect 


people of all ages, people - 
over the age of 50 are at 
higher risk for severe dis- 
ease. WNV is usually trans- 
mitted to humans through 


the bite. of an infected mos- 


quito. Most people infected 


_with. WNV. .will, have no 


symptoms.- When present, 
WNV symptoms: tend) to 
include fever‘ afid flu-like 
illnéss.

Folk-Art Cupboard --- 
Most Americans in the 
17th and early 18th centu- 
ries had very small houses 
with no clothes closets and 
little storage space. Storage 
consisted of built-in cor- 
ners, shelf units and chests, 
often located under eaves 
or stairs. Odd-shaped cup- 
boards were made to fit into 
the space. They did not use 
the wall as part of the cabi- 
net. A piece was made so it 
could be moved. Folk-art 
cupboards of all kinds made 
before Victorian times are 
popular with collectors. The 
most efficient cupboard is 


‘made from square or rectan- 


gular sections. The simple 
panel door framed by four 
narrow boards is preferred.

It would be years before 
Madden would learn that 
this would turn out to be 
the faraway place where he 
would fight his great battle.

_been slowly taking away 


his ability to breathe. Like 
a true Marine, he soldiered 
on and continued about his 
life the best he could. Even- 


tually, Madden went in for 
pulmonary testing to deter- © 


mine the cause of his breath- 
ing difficulties. 
This is wear Madden 


_ would learn his true fate. 


He was diagnosed with 


pulmonary fibrosis. He was — 
gravely ill. His only hope to - 


stay alive would be a lung 
transplant and he was imme- 
diately admitted to the ICU 
at Shands Hospital to wait. 
It was a scary time for Mad- 


den and his family. After 


losing his own father at age 


14, Madden was imagining 
his five children having to 
endure the same heartache. 
This is when his “band of 
brothers” rallied around him 
and vowed to fight this fight 
with him. It did not take 
long for the word to get out 
that Madden needed prayers 
and support. Knowing that 


_ Madden has five children to 


care for, a mortgage to pay 
and now astronomical med- 
ical expenses to manage, his 
sisters spread the word that 
help was needed. Soon peo- 
ple Madden had never met 
were offering up more than 
prayers and well wishes — 


’ they began donating money, 


services, items and talents. 
One of those services 
donated was a function hall, 
the Braintree Moose Lodge, 
to host a fundraising event 
on Sept. 15 at’ 7 p.m. The 
event will feature a live 
band, silent auctions, raffles 
and door prizes, all donated.

We will be forever grateful 
to the donor, and their loved 
ones, for the selfless act of 
giving life to a stranger.”

Shipyard Petition, 
Letter Drive 


Citing the threat of massive layoffs at the Fore River 
Shipyard, the South Shore Chamber of Commerce launched 
a petition and letter drive, on behalf of the Local 5 Ship- 
builders Union, demanding President Jimmy Carter and the 
Navy direct more work to the yard. 

The shipyard was in the process of building the final three 
ships of a 10-ship contract to build liquid natural gas (LNG) 
tankers. The three tankers were expected to be finished in 
1980, with no more ships in sight. Local 5 officials said 
layoffs of the yard’s 5,000 workers could begin in the fall. 
The shipyard, they feared, could be closed by August 1980. 

“My gut feelings is that I think we (the shipyard) will 
get work,” said Ron Zooleck, executive vice president of 
the South Shore Chamber of Commerce. “But we’re afraid 
it will be crumbs, so the Navy can say ‘see what we did for 
you.’ We’re after the whole loaf.” 

A good chunk of the ‘loaf’ officials were seeking was a 
10-ship contract to build the Navy’s new Aegis destroyers. 
The first ship in that series had already been awarded to the 
Litton Shipyard in Mississippi. 

Shipyard and other officials hoped the Navy would al- 
low General Dynamics, the shipyard’s owner, to bid on one 
of the $400 million destroyers or award them to the yard 
without a bid. U.S. Rep. Brian Donnelly had already asked 
the Navy to skip the bidding process and award some of the 
destroyers to the yard. 

MASS. CONSTITUTION TURNS 200 

A series of events in Quincy were planhed to celebrate 
the bicentennial of the drafting of the Massachusetts Con- 
stitution. 

The Bay State’s constitution was written in September 
and October of 1779 by John Adams at his law office, which 
is now known as the birthplace of his son John Quincy Ad- 
ams. Adams was assisted by his cousin Samuel Adams and 
James Bowdoin. Bowdoin and Samuel Adams served as the 
second and fourth governors of the state, respectively, under 
the new constitution. John Hancock, a Quincy native, was 
the first to be elected governor under the constitution. 

As part of the centennial celebrations, the constitution 
was to return to Quincy in an armored truck under police 
escort. It would be placed on display at the John Quincy 
Adams birthplace in 23-foot long case, allowing about two- 
thirds of the document to be viewed. 

The Massachusetts Constitution served as a model for 
the U.S. Constitution, which was written in 1787.

Former U.S. Rep. James A. Burke was announced as 
keynote speaker for the dedication of the new City Hall 
annex in September...Mayor Arthur Tobin, Councillor 
Joanne Condon}the Rev. Bedros Baharian and other of- 
ficials broke ground on a new $160,000 project to improve 
the North Quincy business area. The project called for wid- 
ening of sidewalks on Billings Road, planting of trees, and 
redesign of the Vane Street parking area...It was announced 
that The Quincy Sun’s office would serve once again as a 
pledge center for the Jerry Lewis Muscular Dystrophy Tele- 
thon...James Lydon was named the city’s new director of 
planning and community development.

Prader-Willi 

is a rare genetic disorder 
that results in a multitude of 


physical, mental and behav- — 


ioral problems. 
A key feature of Prader- 
Willi syndrome is a constant 


. sense of hunger that usually 


begins at about 2 years of 
age. People with Prader- 
Willi syndrome want to eat 
constantly because they 
never feel full and they usu- 
ally have trouble controlling 


their weight. Many compli-” 


cations of Prader-Willi syn- 
drome are due to obesity. 

Signs and symptoms 
of Prader-Willi syndrome 
can vary among individu- 
als. Symptoms may slowly 
change over time from 
childhood to adulthood. 

Signs and symptoms that 
may be present rom birth 
include: 

¢ Poor muscle tone. A 


’ principal sign during in- 


fancy is poor muscle tone. 
Babies may rest with their 
elbows and knees loosely 
extended instead of fixed, 
and they may be floppy or 
like rag dolls when they’re 
held. 

e Distinct facial features. 
Children may be born with 
almond-shaped eyes, a nar- 
rowing of the head at the 
temples, a  turned-down 
mouth and a thin upper lip. 

¢ Poor sucking reflex. In- 
fants may have a poor suck- 
ing reflex due to decreased 
muscle tone. Poor sucking 
makes feeding difficult and 
can result in failure to thrive. 

¢ Generally poor respon- 
siveness..A baby may’ seem 
unusually tired, respond 
poorly to stimulation, have a 
hard time waking up or have 
a weak cry.

¢ Underdeveloped geni- 


tals. Males may have a 
small penis and scrotum. 


The testicles may be small 


or not descended from the 


abdomen into the scrotum - 


(cryptorchidism). In _ fe- 
males, the clitoris and labia 
may be small. 

Other features of Prader- 
Willi syndrome appear dur- 
ing early childhood and re- 


main throughout life, these 


features may include: 

¢ Food craving and 
weight gain. A typical sign 
of Prader-Willi syndrome is 
a constant craving for food, 
resulting in rapid weight 
gain, starting around age 
2 years. Constant hunger 
leads to eating often and 
consuming large portions. 


Unusual food-seeking. be- 


haviors, such as hoarding 
food, or eating frozen food 
or even garbage, may result. 

¢ Underdeveloped sex 
organs. A condition called 


hypogonadism occurs when 
sex organs (testes in men and 
ovaries in women) produce 
little or no sex hormones. 
This results in underdevel- 
oped sex organs, incomplete 
or delayed puberty, and in 
nearly all cases, infertility. 
Without treatment, women 


_may not start menstruating 


until their 30s or may never 


menstruate, and men may > 


not have much facial hair 
and their voices may never 
fully deepen. 


¢ Poor growth and physi- | 


cal development. Underpro-’ 
duction of growth hormone 
can result in short stature, 
low muscle mass and high 
body fat. Other endocrine 
problems may include un- 


derproduction of thyroid: 


hormone (hypothyroidism) 


“or central adrenal insuffi- 


ciency, which prevents the 
body from responding ap- 
propriately during stress or 
infections. 

¢ Cognitive impairment. 
Mild to moderate intellec- 
tual disability, such as is- 
sues with thinking, reason- 
ing and problem-solving, is 
common. 

* Delayed motor de- 
velopment. Toddlers with 
Prader-Willi syndrome 
often reach milestones in 
physical movement such as, 
sitting up or walking later 
than other children do. 

e Speech _ problems.

Speech is often delayed. 
Poor articulation of words 
may be an ongoing problem 
into adulthood. 

¢ Behavioral problems. 
Children and adults may at 
times be stubborn, angry, 
controlling or manipulative. 
They may throw temper 
tantrums, especially when 
denied food, and may not 
tolerate changes in routine. 
They may also develop 
obsessive-compulsive or re- 
petitive behaviors, or both. 
Other mental health disor- 
ders, such as anxiety and 
skin picking, may develop. 

¢ Sleep disorders. Chil- 
dren and adults with Prader- 
Willi syndrome may have 
sleep disorders, including 
disruptions of the normal 
sleep cycle and sleep apnea. 
These disorders can result 
in excessive daytime sleepi- 
ness and worsen behavior 
problems. 

¢ Other signs and symp- 
toms. These may include 
small hands and feet, cur- 
vature of the spine (scolio- 
sis), hip problems, reduced 
saliva flow, nearsightedness 
and other vision problems, 
problems regulating body 
temperature, a high pain 
tolerance, or a lack of pig- 


ment (hypopigmentation) 
causing hair, eyes and skin 


to be pale. 

In Prader-Willi —syn- 
drome, a defect on chro- 
mosome 15 interrupts the 
normal functions of a part 
of the brain called the hy- 
pothalamus, which controls 
the release of hormones. 
A hypothalamus that isn’t 
functioning correctly can 
interfere with processes re- 
sulting in problems with 
hunger, growth, sexual de- 
velopment, body tempera- 
ture, mood and sleep. In 
most cases, Prader-Willi 


syndrome is caused by a 


random genetic error and 
is not inherited. In addition 


_ to having constant hunger, 


people with Prader-Willi 
syndrome have low muscle 
mass, so’ they need fewer 
than average calories, and 
they may not be physically 
active. This combination of 
factors makes them prone 
to obesity and the medical 
problems related to obesity, 
such as: type 2 diabetes, hy- 
pertension, high cholesterol, 
heart disease and sleep ap- 
nea. 

Complications arising 
from inadequate hormone 
production may include: 

. © Sterility. Most people 
with this disorder are unable 
to have children. 


¢ Osteoporosis. People 


with Prader-Willi syndrome 
are at an increased risk of 
developing osteoporosis 
because they have low lev- 
els of sex hormones and 
may also have low levels of 
growth hormone. 

Other complications that

¢ Reduced quality of life. 
Behavioral problems can 
interfere with family func- 
tioning, successful educa- 
tion and social participation. 
They can also reduce the 


quality of life for children, 


teenagers and adults with 
Prader-Willi syndrome. 

If you have a child with 
Prader-Willi syndrome and 
would like to have another 
baby, consider seeking ge- 
netic counseling. A genetic 
counselor may help deter- 
mine your risk of having 
another child with Prader-

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When You’re Known 


BH By Your Middle Name 


By RUSSELL GLOOR 


. Dear Rusty: For those of us who use our middle name 
as the name we are known by (and there are many famous 
persons who are), why does the Social Security Administra- 
tion mandate the use of the first name when applying for 
benefits? Is there any way to change this now that I am re- 
ceiving benefits? Can younger persons make the-change be- 
fore they become eligible? Signed: Middle is Main : 

Dear Middle: You are correct that Social Security only 
allows for use of your “legal name” for identifying benefi- 
ciaries and it does not consider your middle name, or a fa- 
miliar nickname, to be the same as your legal name. Even 
though your middle name may appear on your Social Secu- 
rity card, your “legal name” for Social Security purposes is 
considered to be your first name and last name (surname) 
as shown on your US. birth certificate, probably reported 
to and established with the Social Security Administration 
when: you were a young child. That you have chosen to be 
familiarly known instead by your middle name is not some- 
thing Social Security is, or needs to be, aware of. That be- 
ing said, it is possible for you to change your legal name 
for Social Security purposes to a different name which you 
now are known by, and which was legally changed by court- 


order and can be substantiated by legal documentation (in-_ 


cluding a marriage). This is mainly an issue of establishing 
and maintaining proper identification for accurate recording 
of a person’s lifetime earnings, which in turn translates to 
the amount of Social Security benefit each person is entitled 
to. In short, it’s to make sure that all of your lifetime earn- 
ings are accurately credited to you and that your Social Se- 
curity benefits are accurately calculated and paid to the right 
person, all of which is done via your Social Security- Num- 
ber and the legal name associated with it. The only way to 
change this — change the name associated with your Social 
Security Number - is to use the legal process to formally and 
legally change your name, in your case to your middle name 


by which you are familiarly called. After you do that, you. 


can change the name associated with your Social Security 
Number to the new court ordered legal name which would 
then appear on a new Social Security card which you can 
order from the Social Security Administration. This can be 
done whether you are already collecting benefits or have 
yet to start but, after all is said and done, your benefits will 
still be electronically deposited in the same bank account 
you have already designated to receive your monthly benefit 
payments.

Residents Seek Bishop Field Improvements

A group of residents is 
asking the city to improve 
the Bishop Field large base- 
ball diamond. 

Residents Mark Jaehnig 
and Mary Grace Montalto 
addressed the school com- 
mittee recently about up- 
“grading the baseball field. 
Jaehnig presented a petition 
to the committee signed by 
158 residents that support 
the proposed improvements 
at the field located on Hol- 
brook Road across from 


Montclair School. 

The field has two dia- 
monds, a large baseball dia- 
mond at one end and a soft- 
ball diamond at the other. 
Tennis and basketball courts 
are located at the street side 
of the field. 

Jaehnig is proposing to 
install an underground irri- 
gation system, a perimeter 
fence, and a restroom at the 
field in addition to overall 
grounds improvements. 

According to Jaehnig, 
the North Quincy High 


“School baseball team uses 


the large diamond for prac- 
tice and there are about 20 
youth teams that regularly 
play there. 

“The quality of the field 
is fair to poor,” he said. 

Jaehnig noted the large 
diamond at Kincaide Field 
was taken away for soccer, 
leaving a limited number 
of large diamond baseball 
fields in the city. He said 
that Adams Field is used 
primarily for the high school 
teams.

Montalto,, whose son 
plays baseball, concurred 
with Jaehnig, saying that 
Bishop Field needs to be up- 
graded.

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On Wednesday, Aug. 22, at approximately 9:15 p.m., 
Drug Unit Detectives were monitoring the West Quincy/ 
South Quincy section of the city due to recent overdoses 
and citizen complaints regarding drug activity. 

At this time, Detective Donovan observed a mile (sus- 
pect 1) known to him walking up School Street from Fort 
Square. He placed his phone to his ear appearing to make 
a brief phone call and then jogged up to a vehicle parked in 
a nearby gas station.

The Detectives believed that a drug transactidas just oc- 
curred so Detective Donovan stopped suspect £ while De- 
tective Bossart followed the vehicle. Detective Donovan 


asked suspect 1 who’s car he just got out of and he respond- 
ed, “Dave” but didn’t know Dave’s last name. When asked . 


what they were doing, suspect 1 replied, “Smoking weed.” 
Detective Donovan told the suspect that he could not smell 
any marijuana on him, which was unusual for someone who 
had just smoked marijuana within the confines of a car. 
Furthermore, at no point did detectives observe any smoke 
emanating from the car when the doors opened which would 
be indicative of smoking marijuana. 

After being advised of his Miranda Rights, the suspect 
was asked if he had anything on him and he said, “Just a 
needle I use to shoot my Suboxone,” while producing the 
syringe. When asked his name, the suspect said, “Jeff” 
which was a false name. Meanwhile, Detective Bossart fol- 
lowed the suspect vehicle and noted the vehicle had exces- 
sive window tint, so he requested Officer Paul Foley stop 
the vehicle for further investigation. 

The suspect vehicle was stopped on Quarry Street and 
officers approached the vehicle, asking for license and reg- 
istration. The driver’s hand shook uncontrollably as he gave 
his papers to the officer. When asked where they were com- 
ing from, the driver said, “Houghs Neck.” Officer Foley was 
focused on the front seat passenger and had to keep ordering 
him to keep his hands visible. This male is well-known to 
the Quincy Police Department and DCU as a drug user and 
distributor. 

In the rear seat was suspect 2 holding his hands on his 


ea a a 


head and profusely sweating, | 
which was odd since it was cool | 
out. When questioned about be- 
ing at a gas station, the driver 
said he was not there and drove 
directly from Houghs Neck. 
When Detective Bossart told the 
driver he was lying and saw him 
pick up a male, the driver replied 
he did not know who that was 
and said he was just giving his 
friends a ride and they “asked 
him to pick this kid up.” Detec- 
tive Bossart asked suspect 2 if he had anything sharp on him 
and he said he had two knives, which were taken from him. 

Officer Foley observed a plastic sandwich bag protrud- 
ing from the front passenger’s pant pocket in plain view and 
asked what was in it. He said he had pills in the sandwich 
bag as well as a syringe. Detective Bossast then removed a

knotted plastic sandwich bag with the bettom ripped epen. 


The bag was empty and the passenger said he had pills and 
ointment for celfulitis in it previously. 

When asked where they were headed, the front passen- 
ger said South Shore Hospital for his cellulitis. When asked 
why they were heading northbound then (opposite way of 


South Shore Hospital) the passenger said, “That is a good 


question” and did not answer. 

At this time, Officer Joe Paccioretti and Detectives Don- 
ovan and Cassidy arrived on scene. They said suspect 1 had 
been arrested on a warrant. Due to the totality of the circum- 
stances, Officer Foley deployed his K-9 Partner Charlie who 
is trained in drug detection. K-9 Charlie showed a positive 
alert to a drug odor emanating from the rear left wheel-well 
and rear left passenger door. A probable cause search of the 
vehicle produced two spoons with charring on the underside 
and suspected heroin/Fentanyl residue in between the front 
seats. A syringe was also located on the front seat. 

All three occupants were asked whose black backpack 


was in the backseat but they all denied ownership. A search 


of the backpack revealed it to contain clothing with a pre- 
scription bottle containing Suboxone prescribed to the front 
seat passenger. On an outside pocket was a red funnel with 
white powder residue in it. K-9 Charlie showed a positive 
alert for drugs. All three occupants denied knowing any- 
thing about the funnel or residue. Inside an open cigarette 
pack on suspect 2 was a single blue pill and a short straw 
used to snort drugs. When asked what the pill was, suspect 
2 said, “A k-pin, I crush it and snort it.” 


Detective Cassidy searched the trunk of the vehicle and . 


found numerous plastic sandwich bags, three digital scales 


with residue and a black portable hand-held combination 
lock safe. Detective Donovan asked suspect 2 if the back- 
pack was his and what was in the safe. He said the backpack _ 
was his and there was nothing special in the safe. Detective 
Cassidy then located a plastic bag containing a tan powder 
in a pocket of the backpack which he recognized from his 
training and experience to be heroin and or Fentanyl. 

Meanwhile, at the station, Detective O’Brien spoke with 
suspect 1 and asked if he had any drugs or weapons on 
him. Suspect 1 said no and told Detective O’Brien to “strip 
search me.” Officer Foley then arrived with his K-9 Partner 
and detected a drug odor emanating from suspect 1. Follow- 
ing the positive K-9 alert, Sergeant Pantazelos authorized 
a strip search of suspect 1 which led to the discovery ofa 
baggy containing Crystal Meth. Suspect 1 immediately said. 
he forgot the Meth was in his sock. These findings were 
relayed to Detective Bossart. Following the discovery of the 
tan powder in suspect 2’s backpack, he was placed under 
arrest. 

_ Inside suspect 2’s wallet was $50. The value of the Crys- 
tal Meth was estimated to be $50.00. Based on all informa- 
tion available, it is believed that suspect 2 sold Cryseal Meth 
to suspect } for $50. jos :

A search warrant will be sought for the black safe as it 
is believed it contains additional illegal contraband and evi- 
dence. The other two occupants were released but will be. 
summoned to court.

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THE LATEST BITCOIN BLACKMAIL SCAM 

This scam comes from the Federal Trade Commission 
and I have not heard of it in this area yet. This Particular 
scam comes in the mail and the letter generally reads, 

“I know about the secret you are keeping from your wife 
and everyone else. You can ignore this letter, or pay me a 
$8600 confidentiality fee in Bitcoin.”: _ 

Scammers have been sending letters to men, demanding 
payments using bitcoin in exchange for keeping quiet about 
alleged affairs. The letter also explains how to use bitcoin to 
make the payment. 

This is a criminal extortion attempt to separate see 
from their money. If you or someone you know gets a letter 
like this, report it immediately to your local Police Depart- 
ment and the FBI. Threats, intimidation and high pressure 
tactics are classic signs of a scam. As in any case of ex- 
tortion, making a payment does not necessarily mean that 
additional demands won’t follow, such as more payments.

On Aug. 21, DPH raised 
the risk level for West Nile 
virus from low to moderate in 
every Massachusetts city and 
town. It was only the second 
time since WNV was first de- 
tected in the Commonwealth 
in 2000 that public health 
officials have raised the risk 
level statewide. 

For those 11 -communi- 
ties now at high-risk, DPH 
recommends that local health 
officials intensify messag- 
ing to raise awareness and 
promote personal protective 
behaviors, target outreach to 
high-risk populations, and in- 
crease surveillance for human 
disease. 

People at high risk for se- 
vere illness are encouraged to 
consider avoiding outdoor ac- 
tivity at dusk and dawn. Local 
boards of health should con- 


tinue to work directly with if 
their Mosquito Control Dis- i 
trict to determine appropriate i | 
control measures. 

“It is extremely important 
for people to take steps to 
avoid mosquito bites, includ- a 
ing using repellents, wearing " 
clothing to reduce exposed | 
skin, dumping standing wa- | 
ter, and moving indoors when 
you notice mosquitoes bit- 
ing you,” said DPH State 
Epidemiologist Dr. Catherine 
Brown. . 

In 2017, there were 6 hu- 
man cases of WNV infection 
identified in Massachusetts. 

WNYV is usually transmit- 
ted to humans through the 
bite of an- infected mosquito. 
While WNV can infect people 
of all ages, people over the 
age of 50 are at higher risk for 
severe disease. Most people 
infected with WNV will have 
no symptoms. When pres- 
ent, WNV symptoms tend to 
include fever and flu-like ill- 
ness. In rare cases, more se- 
vere illness can occur.

Paving Kicks Off For

The Quincy Department 
of Public Works has begun 
a major roadway and water 
main replacement initiative 
across the City of Quincy. 
The work is part of a five- 
year Capital Improvement 
Plan. 

A pavement condition 
index evaluation has been 
completed and the data been 
joined with the City’s as- 
sessment on the age of water 


pipes and National Grid’s 
proposed gas main work. 
The comprehensive evalu- 
ation of each city street is 
used to determine the level 
of work each roadway re- 
quires and helps determine 
the priority in which the 
work will be completed. 
“Water mains and other 
utilities require coordinated 
efforts before the repaving 
of many roads can be ad- 


dressed,” said Mayor Thom- 
as Koch. “We evaluate the 
age and condition of each 
street to determine the work 
needed.” 

Gateway streets across 
the city are heavily traveled 
and subject to high impact. 
A micro-sealing treatment, 
which is a new process to 
the city, is applied as a top 
coat to help extend the life 
of these busy roadways. 


Before the micro-seal is ap- 
plied, existing trenches are 
repaired, existing cracks are 
sealed, a leveling course of 


asphalt is applied and utility — 


castings are adjusted.

Legislature Raises Tobacco Purchasing Age To 21 Statewide 


The Massachusetts Leg- 
islature recently passed leg- 
islation seeking to reduce 
tobacco use and nicotine ad- 
diction among youth across 
the Commonwealth, with 
new regulations that were 
signed into law by Governor 
Baker on July 27th 

The bill, an act to protect 
youth from the health risks 
of tobacco and nicotine ad- 
diction, raises the legal age 
to purchase all tobacco and 
nicotine products to 21, 


while additionally expand- 
ing Massachusetts’ Smoke- 
Free Workplace Laws to 
include e-cigarettes and 
vapes. This expansion cre- 
ates simplified standards for 
smoking and vaping, ensur- 
ing that newer tobacco and 
vapor products will be regu- 
lated under the same guide- 
lines used for traditional to- 
bacco products. 

“As new products have 
been introduced with mech- 
anisms to appeal to teens and 


children, it was time that our 
laws caught up and reflected 
public health recommenda- 
tions to reduce harm from 
tobacco. This new law is an 
important step in addressing 
newer technology and en- 
suring that we do everything 
we can as a Commonwealth 
to reduce hicotine addic- 
tion and protect youth in 
our communities,” said state 
Rep. Tackey Chan. 
Tobacco and _ nicotine 
use remain a leading cause 


of preventable illness and 
premature death in the 
Commonwealth, with more 
than $4 billion spent annu- 
ally in Massachusetts on 
smoking-related healthcare 
costs. In 2012, the U.S. Sur- 
geon General reported that 
90 percent of smokers try 
smoking before age 18 and 
75 percent of teen smok- 
ers continue to smoke into 


adulthood. Studies show the 


most effective way to lower 
smoking rates is to prevent 


teenagers from trying tobac- 
co in the first place; the In- 
stitute of Medicine released 


a 2015 study that found that 


increasing the minimum age 
of legal access to tobacco 
products to 21 years old will 
prevent or delay initiation of 
tobacco use by adolescents 
and young adults. 

“This legislation is an 
important step towards re- 
ducing the harm caused 
to youth by tobacco prod- 
ucts,” said state Sen. John 


Keenan. “I am disappointed 
we were not able to further 
protect our young people by 
banning flavored tobacco 
products, which specifically 
target youth, and hope to 
continue working on this in 
the future, as our students 
have made it clear that they 
want these products out of 
our schools and communi- 
ties.” :

As Carl Sagan once said, 
“Imagination will often car- 
ry us to worlds that never 
were, but without it we go 
nowhere.” 
Books are the perfect ve- 
hicle to transport us to new 
worlds, new adventures, 


new ideas, new friends. It. 
is through a love of read- - 


ing that we can confirm 
or change our thinking. 
There was a short period of 
time in education when we 
lost sight of this. Measur- 
ing a child by means of a 
test score was paramount. 
Times are changing and ed- 
ucators are taking back the 
classrooms. We understand 
the importance of develop- 
ing a love of learning. We 
know the first step is to cul- 
tivate innovation, curiosity 
and imagination. Whether 
read in the classroom or in 
the living room, books are 
the perfect vehicle for this 
challenge. 

I will be reviewing pic- 
ture and middle grade books 
that can be read by teachers 
and families to encourage 
and develop a love of learn- 
ing. 

Bob, a middle-grade fan- 
tasy by New York Times 
bestselling authors, Wendy 
Mass and Rebecca Stead, 
is a book about the power 
of friendship and the bonds 
that can’t be broken, The 
authors take us on a trip 
where imagination and the 
innocence of childhood is 
not only heralded, but is 
written in such a poetic way 
you find yourself not only 
drawn to it but coveting it. 

I was originally drawn 
into this book because the 
main character, Livy, is

from Massachusetts. Livy 
is returning to her. grand- 
mother’s home in Australia, 
a trip she first made when 
she was five years old. 
Now, ten years old, Livy 
begins to realize there was 
a lot she had forgotten from 
that first visit. 

On her first trip to Gran’s, 
Livy meets a small, green 
creature named Bob. Bob 
had no memory of what he 
was or where he was from. 
Livy promises to help him 
find his way home in the 
solemn determined way 
only a five year old can.. The 
problem is Livy completely 
forgot all about Bob once 
she left Australia. Now, five 
years later, Bob has wait- 
ed patiently, dressed in a 
chicken suit, in the closet of 
Livy’s mom’s old bedroom 
and Livy has returned to her 
Gran’s house with no mem- 
ory of Bob or the promise 
she made.

Stead, writing for Livy, 
shares how she wanted to 
focus on that power a five 
year old has to believe in 
anything, be anyone. Then 


as children age, they become _ 


more skeptical---’when you 
ask a room full of five year 
olds, who here is an art- 
ist and they all raise their 


hands, but ask a room full of | 


ten year olds the same thing 
and only one or two raise 
their hands.” Mass writing 
the voice of Bob, felt it was 
important the readers not re- 
ally understand who or what 
Bob really was. Mass said, 
“A big part of the story is 
figuring out who he is and 
what he means to Livy.” 

I fell in love with the 
two engaging characters 
who Mass and Stead cre- 
ated. Bob, funny and smart, 
determines “All the things I 
choose to put in my head are 
what make me, me. I plan to 
choose wisely.” While Livy 
is thoughtful and brave. 
Working through each clue 
to solve the mystery of Bob, 
while assuring him, “I’m 
not going to leave you alone 
again.” And they both dis- 
cover, “one thing can be lots 
of other things. All it takes 
is a little imagination.” 

This book needs to be 
shared. with- young and old 
alike---it is for anyone who 
believes in imagination and 
the power of friendship.

After months of staying 

up late at night, zoning out 
in front of the TV or video 
game screen, running un- 
tamed outside, and eating 
snacks throughout the day, 
kids are in for an enormous 


adjustment as they venture - 


back to school. Most chil- 


dren need assistance transi- 


tioning back into a routine 
with limits for a positive be- 
ginning to the school year. 
Going back to school 
means an end to staying up 
late. To guide your child in 
transitioning back to rising 
early, it’s crucial to institute 
a new sleep routine. Begin 
with going to bed one hour 


earlier every night and wak- 


ing up early each morning 
until the new routine is es- 
tablished. It is important to 
start this a week or two be- 
fore going back to school, 
not the night before school 
starts. The National Sleep 
Foundation stipulates guide- 
lines for the amount of sleep 
children should get at vari- 
ous ages. They suggest kids 
between the ages of 3 and 5 
get 10 to 13 hours of sleep a 


| night; ages 6 to 13 need 9 to 


1¥ hours of sleep; and teens 

14 and older should get 8 to 

10 hours of sleep a night.

a visit the pediatrician, den- 
tist and. eye doctor to en- 
sure their health makes the 
grade.- Most pediatrician’s

to’ school starting. Annual 
checkups should be done 
by a pediatrician before 
each new school year to 
confirm that your child’s 
medical records and vacci- 
nations are up to date. You 
will most likely be asked 
to’ provide this, informa- 
tion to the school. Hearing

screens are done regularly 
until about age six or seven 
and then every two to three 
years thereafter. Hearing 
tests should also be per- 
formed in between these 
times if you have any con- 
cerns. Vision screenings are 
normally done as part of a 
child’s physical exam, so 


parents should request that. 


the pediatrician check their 
children’s eyesight before 
classes start. 

According to the CDC, 
tooth decay is one of the 
most common chronic con- 
ditions among children and 
results in an overwhelm- 
ing number of school ab- 
senteeism. Proper oral hy- 


giene is a critical part of a. 
child’s overall health. All 


kids should visit the dentist 
two times.a year for routine 
cleanings and. they should 
be encouraged to brush their 


teeth twice a day with fluo- 


ridated toothpaste. 

For the most part kids 
spend the summer eat- 
ing differently, with less 
rules and more treats, be- 
fore school commences, it 
may be wise to make some 
changes. While lingering in 
the final days of summer, 
get your child back into the 
habit of eating three regu- 
lar meals a day: breakfast, 
lunch and dinner. If possible 
families should try to sit 
down for meals together to 
aid the child in resetting the

routine. It’s also beneficial 
to check with your child’s 
school to find out about 
lunch options and meal 
schedules before the school 
year starts. Be sure and in- 
form the school if your child 
has any food allergies. 
Backpacks crammed 
with books and school sup- 


plies can put a strain on 


your child’s neck, shoulders 
and back. Make sure when 
purchasing a backpack it 
is sturdy enough to carry a 
heavy load. The American 
Academy of Pediatrics rec- 


ommends that kids always _ 


use both shoulder straps 
when wearing a backpack. 
Slinging a backpack over 
one shoulder can cause se- 
vere muscle strain. Also, 
it might be worthwhile to 
check with your school to 
see if they allow rolling 
backpacks, which may be-a 
suitable option for students 
who have a lot to carry. 

The American Academy 


‘of Pediatrics also suggests 


creating a home environ- 
ment that is conducive to 
studying and doing home- 
work. Children need a con- 
sistent work space either in 
their bedroom or another 
part of the home that is 
quiet, free of distractions, 
and promotes learning. It’s 
a valuable idea to schedule 
a consistent time for home- 
work so the child develops 
a routine. Make certain that 
homework time is void of 
distractions such as TV, 


‘cell phones or other elec- 


tronic devices. If your child 
seems to be struggling with 
a particular subject or can’t 
focus, discuss this with a 
teacher or school counselor 
to determine the most ap- 
propriate resolution. 

If your child has ADD 
or ADHD, odds are you’ve 
been able to get through 
summer months a little sim-

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| Earning And Investing 
Social Security Benefits

Dear Rusty: [I am 63 % and working full time with a 
salary of $125,000/year. Given the early collection rules I 
believe it would not make any sense to start collecting So- 
cial Security now but tell me if I am wrong. Also, when I 
reach full retirement age (born in 1955) I plan/hope to still 
be working full time. At that point I plan to start collecting 
Social Security because there is no earnings cap (correct?) 

‘and put that benefit money into investments. Would that be 
the best plan or are there other options? Signed: Planning 
Ahead 

Dear Planning: Your plan is a reasonable one and your 
assumptions are correct. If you earn as you now are and 
have taken Social Security earlier than your full retirement 
age (66 years plus 2 months) you’ll be subject to Social 
Security’s annual earnings limit. If you exceed the annual 
earnings limit ($17,040 for 2018) Social Security will with- 
hold $1 in benefits for every $2 you are over the limit, so 
at your salary level you’d need to give them back all the 
benefits you were entitled to anyway, essentially resulting 
in no net benefits. 

In the year you reach your full retirement age the earn- 
ings limit goes up and the withholding is less, but your 
earnings would still cause the “penalty” to largely eclipse 
the benefits you are due. And you are correct that once you 
reach your full retirement age the earnings limit goes away 
and you can earn as much as you wish without if affecting 
your Social Security benefits. 

As for taking your benefits at your full retirement age 
and investing them, that is a reasonable strategy if you think 
you can find a better investment return than the 8 percent 
you'll get annually in Social Security delayed retirement 
credits (DRCs) by waiting beyond your full retirement age 
to claim your benefits (you actually earn DRCs at the rate of 
2/3 of 1% per month of delay, or 8 percent per year). DRCs 
continue to be applied until you reach the maximum at age 
70,.at which point your Social Security benefit when you 
claim it will be 30.7 percent more than it would have been 
at your full retirement age. And you’ ll get that higher benefit 
amount for the rest of your life. 

But whether to take that guaranteed 8% annual increase 
in your Social Security benefit amount, or to claim your 
benefits at full retirement age and invest them is an invest- 
ment choice only you can make.

On Friday, Aug. 24, at approximately 12:50 p.m., Quin- 
cy Police Officer Erin Wells broadcast a BOLO (be on look 
out) for a vehicle that was being operated by 4 25-year-old 
male who was wanted by the Weymouth Police Department 
for assault and battery on his pregnant girlfriend (felony).

Fore River Bridge, possibly headed towards Quincy District 
Court. 

Sgt. Daniel Flaherty proceeded to the area via Southern 

_Artery southbound when he observed the suspect vehicle 

traveling northbound on Southern Artery. The sergeant 
turned his cruiser around and conducted a motor vehicle 
stop of the male driver. After obtaining license and regis- 
tration, Sgt. Flaherty confirmed the driver was the wanted 
male, so he placed him under arrest as authorized by the 
Weymouth Police. The male told the sergeant that he just 
left Weymouth after the police let him go, adding that his 
girlfriend was arrested there on a warrant. 

Officer Michael Dougan and K-9 Officer Christian Don- 
ovan arrived on location to assist. Officer Dougan trans- 
ported the male to the station for booking. Sgt. Flaherty 
conducted a motor vehicle inventory on the male’s vehicle 
pursuant to Quincy Police policy and located a backpack in 
the passenger compartment of the vehicle. Inside the back- 
pack was a baggie containing marijuana. Officer Donovan 
found a digital scale inside the unlocked glove compart- 
ment. While checking the trunk, Sgt. Flaherty checked a 
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cooler bag with the suspect’s 
name written across it in black 
permanent marker. Inside the 
bag was a Smith and Wesson 
AO caliber pistol and one loose 
round of ammunition. 

After Officer Donovan made 
the weapon safe, it was discov- 
ered that the pistol had (1) one 
round in the chamber and a 
loaded magazine with 40 Cal. 
ammunition. The pistol, mari- 
juana and scale were taken as 
evidence. 

The 25-year-old male from Dorchester has an extensive 
criminal record including a conviction for possession of a 
firearm without a permit, subsequent offense in June 2017, 
from Suffolk Superior Court, sentenced to a two-year sen- 
tence. He is currently on parole. 

In June 2017, the male also was arrested for Distribute/ 
Dispense Class B drug, subsequent offense. Sgt. Duggan 
booked the male and advised him of his Miranda Warnings. 
When asked to produce his license to carry/possess a fire- 
arm, the male said that he has never had one.

_ During the booking process, the male stated he did not 
want to go back to prison and that we (the police) ought 
to kill him. He then banged his head against the cell walls. 
Soon after, while inside his cell, the male made a suicide 
attempt with a prisoner blanket. Knowing the male made 
statements about death, officers who were closely monitor- 
ing the male quickly removed the blanket and clothing to 
prevent further attempts. 

Sgt. Duggan filed the required suicide attempt form 
while in police custody. This alerts other police departments 
that the male indicated he was suicidal so that in the future if 
arrested, measures would be taken to prevent him commit- 
ting suicide in a cell block.

More than 3,500 people 
stood on what was once

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Boston Officials Appealing Decision 


Quincy Commission 
Rejects L.I. Bridge Plan 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Boston officials will ap- 
peal a Quincy board’s re- 
jection of the proposal to 
rebuild the Long Island 
Bridge. 

The Quincy Conserva- 
tion Commission ’on Sept. 5 
voted 4-0 to reject Boston’s 
proposal to build the span, 


- which would connect Long 


Island to Moon Island. Jay 
Duca, Quincy’s inspectional 
services director, recom- 
mended the board reject the 
application, citing a lack of 
information provided. 

Following the commis- 
sion’s vote, Chris Osgood, 
the chief of streets for Bos- 
ton Mayor Marty Walsh, 
said Boston would appeat 
the decision. The state De- 
partment of Environmental 
Protection. will hear the ap- 
peal. 

Before voting to reject 
the application, commis- 
sioners sought to continue 
the hearing until Oct. 3 and 
requested additional  infor- 
mation about the piers that 
once held up the old Long 
Island Bridge and Boston 
plans to re-use for the new 
bridge, 

Sait Nabulsi, an “ attor- 
ney for the city of Boston, 
ide informa- 
tion “abe at the piers to the 
boartt*Nabulsi, however, 
objected to the continuance 
to the October meeting and 
asked that the commission 
reconvene within 21 days 
to issue a decision on the 
bridge proposal. 

Duca suggested the com- 
mission reject the applica- 
tion after Nabulsi objected 
to the continuance. 

The board spent nearly 
90 minutes hearing testimo- 
ny from Boston and Quincy 
officials, consultants and at- 
torneys on Sept. 5. Much of 


the discussion was focused 
on the concrete piers Boston 
plans to modify and re-use 
to support the new bridge to 


- Long Island. 


David Gress, a civil en- 
gineering professor at the 
University of New Hamp- 
shire, had been asked by 
Quincy officials to evaluate 
the concrete piers and sub- 
mitted his report on them 
two days prior to the com- 
mission meeting. The report 
found the piers are already 
at the end of their lifespan. 

“Dr. Gress’ opinion was 
that the cost-effective life 
expectancy of these piers 
has already expired,” said 
Duncan Mellor, an engineer 
with Tighe & Bond, an en- 
gineering firm working with 
Quincy officials. 

“They are approximately 
70 years old. The city of 
Boston is looking to get an- 
other 75 years out of them.” 

Mellor said the alkali-sil- 
ica reaction has been found 
inside the piers, which he 


likened to a cancer of con- 


crete. 

“When the ASR -— the 
reaction that goes on there 
with that aggregate — is ex- 
posed to moisture, it starts 


to expand the concrete, 
so you ‘get cracking of the 


concrete. The more crack- 
ing you get, the more water 
intrusion you get and it pro- 
gresses its way into the con- 
crete,” Mellor said. “This is 
a significant concern.” 

Gress recommended ad- 
ditional testing to determine 
if those piers could be re- 
used, Mellor added. 

Nikole Bulger, an en- 
gineer with the firm STV, 
which is working with Bos- 
ton to design the bridge, 
said Gress’ report did not 
take into account plans to 
rehabilitate the piers. Those

plans include the removal of 
the concrete cap atop each 
pier, the insertion of a steel 
tensioning rod into the heart 
of each pier, removal and 
replacement of concrete as 
needed, re-pointing of the 
granite blocks that comprise

“Tt should be noted that 
bridge piers of this age or 
older are regularly kept in 
service and rehabilitated for 
re-use in the Boston area... 
and throughout the coun- 
try,” Bulger said. 

“The proposed modifica- 
tions will be in accordance 
with current codes and stan- 
dards applicable to bridge 
design and _ rehabilitation 
and the rehabilitated sub- 
structure will serve the com- 
munity for 75 years.”

Quincy Veterans Ser- 
vices has raised a donated 
memorial American flag at 
the World War II Memorial 
at Mount Wollaston Cem- 
etery in honor of a deceased 
veteran. 

The flag is in memory 
of long-time Quincy resi- 
dent Anthony J. Belmonte, 
a U.S. Marine veteran of 
WWII serving alongside his 
twin brother Augustine as 
Marines during the war. 

After returning home 
from the war both played 
semi — pro baseball together, 
winning several champion- 
ship. The two were insepa- 
rable. 

After working as a barber 
Mr. Belmonte worked for 


many years in the Quincy 
Public School system and 
retired as an employee for 
the city of Quincy. 

Mr. Belmonte was born 
on Sept 7, 1925 and died 
Jan. 12, 2018. He entered 
the service on Oct. 27, 1943 
and served until Aug. 1, 
1946. He served overseas 
from June of 1945 until July 


of 1946 and was honorably © 


discharged. 

“The flag will continue 
to fly over and look over our 
deceased veterans until the 
flag is ready to be disposed 
of,” said Quincy Graves 
Registration Officer George 
Bouchard. 


“His 


business with the govern- 
ments of Massachusetts and 
the king of England,” Baker 
said. “He was the kind of 
person who usually became 
a loyalist to the crown of 
King George.” 

Hancock began his rebel- 
lious streak following the 
passage of the Stamp Act of 
1765, which he and others 
felt was imposed by Parlia- 
ment on the colonies with- 
out due process. Hancock’s 
opposition to the act landed 
him a seat in the colonial 
legislature the following 
year, Baker said, starting his 
political career. 

Two years later, in 1768, 
one of Hancock’s ships, the 
Liberty, was captured by the 
HMS Romney as British of- 


ficials began a crackdown 


on smuggling. British au- 
thorities later charged Han- 
cock. with smuggling but 
those charges were dropped 
following a five-month trial, 
with John Adams represent- 
ing Hancock in court. 
Before the Boston Tea

The pet may be up for a reasonable adoption price, or free 
to a good home if you pay for it to be shipped to you. How- 
ever, once the pet is paid for, it never makes its way to its 
forever home, because there was never a pet for sale in the 


first place. If you are in the market for a new pet, consider 


going to your local animal shelter to find a new best friend.

They say that you’re the win- 
ner of a fabulous prize, and you only need to pay taxes and 
fees on a website before you receive the money, vacation 
or other unbelievable prize. Please be careful! If you pay 
the money, you’ll never receive the prize. If someone who 
is your friend in real life sends you a message like that over 
the internet, give them a call and ask them over the phone 
if they are the one truly sending the messages. Chances are 
their account has been compromised and scammers are try- 
ing to con you and many of their other friends. By contact- 
ing your friend directly, you can ensure they are aware of 
the problem and hopefully prevent others from being the 
targets of scams. 

SCAM ALERT #4: 

In a new scam, fraudsters may send an email that appears 
to be from a legitimate police department. The email claims 
that the recipient was caught speeding on a speed camera, 
and contains a link to pay the fine online.

Parkingway Addition 


The city council was planning to hold a public hearing at 7:30 
p.m. at city hall on proposed land taking to extend the Mayor 


Charles A. Ross Parkingway. 


The proposed extension would add about 300 spaces to the 
southern end of the parking area. The new area would cover a trian- 
gular block bounded by the Parkingway, School St., and Hancock 
Court and a smaller section on School Street across from Hancock 
Court from the main lot. 

Cost to the city to acquire the land and buildings was estimated 
at $413,200. In addition, it would cost $150,000 to construct the lot. 

The City Council in July appropriated $13,500 as the necessary 
qualifying fee for borrowing to finance the project. 

(Editor’s Note: The project was never built because of strong 
public opposition.)

At a recent bridal shower for my grand- 
daughter, Olivia, we were all sitting around 
a big table and, of course, the subject of 
food and recipes came up.

RECIPE: 


1 bag of lentils, washed and drained 
1 tablespoon fresh parsley, finely 


chopped 
1 small onion, finely chopped 


2 carrots, peeled and cut in pieces 


2 stalks of celery, diced 

1 pound sausage meat (Elise bought 
sausage patties) 

2 tablespoons of olive oil 


Since sausage meat is so tasty on its 
own, Elise did not season it when she made 
the meatballs. Roll sausage meat into small 
meatbaiis and saute in hot oil, turning until 
done and have a gentle crust on them. Set 
aside. 

In a large soup pan, place 2 quarts of 
water, (you can also use stock) and bring to 
a boil. Add lentils and all of the other ingre- 
dients except the sausage. 

Cover and cook until carrots and celery 
are tender and lentils are done - for 45 or 50 
minutes. 

When soup is complete add the sausage 


_ meatballs and blend well into soup.

Instructions 

1. Line a 9 x 13-inch baking pan with 
parchment paper and grease lightly 

2. In a large pot, combine the butter, 
sugar and maple syrup. Bring the mixture 
to a boil over medium-high heat, stirring 
constantly. Lower the heat and simmer 
until the sugar dissolves and the mixture 
is slightly thickened, about 2 minutes. Re- 
move the pan from the heat and stir in the 
vanilla and salt. 

3. Add the oats, rice cereal, almonds and 
flax meal to the pan and fold with a rubber 
spatula until well combined. 

4. Transfer the mixture to the prepared 
pan and press down lightly with a rubber 
spatula to even out. Sprinkle the miniature 
chocolate chips over top, adding more or 
less to suit your taste, and press down firm- 
ly with the spatula so the chips stick. The

While Legionnaires’ dis- . 


ease primarily affects the 
lungs, it occasionally can 
cause infections in wounds 
and in other parts of the 


' body, including the heart. 


A mild form. of Legion- 
naires ‘disease, known as 


‘Pontiac fever, may produce 


signs and symptoms includ- 
ing a fever, chills, headache 
and muscle aches. Pontiac 


fever doesn’t infect your 
lungs, and symptoms usu- 
ally dissipate within two to 
five days. 


If you think you’ve been, 


exposed to legionella bacte- 
ria, see your healthcare pro- 
vider. Diagnosing and treat- 
ing Legionnaires’ disease as 


soon as possible can help — 


reduce the recovery period 
and prevent serious compli- 
cations. For those who are at 
high risk, prompt. treatment 
is critical. 

The bacterium. Legio- 
nella pneumophila is ac- 
countable for most cases of 
Legionnaires’ disease. Out- 
doors, legionella bacteria 
survive in soil and water, 
but rarely cause infections. 


_ Indoors, legionella bacteria 


can multiply in a multitude 
of water systems such as 
hot. tubs, air conditioners 
and mist sprayers in grocery 
store produce departments. 
Although ‘it’s possible to 
contract Legionnaires ‘ dis- 
ease from home plumbing 
systems, most outbreaks 
have occurred in large 
buildings, possibly because 
complex systems allow the 


bacteria to grow and spread 
more easily. 
Most people become 


infected when they inhale 
microscopic water drop- 


lets containing legionella 


bacteria. This might be the 
spray from a shower, faucet 
or whirlpool, or water dis- 
persed through the ventila- 
tion system in a large build- 
ing. Outbreaks have been 
linked to a range of sources, 
including: 

* Hot tubs and whirlpools 
on cruise ships 

e Grocery store mist ma- 
chines 

* Cooling towers in air 
conditioning systems 

¢ Decorative fountains 

¢ Swimming pools 

¢ Physical therapy equip- 
ment 

¢ Water systems in hotels, 
hospitals and nursing homes 

Although _ legionella 
bacteria primarily spread 
through aerosolized wa- 
ter droplets, the infection 
can be transmitted in other 


. ways, including: 


¢ Aspiration. This oc- 
curs when liquids acciden- 
tally enter your lungs, usu- 
ally because you cough or 
choke while drinking. If 
you aspirate water contain- 
ing legionella bacteria, you 
may develop Legionnaires 
‘disease. 

¢ Soil. A few people have 
contracted Legionnaires 
‘disease after working in the 
garden or using contaminat-

Not everyone exposed to 


legionella bacteria becomes 
sick. You’re more likely to 
develop the infection if you: 
¢ Smoke, because smok- 
ing damages the lungs, mak- 
ing you more susceptible to 
all types of lung infections. 

¢ Have a weakened im- 
mune system as a result of 
HIV/AIDS or certain medi- 
cations, especially cortico- 
steroids and drugs taken to 
prevent organ rejection after 
a transplant. 

¢ Have a chronic lung 
disease such as emphysema 
or another serious condition 
such as diabetes, kidney dis- 
ease or Cancer. 

¢ Are 50 years of age or 
older. 

Legionnaires’ disease 
can lead to a number of life- 
threatening complications, 
including: 

* Respiratory failure. 
This occurs when the lungs 
are no longer able to provide 
the body with enough oxy- 
gen or can’t remove enough 
carbon dioxide from the 
blood. 

¢ Septic shock. This oc- 
curs when a severe, sud- 
den drop in blood pres- 
sure reduces blood flow to 
vital organs, especially to 
the kidneys and brain. The 
heart tries to compensate 
by increasing the volume of 
blood pumped, but the extra 


workload eventually weak-_ 


ens. the heart and reduces 
blood flow even further. 

¢ Acute kidney failure. 
This is the sudden loss of 
your kidneys’ ability to per- 
form their main function of 
filtering waste material from 
your blood. When your kid- 
neys fail, dangerous levels 
of fluid and waste accumu- 
late in your body. 

Without prompt and ef- 
fective treatment, Legion- 


naires ‘disease may be fatal, 
especially if your immune 
system is weakened by dis- 
ease or medications. 

Legionnaires’ disease 
may present the same as 
other types of pneumonia. 
To help identify the pres- 
ence of legionella bacteria 
quickly, your doctor may 
use a test that checks your 
urine for legionella antigens 
which are foreign substanc- 
es that trigger an immune 
system response. You may 
also have one or more of the 


following: 

° Blood tests 

¢ Chest X-ray, which 
doesn’t confirm _legion- 


naires’ disease but can show 
the extent of infection in 
your lungs 

e Tests on a sample of 
your sputum or lung tissue 

¢ A CT scan of your 
brain or a spinal tap (lumbar 
puncture) if you have neu- 
rological symptoms such as 
confusion or trouble con- 
centrating . 

Legionnaires’ disease is 
treated with antibiotics. The 


‘sooner therapy is started, 


the less likely the chance 
of serious complications or 
death. In many cases, treat- 
ment requires hospitaliza- 
tion. On the other hand, 
Pontiac fever goes away on 
its own without treatment 
and causes no lingering 
problems. 

- Outbreaks of Legion- 
naires “disease are prevent- 
able, but prevention requires 
meticulous cleaning and dis- 
infection of water systems, 
pools and spas. - Avoiding 
smoking is the single most 
significant thing you can do 
to lower your risk of infec- 
tion. Smoking increases the 
chances that you’ll develop 
Legionnaires’ disease if 
you’re exposed to legionella 
bacteria.

Ask Rusty - Should I 
Claim Social Security 
At Age 65?

Dear Rusty: Should I take Social Security at 65? My, 
date of birth is August 1953 and I just signed up for both So: 
cial Security and Medicare. My plan was to start Medicaré 
and Social Security at age 65, but now I’m unsure if I’m 
doing the right thing. My earnings so far this year are about 
$21,000 and I plan to continue working full time (I expect 
to make about $37,000 this year). Since I’ve already madé 
more this year than allowed, I’m told that I won’t see any 
Social Security payments this year; that they will hold all 
payments until January 2019. My estimated benefit at age 
65 is $1,978. My wife was born in January 1949 and she 
is already on Social Security and Medicare with a monthly 
check of $1,200. Is there a better strategy for me? Should 
I wait until I am 66? Or go ahead and start Medicare cover: 
age? Or hold off on Medicare and keep my company cover- 
age? File and Suspend? Should my wife file for a spousal 
benefit? Should I go ahead and take Social Security at 65 
and have Medicare premiums taken out? Would the money 
withheld for exceeding the earnings limit be adjusted at age 
66? Signed: Uncertain What to Do 
Dear Uncertain: By taking your Social Security at age 
65, your benefit will be cut by about 6.7% because you are 
taking it before your full retirement age (FRA) which is 
66. And because you haven’t yet reached your full retire- 
ment age you will, indeed, be affected by the “earnings lim- 
it.” For any month in 2018.that you earn more than $1,420 
you. won’t receive a benefit payment, so considering your 
expected income it appears that Social Security will recover 
any benefits you receive for the rest of the year. Starting 
in 2019, your earnings limit will increase’ considerably: 
the limit goes up by about 2 % times in the year you reacl 
your full retirement age and goes away once you attain age 
66. So, if your earnings in 2019 are about the samé as this 
year, you probably won’t exceed the 2019 limit. Also, once 
you reach your full retirement age Social Security will give 


you time credit for any months you did not receive benefits 


and adjust your benefit accordingly (you do not get withheld 
benefits back in a lump sum; rather they will add 5 months 
to your benefit start date and increase your benefit amount 
accordingly). Since it’s doubtful you'll get any 2018 ben- 
efits due to your earnings, you may want to consider delay- 
ing start of your Social Security until next year (it’s not too 
late to withdraw your application). fy 

Regarding Medicare, if your employer’s healthcare plan 
allows you to continue past age 65, and that plan is consid- 
ered “creditable” by Medicare, you can delay enrolling in 
Medicare Part B without penalty for late enrollment when 
you sign up later. By doing this, you can avoid the month 
ly Medicare Part B premium of $134 (2018 amount), but 
you should check with your HR department or your cur- 
rent healthcare insurance carrier before making that deci+ 
sion. Some plans require you to make Medicare the primary 
payer at 65. 

“File and suspend” is not an option that would benefit 
you, but you could consider something called a “restricted 


application for spousal benefits only.” If you delay filing 


for Social Security now and wait until you are 66, you could 
file the restricted application and collect 50% of your wife’s 
benefit as her spouse, while allowing your own benefit to 
grow by 8% per year up to age 70 when it would be 32% 
higher than it will be at age 66. And since your wife is al- 
ready receiving her own net benefit of $1,200, she will not 
get a spousal benefit when you start collecting because 50% 
of your FRA benefit (about $2120) is less than her own cur- 
rent benefit amount.

Geoff Diehl was victori-

War- 
ren was unopposed in her 
party’s primary and received 
6,487 votes in Quincy. Shi- 
va Ayyadurai, an unenrolled 
candidate, will also appear 
on the November ballot. 
U.S. Rep. Stephen Lynch 
bested two challengers in 
the Democratic primary to 
represent the Eighth Dis- 
trict, which includes Quincy. 


Lynch received 6,037 votes’ 


in Quincy, while challeng- 
ers Brianna Wu and Chris- 
topher Voehl finished with 
1,489 and 609 votes, respec- 
tively-in the city. Lynch will 
be unopposed in November. 

Quincy voters also 
backed the winners of the 
two gubernatorial primaries, 
Baker and Democratic nom- 
inee Jay Gonzalez. 

Baker received 2,034 
votes in Quincy and his 
challenger, Scott Lively, 
garnered 1,204. Gonzalez, 
who served as secretary of 
administration and finance 
under Gov. Deval Patrick, 


bested Bob Massie 3,696 


votes to 2,550. 
Baker’s current lieu- 
tenant governor, Karyn 


Polito, was unopposed in 
the Republican primary; 
she received 2,270 votes in 
Quincy. In the Democratic 
primary, Quincy voters nar- 


rowly favored Jimmy Tingle — 


over Quentin Palfrey. Tingle 
received 3,166 votes in the 
city, compared to Palfrey’s 
3,155. Palfrey, however, 
prevailed statewide and will 
be his party’s nominee in 
November. 

In the Democratic pri- 
mary: for secretary of state, 
Quincy voters backed Gal- 
vin over Zakim. Galvin 
received 5,905 votes in 
Quincy to Zakim’s 2,300 
en route to a statewide win.

The 1686 Quincy Home- 
stead will hold free guided 
tours of the historic house, 
gardens and architecture on

The historic house has 
been standing at the corner 
of Butler Road (No. 34) 
and Hancock Street since 
1686.

tainment system that would 
not impact the sea floor. 
Quincy officials had said 
they were concerned cof- 
ferdams would be needed, 
which impact the sea floor.

“Hancock wasn’t much 
of a writer, he was business 
guy, so much of the history 
of Hancock was written by 
his political opponents and 
detractors — we all know 
what that means,’ Baker 
said. “That, in some re- 
spects, is a shame. He gave 
up more than most to fight 
for the birth of this nation 
and while he was not a mili- 
tary hero, he was a founding 
father for sure and the first 
and third governor of its 
most influential state. 

“He was a great man — 
one worthy of this memo- 
rial — and I know I speak for 
many when I say how grate- 
ful I am to the city of Quin- 
cy for your re to 
his. memory.” 

McCullough, the Pulit- 
zer-Prize winning author, 
began his comments by em- 
phasizing the role John Ad- 


ams played in the adoption. 


of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. John Trumbull’s 
painting of the signing of 
the declaration, on display 
in the U.S. Capitol, is most- 
ly inaccurate, McCullough 
said, except for the likeness- 
es of the men included in the 
painting. : 

“Almost everything 
about that painting is in- 
accurate. The furnishings 
of, the room, the size and 
shape of the room itself, 
aré in no way close to be- 
ing accurate,” McCullough

‘Adams is at the center of 
the painting, McCullough 
said, symbolizing his impor- 
tance to the process.

Cullough said. “There is 
no question that the artist is

“John Adams fought for 
the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence on the floor of the 
congress in Philadelphia as 
did no one else, as.attributed 
to not only his determina- 
tion and his courage but his 
ferocity in argument — feroc- 
ity in speaking for a cause. 

“Jefferson by contrast 
said almost nothing during 
the whole course of that 
long summer, but Adams 
never gave up day after day, 
and, as Jefferson himself 
said, he is the one who made 
it happen. He was the pillar 
of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and he continued 


to be that way the rest of his 


life — his public life and his 
life here at home in Massa- 
chusetts. 

“Jefferson, who had his 
troubles with Adams as time 


went on, described him as: 


fighting furiously for every. 
word. That he was the pil- 
lar of support on the floor of 
congress, its ablest advocate 
and defender against mul- 
tifarious assaults encoun- 
tered.” 
One of. Adams’ great- 
est contributions came 
right here in Quincy, Mc- 
Cullough said, when he 
authored the Massachusetts 
Constitution, the world’s 
oldest written constitution 
still in effect. Adams wrote 
it inside his law office, now 
known as the John Quincy 
Adams birthplace, part of 
the Adams National Histori- 
cal Park on Franklin Street. 
The Massachusetts Consti- 
tution called for a bicameral 
legislative branch and an in- 
dependent judiciary, both of 
which would be included in 
the U.S. Constitution. 
“When he was back here 
in Massachusetts after the 


‘signing of the Declaration 


of Independence, he worked 
on — and in fact was the 
author of: almost every as- 
pect — of the Constitution 
of Massachusetts...one. of 


the most important contri- 
butions — not just to this 
country and to this state, but 
to the world,” McCullough 
said. 

“In that document, he 
said there would be two 
branches of the Legislature 
— the Senate and the House 
— and there would be an 
establishment of an inde- 
pendent judiciary, with the 
judges of the supreme court 
appointed, not elected, and 
for life — as long as they be- 
have themselves.” 

“As time would tell, it 
reached far,” McCullough 
said. “It is the oldest written 


constitution in the worid— 


our constitution in the state 
of Massachusetts — think of 
that.” 

Adams’ constitution also 
included a requirement for 
the state’s government to 
provide education to its resi- 
dents. 

“Imagine — as no consti- 
tution ever before — Adams 
was declaring the duty of 
the government not only to 
provide education, but to 
cherish the interest of sci- 


ence and literature”? Mc- 
Cullough said. 
John Adams and his wife 


Abigail were also opposed 
to slavery, as was their son 
John Quincy Adams, who 
would later serve as the 
sixth U.S. president. That 
made the Adamses outliers 
among the early presidents, 
McCullough said: 

“John Adams was the 


only founding father who 


became president of the 
United States who never 
owned a slave,” he said. “He 
and his wife, like so many of 
the descendants of the origi- 
nal English puritans who 
settled this part of our coun- 
try, was‘an abolitionist to the 
heart and soul. They would 
not go along with that, and 
they never gave up. 

“And the next president

Americans today, Mc- 
Cullough said near the end 
of his comments, owe much 
to the founding fathers. 

“T think we’ are the lucki- 
est people in the world, and 
almost everything that we 
have has come to us down 
the ages from those found- 
ers. The high ideals. The 
sense of mission in life. The 
sense of purpose in life. It 
isn’t just about accumulat- 
ing wealth or prestige...it’s 
about making your life mat- 
ter, making the world a little 
better off because you’ve 
been here,” McCullough 
said. 

“That was in their blood 
stream. That was in their 
whole sense of reality.” 

Lynch, who represents 

Quincy on Capitol Hill, 
honored three Quincy men 
who died in recent years, 
and their wives, whom he 
said all carried on the tradi- 
tion of Hancock and Adams. 
They include former city 
clerk John Gillis and his late 
wife, Violet; World War II 
prisoner of War Robert No- 
ble and his late, Gloria, who 
were involved in a number 
of community causes; and 
former mayor Walter Han- 
non and his late wife, Patri- 
cla. 

“These men and women 

lived their public and pri- 
vate lives in a way that 
carries the example of our 
greatest patriots forward to 
this day,” Lynch said. “They 
offered a more recent, liv- 
ing and tangible example 
of thoughtful, energetic and 
engaged citizenship to the 
people of Quincy, and they 
offered a shining example 
of what it is to be an Ameri- 
can and what is best about 
America. 

“Looking back at the 
long line of succession from 
the Hancocks and Adamses 
to the Gillis and the Noble 
and the Hannon families 
and the sacrifices and devo- 
tion to public service and to 
community and to family, 
what is continuous here in 
Quincy has been the care, 
the concern and the sacri- 
fices made for the next gen- 
eration. 

“T think it’s fair to say 
that they and the families of 
Quincy have kept faith with 
the highest ideals of the men 
and the families that we 
honor here today.” 

Ben Adams, of the Ad- 
ams Memorial Society, said 
his family would always 
call Quincy home, no matter 
how spread out the family 
has become. 

“Although earlier gen- 
erations of the Adams were 
often off in Washington or 
overseas for long stretches 
of time, the Old House and 

Quincy were always home,”

he said. “For more recent 
generations, Quincy is 
where we return every year 
for weddings, for meetings, 
for family gatherings, for 
memorial services, or just to 
feel a sense of place in the 
presence of those who came 
before us. Many of them 
rest up in Mount Wollaston, 
in the Hancock Cemetery 
or in the crypts beneath the 
United First Parish Church. 

“So even as our family 
has spread out, Quincy has 
always been home for all of 
us.” 

The Adams family, he 
continued, welcomes the 
changes seen in Quincy 
Center over the past several 
years. 

“We applaud Mayor 
Koch and his team for the 
extraordinary _transforma- 
tion of downtown Quincy,” 
Adams said. “Mayor Koch 
has been an incredible stew- 
ard of the city’s historical 
legacy and he truly appreci- 
ates its importance — not just 
to the residents of Quincy or 
the citizens of the common- 
wealth, but what it means to 
all of us as Americans. 

“Each of us has benefited 
from his vision, enthusiasm 
and very rare ability to actu- 
ally get it done.” 

The festivities in Quincy 
Center began with a 30-min- 
ute prelude from the Quincy 
Choral Society and Quincy 
Symphony Orchestra. They 
performed following the 
dedication as well, includ- 
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ing a rendition of Tchai- 
kovsky’s “1812 Overture,” 
complete with church bells 
and cannon fire. The Mas- 
sachusetts National Guard’s 
Ist Battalion, 101ist Field 
Artillery Regiment, fired the 
Howitzers used during the 
performance. 

An afternoon of activities

Quincy Football Travels To Milton F riday

Despite a valiant effort 
the Quincy High School 
Presidents football squad 
bowed to the Braintree High 
School Wamps by a score of 
28-13 at the inaugural -varsi- 
ty pigskin game at Creedon 
Field, Quincy last Friday 
evening. Playing at the 
home field of North Quin- 
cy High School due to the 
lack of availability of Vet- 
erans’ Memorial Stadium, 
the home team gave its fans 
hope- for an improved sea- 
son by competing through- 
out all four quarters. 

Sophomore quarterback 
Amarion Robinson, ° play- 
ing in place of injured se- 
nior Colin Keaveny, showed 
flashes of brilliance, passing 
and running the football. He 
finished the game complet- 
ing 10 of 17 passes for 109 
yards and two touchdowns 
with one interception. He 
also made several key 
scrambles for significant 
gains. The highlight plays 
of the game for the Presi- 
dents were a 65-yard dash 
by sophomore Isaiah Stein- 
berg and a 21-yard touch- 
down strike from Robinson 
to senior Aidan O’Connell 
just before half-time. It was 
a spectacular catch. Senior 
captain Andrew Rooney 
kicked the extra point to 
bring. the home. team to 
within 7 at the half. Quin- 
cy’s last score. came with 
just 18 seconds left in the 
game, when Robinson hit

The star of the game, 
however, was Braintree se- 
nior captain. Billy Silvia, 
who scored. three touch- 
downs in racking up more 
than a hundred yards on 
the ground, and he made a

Quincy drive on the Brain- 
tree 14-yard line. This end- 
ed the home team’s hopes 
for an upset. 

All-in-all the Wamps 
gained 285 yards on the 
ground with 36 carries, an 
average of 7.9 yards per, and 
their quarterback, junior Mi- 
chael Tellier, complemented 
that with 3 of just 6 passes, 
resulting in 104 net yards, 
including one touchdown 
and a lone interception - 
picked off in traffic by Isa- 
iah Steinberg. Braintree’s 
total offense was 389 yards, 
an average of 9.2 yards per 
play from scrimmage.

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Ask John Paul: AAA Car Doctor 


My 2010 Lincoln MKX with relatively new Bridges- 
tone tires continue to leak air. We thought the tire pres- 
sure system was faulty and had all four replaced with 
no success. About every two weeks the tires lose about 
30 percent of the air and the TPMS lights come on. I 
had my garage put tires under water and there was no 
evidence of air leaks. Help, please! 

There must be a source of the leak. If the leak is not 
caused by a puncture, the other possibilities are the rims 
have become porous or most likely corrosion around the 


rim. At this point I would have the tires “broken-down” and . 


the rims clean, inspected and sealed with a commercial tire/ 
wheel sealer. This was a common enough problem that Ford 


- issued a technical service bulletin to address this issue on 


some MKX vehicles. 

I have a 2014 Outback with 95,000 miles on it. Twice 
in the last six months, while starting out, the check-en- 
gine and emergency brake warning lights have come on 
while driving at low speeds. Both times I turned the car 
off and applied the (electronic) emergency brake. When 
I then try to restart the car, the brake won’t release. If I 
wait five minutes, the problem and the warning lights go 
away. Of course, by the time I get to the dealer they can’t 
find anything wrong. If this happens at highway speeds, 
I’m worried that I am going to get killed. What do I do 
next? Selling the car seems a bit extreme and I like my 
manual transmissions. 

Subaru has had a problem with the actuator for the emer- 
gency brake. Although in that case the faulty actuator usu- 
ally presents itself as a parking brake that won’t engage. 
That being said without being able to duplicate the problem 
I would carefully look at the electronic components of the 
parking brake system to seid if the brake is muy op- 
erational. 

I recently purchased a used car in excellent condition 
— a 2012 Kia Soul with a 6-speed manual transmission. I 


purchased it as short-term, stop-gap transportation un- 


til I found the used car I really wanted. I didn’t expect 
to like this car as much as I do, it is so much fun to drive. 
Now I want to keep this car as long as possible. It has ev- 


‘ erything I need except one feature: cruise control. Since 


I’m on the highway a lot, cruise control is always help- 

ful. Is there an after-market remedy for adding cruise 

control to this vehicle and is it worth the expense? 
Unlike old mechanical add-on systems, today’s electron- 


oe ic aftermarket cruise control systems are much closer to fac- 
- tory units. The main reason is the factory sensors and elec- 


tronic throttle make for a straightforward installation. The 


' kits that I have seen sell online for $300 or so and I would 


guess a half day of labor for the installation of the hardware. 

I have a 2014 Chevrolet Cruze and I’ve recently re- 
ceived an e-mail alert saying that I’m “overdue” for an 
oil change. In the past, I’ve always changed my oil once 
I’ve reached the next mileage that’s listed on the sticker 
on the corner of the windshield. I checked the display 
console and it says I have 37 percent oil life left. So, I’m 
wondering if the oil needs to be changed or not? Also, 
what is the exact limitations as to how low that percent- 
age can be before it’s critical? So far I’ve not received 
any warnings. 

The electronic oil reminder uses a custom algorithm to 
determine the life of the engine oil. The parameters include 
starts, run-time and mileage. As a general rule, I wouldn’t 
go less than 10 percent oil life (you will get an addition- 
al warning when an oil change is due) or longer than 12 
months. As important as oil changes are, checking the en- 
gine oil is critical. Today’s engine will use some oil between 
oil changes and operating an engine low on oil will cause 
excessive wear and shorten engine life. 

I have a 2008 Buick Lacrosse with 185,000 miles that 
loses acceleration while driving resulting in a “low en- 
gine power light.” I often have to put the gas pedal down 


to the floor to get acceleration. One mechanic said this - 


happens when the engine gets hot. Within the last year 
and a half, I have had the evaporation control canister, 
fuel tank pressure sensor, transmission overhauled, cat- 
alytic convertor and throttle sensor all repaired or re- 
placed. The problem continues. Any idea what the prob- 
lem is and how to fix it? 

The low engine power light comes on due to an issue 
with the drive-by-wire system that GM and other vehicle 
manufactures use. Any system, such as the traction and sta- 
bility control system that is intended to reduce engine power, 
can cause the light to come on. As these vehicles age poor 
electrical connections can cause intermittent issues. The car 
should be checked for computer codes, ground connections 
checked and cleaned, and sensors inspected.

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green license plate. The inspector stated I must have a 


front and rear license plate. What is your opinion? 

This is simply not true. If you have a legible, unaltered 
green Massachusetts license you only need one plate. The 
newer red, white and blue plates you are required to have 
two plates properly installed. For more information about 
what is tested during an inspection and any new information 
go to: www.mavehiclecheck.com . 

I’m truck shopping for a Toyota Tacoma. Can you 
tell me the difference between a TRD Sport and Limited 
models and which one that will you recommend? I enjoy 
reading your column in the paper. 

Both trucks use the same engines and the Limited has a 
few more creature comforts such as keyless entry, electronic 
transfer case, navigation as well as a heavy-duty trailer hitch 
receiver. The difference in price of the two vehicles is $4200 
depending on cab configuration. You really need to sit down 
with a qualified salesperson and review all of the features in 
both models and see which one best suit your needs. 

I am looking for a qualified body shop that can per- 
form body work on my cars. I have been using one shop 
since the 1970s, however they recently sold and the work 
they did for me I found to be substandard. I have a cou- 
ple of collector cars and need some work done but have 
no idea where to go next. People I talk to can’t really 
help me find a new shop. 

Collector cars aren’t any different than other cars when 

it comes to the repair; it is more the expectation of the cus- 
tomer. Some owners want all original parts, some only care 
that the parts are the same vintage, others don’t mind re- 
production parts. Depending on your expectation I would 
talk to other vehicle owners and look at their vehicles and 
ask who did the work. I would also look at the shop itself. 
If there are vehicles in various state of repair that look like 
they have been sitting for a long time, parts and junk laying 
around I would keep looking. Car clubs and cruise night can 
be a great source to find a good shop. 
~ JT own a 2016 Subaru Forrester, which I purchased 
new. I drive mostly on city streets and only occasion- 
ally on the highway. The problem is that sometimes 
when I’m driving at 60 miles per hours the car will sud- 
denly vibrate. When this happened it lasted about five 
minutes and then everything was normal. This has hap- 
pened more than once, but I can’t seem to reproduce it. 
I told the dealer about it and they road-tested the car 
but said it operated normally-which I’m sure it did. Any 
help would be appreciated. 

As far as I know there are no known ane specific 
to this model that could case this type of vibration. Some 
things that can cause an intermittent vibration are a mal- 
functioning transmission torque convertor, worn/defective 
axle. I have even seen a tire that had water in it that would 
cause an intermittent vibration. At this point, time may be 
the best diagnostic tool and wait until the problem becomes 
more consistent. Once the problem can be substantiated the 
cause of the problem and the repair should be possible. De- 
pending on the cause of the problem, as long as the issue is 


documented, repairs outside of the warranty should still be 


covered. 

What do think of the do-it-yourself air conditioning 
recharge products? I have a 17-year-old Ford Ranger 
with a tiny leak in the evaporator. I really don’t want 
to spend $800 or so to fix it. I also don’t really want to 
spend $99 twice a year to recharge it. So, I’m thinking 
I might try a $39 DIY kit. I believe that at a service sta- 
tion, for $99, they’re supposed to totally evacuate and 
re-fill the system. I like the idea of totally evacuating the 
system before refilling. But with DIY, you just keep add- 
ing refrigerant. Do you think that’s a problem? 

The DIY’er air conditioner recharge kits do work but 
won’t do anything to seal a leak in the air conditioner evapo- 
rator. Some of these kits will help if there is a leaking seal 
but won’t do anything to fix a hole in a metal condenser 
or evaporator. Evacuating the system captures any exist- 


ing refrigerant and removes moisture and contaminants... 


Years ago, it was not uncommon to recharge air conditioner 
systems yearly, adding at that time Freon R12 to leaking 
systems. Over time we have learned that Freon R12 was 
destroying the atmosphere. Based on what we have learned, 
from an environmental standpoint, refilling the system with 
any refrigerant rather than fixing the problem is not a good 
idea, 

I recently purchased a used car with only about 
90,000 miles on it. The car is in great shape except that 
from time to time there is a buzzing sound. The sound 
only happens when the car sits overnight. The noise 
comes then stops and doesn’t come back again until the 
next day. Initially my mechanic said it was a loose baffle 
inside the muffler, but then changed his mind and has 
sort of given up. At this point he said wait until it gets 
worse. Any ideas? 


Oil Change Intervals, DIY AC Kits, ‘Run- Flat’ Tires

Depending on the car one possibility is the heat shield 


on the catalytic convertor is just loose enough to vibrate. 


During warm up as the catalytic housing reaches several 
hundred degrees it expands enough and transfers enough 
heat to the heat shield, everything expands enough that the 
vibration stops. Have your repair shop put a large band-style 
clamp around the heat shield and see if that changes the 
buzzing noise. If it does you have found your car’s problem. 

One humid morning I had the air-conditioner on in 


my car (one year old Honda Odyssey) and two things . 


happened. The first was it looked like steam was com- 
ing out of the vents (white and completely odorless) and 
the second issue the windshield was steaming up on the 
outside of the car-even when the airflow is directed away 
from the windshield. Why was this happening and what 
is wrong? 

The steam is not actually steam but more of a cloud/ 
fog caused by the cold air coming in contact with the hu- 
mid warm air. Regarding the moisture on the outside of the 
windshield, turn down the air conditioner a bit so the inside 
and outside temperatures are a little closer to each other. 
This will reduce the moisture while keeping the cabin cool. 
In addition check to make sure the climate control is set on 
the fresh-air setting. 

I recently got married and purchased a house; now 
I’m going to be a dad. I can’t resign myself to driving a 
minivan or SUV and I’m looking for a “speedy dad car.” 


My budget is $25-$35,000 and I’m looking new: as op- © 


posed to used. Can you think of something that is practi- 
cal, fun to drive and when you step on the gas moves? 

Congratulations on all the changes in your life. I have 
never had kids, but I know they come with lots of stuff and 
as a child passenger safety technician and instructor you 
want a car that will easily accommodate a chi!d restraint. 
The first car that comes to mind is a Volkswagen Golf GTI. 
These cars are roomy for their compact size, fun to drive 
especially with a manual transmission and with a 2.0-li- 
ter turbo-charged engine is quick. In the same vein are the 
Subaru WRX and Ford Focus ST. They are also fun and 
quick. Readers any suggestions? 

I recently purchased a 1974 Cadillac Eldorado from a 
neighbor for $1,500 but it needs an oil pan among other 
things. I haven’t been able to locate a oil pan. The oil pan 
isn’t rotted but has a hole/crack in it. Right now, it looks 
like someone epoxied the hole. My question in can the oil 
pan be welded? 

There is no reason why the oil pan can’t be removed, 
cleaned and then welded. Over the years, I have seen badly 
damaged oil pans straightened, welded and painted up to be 
as good as new. 

I purchased a new BMW and when I got home I was 
looking through the car and noticed it doesn’t have a 
spare tire. The dealer did say the car had “run-flat” tires 
but I guess I just assumed the car had a spare tire. What 
would happen if I hit a pothole or curb hard enough to 
cut the tire, can I still drive on it or am I stuck? 

The run-flat tires on your BMW will allow you to drive 
without air in them for a short period at speeds that typically 
don’t exceed 50 MPH. If the tire has a hole in the sidewall in 
some cases, you can still drive for limited periods but again 
it should be done slowly; handling and even braking will be 
compromised. Most manufacturers don’t recommend driv- 
ing more than 25-75 miles with a damaged run-flat tire. 

I ran out of gas with my 2017 Jeep Wrangler, fortu- 
nately I was within walking distance of home. I got my 
gas can and walked back to my Jeep and found the I 
couldn’t get the spout in the “cap-less” gas tank. I was 
able to very slowly get enough gas in the tank to get the 
engine running and drive to the gas station. What is up 
with the stupid design? 

Several manufactures are using cap-less fuel system, 
which makes filling easier while still preventing fumes from 
escaping to the air. You probably didn’t notice but some- 
where in your vehicle there is a small funnel that will when 
pushed into the gas tank will release the flap and allows you 
to add fuel with a gas can.

Destructive. Invasive Insect 


EAB Continues To Spread: 
| When To Treat vs. 
When To Replace

ably heard of the emerald 
ash borer, often called EAB. 
It’s an -incredibly destruc- 
tive invasive insect that was 
first detected in Michigan in 
2002. It took 10 years for 
the pest to make it to Massa-

Since then, EAB has been 
detected in eight Massachu- 
setts counties: Berkshire, 
Essex, Hampden, Hamp- 
shire, Middlesex, Norfolk, 
Suffolk, and ~ Worcester. 
Most recently, this August, 
EAB was discovered in 
Cambridge... 

The entire state of Mas- 
sachusetts is currently part 
of the national quarantined 
zone, limiting the movement 
of all hardwood firewood, 
and green wood products, 
nursery stock, and any plant 
materials from any ash spe- 
cies in an effort to stop the 
spread of the beetle. 

According to Jim Doyle, 
a certified arborist at Hart- 
ney Greymont, a Davey 
company, as EAB continues 
to spread, it puts our be- 
loved ash trees at risk. 

“In Massachusetts, the 
white ash is one of our most 
popular forest trees. We 
have almost 40 million of 
them,” Doyle said. 

Doyle says if these in- 
sects had their way, they’d 
eat every ash tree in the 
state. EAB feeding disrupts 
the tree’s ability to transport 
water and nutrients, eventu- 
ally killing it. 

Without _ preventative 
care, you'll need to cut ash 
trees down to avoid a pub- 
lic safety problem.

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On Sunday, Sept. 2, at approximately 6 p.m., Quincy Po- 
lice officers were dispatched to a Quincy Point address for 
a male screaming and acting erratically. Upon arrival, Offi- 
cers Kelly and O’Neil spoke to a neighbor from a downstairs 
apartment who said the male in question had been yelling 
and screaming for a while and was now breaking things in 
his apartment. 

While on scene, the officers heard the male yelling and 
screaming so they approached the door but the male refused 
to open the door. Sgt. Lencki responded to the scene and was 
updated with the following information: officers earlier in the 
day responded to the residence for a domestic incident be- 
tween the male and his girlfriend but no arrests were made. 
The girlfriend left the area while the officers were there. 

During the previous day the male had displayed similar 
behavior at his residence however contact was never made 
with him. In addition, about two weeks earlier the male was 
sectioned to the Brockton Veterans Administration Hospital 
after swinging a machete (not threatening anyone) and acting 
incoherent, irrational and confused. As the officers conferred, 
the male increased his yelling and screaming while turning 
up music in the apartment. The music was a war oe used 
for warriors to ready for battle. 

Sgt. Lencki made several attempts to converse with the 
male through an open second floor window but the male did 
not respond. The landlord arrived at the residence and stated 
the male was an army veteran and suffered from Post Trau- 
matic Stress. 

Based on this information, SWAT Sgt. Greenwood was 
notified of the situation and he in turn activated the Crisis 
Negotiation Team as well as on duty SWAT team members. 
Sgt. Lencki then contacted Dispatcher Bowes to reach out to 
the Brockton V.A. hospital to gather additional information 
on the male and see if a doctor there would issue a section 12 
for immediate hospitalization. Dispatcher Bowes was able to 
convince a doctor there to issue the section 12. 

The Crisis Negotiation Team arrived on scene and made 
attempts to convince the male to open the door to no avail. 
After five hours of attempted negotiations, the decision was 
made to enter the apartment to get the male the help he need- 
ed. The SWAT team and patrol officers forced the door open 
and after a brief chase to the bedroom, captured the male. He 
was then transported to Quincy Medical Center under police 
guard for a psychiatric evaluation per the section 12 order. 
He was placed in the non-secure psych unit of the emergency 
room. 

On Monday, Sept. 3, at approximately 9:55 a.m., Officer 
Sweetland was in the emergency room on an unrelated matter 
when he heard yelling and seconds later was being directed 
by emergency room staff down the-hall. They said that they 
needed help controlling a violent patient and informed him 
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he would likely need help. 
Officer Sweetland called for 
assistance, so Officers Donovan 
and J. Parisi responded to this 
initial request and arrived on 
scene quickly. As Officer Parisi 
entered the emergency room, he 
witnessed the male patient, who 
turned out to be the same male in 
the earlier standoff, strike Officer 
Sweetland in the chest. Officer 
Sweetland defended himself by 
pushing the male, who then fell 
onto a hospital bed. 
_ The officers, concerned about staff and other patients, at- 
tempted to restrain the male and were met with violent resis- 
tance.- The male began kicking and punching the officers but

' the blows were successfully blocked or mitigated by officers 


holding his limbs when possible. The male’s violent actions 
made it impossible to fully control him and more than once 
he was able to strike an officer. He then attempted to grab 
both Officer Donovan’s and Sweetland’s firearms. After do- 
ing so he grabbed onto Officer Parisi’s shoulder so hard he 
began pulling the bullet proof vest out of place. The only way 
to break the male’s grip and regain control of his arm was to 
punch the male in the face. This action caused the male to 
pause long enough for the officers to pin his limbs to the bed. 
Additional assistance was requested. 

While waiting for help and after it arrived, the male, com- 
pletely out of control, kept up his assaults at every given 


- chance including deliberately spitting mouthfuls of blood on 


the officers while yelling that he had Hepatitis C. The male 
was so combative that he had to be sedated before the trans- 
fer to soft restraints could be accomplished. During the fight 
with the male, verbal commands designed to gain compli- 
ance were given and ignored. No tools (i.e. baton, pepper 
spray) were used. 

The male, a 37-year-old Quincy resident, was not placed 
under arrest so that he could receive the treatment he was 
originally brought in for. Criminal complaints were filed 
against the male for assault and battery on na police officer.

The scammer demands that 
call them back to make payment arrangements or the local 
police will have warrants to arrest you at your home. 

Many residents have provided me with a telephone num- 
ber but are afraid to call back, so I have done this from the 
police station. (Disguising the identity of my number so it 
does not show “Quincy Police.”’) 

Each time I call the numbers, which are all different, I get 
a recording indicating the telephone number is either no lon- 
ger in service or disconnected. Soon after, I receive the same 
type of scam call from the scammer with the threatening and 
bogus Internal Revenue information. 

So, it is most likely that although the call back number 
does not connect to anyone, it appears that it may record the 
number of the caller, which is ideal for the scammer since 
he/she will now focus on a “live customer” who may believe 
that it is a legitimate call. 

The next call from the scammer will be live, not recorded 
and with intimidation in his voice (all-men so far) he will 
threaten strongly that the Police will be coming to’ make an 
arrest. Once the victim does not challenge the scammer, the 
next step is to demand payment. 

The victim is instructed to go to store 's that deal in “green 
dot” cards, which are basically debit cards via Mastercard or 
Visa and not traceable or trackable and put money on the card 
as payment of IRS debt. Getting the money — is practi- 
cally impossible. 

Most people do not get fooled by this scam, but the scam 
continues because it is still profitable. The victims are usu- 
ally seniors or people who have not be in the country very 
long. Every year, I make visits to senior citizen housing, as- 
sisted living and community centers to educate people on the 
wide range of scams. The presentations are also provided in 
Cantonese, translated by Betty Yau from the Mayor’s Office. 

T also use Quincy Police associated sites to promote scam 
proofing as well as the Quincy Sun. 

_ The best way to help stop this scam as well as others is to 
talk to people who are part of your life that you think could 
be vulnerable to being victimized. By telling them that the 
Internal Revenue Service will not call you or send the police, 
or that someone claiming to be from Microsoft can’t tell if 


you have a virus, etc. is key to protecting them. By telling the — 


most vulnerable in your life that when in doubt about a call, 


email or letter demanding money or attempting to scam, that 


they should feel comfortable to check with you or the 
_ Police first is the key. Working together, openly discussing 
various types of scams and prevention measures beforehand 
will reduce victimization!

The new middle school 
under construction in West 
Quincy will bear a new name 
when it opens next fall. 


During a special organi- 


zational meeting on Mon- 
day, the school committee 


‘ unanimously approved to 


name the school, South-West 
Middle School. Initially, the 
new facility was to carry on 
the name of its replacement, 
the Reay A. Sterling Middle 
School. 

“This brings it back to a 
geographic location,’ Mayor 
Thomas Koch said. “It’s a 
great connection and a great 
sense of pride for that part of 
the city.” 

Koch explained that Quin- 
cy’s middlé schools, such as 
Central and Atlantic, and a 
few elementary schools, are 
named after their location in 
the city. 

- According to committee 
member Paul Bregoli, the 
Sterling School was origi- 


nally called South Junior . 


High School when it opened 
in 1924. The school was re- 
named for its longtime princi- 
pal, Reay A. Sterling, after he 
passed away in 1963. 

The Sterling name will not 
disappear entirely. The new 
school’s library will be named 
in his memory. 

Quincy School Supt. Dr. 
Richard DeCristofaro said 
the idea of renaming the 
new school came up several 
months ago. The proposal 
was discussed this spring by 
the school committee, its sub- 
committees, and with parents, 
alum, students and Sterling’s 
family. 

Sterling’s widow and two 
of his three children are de- 
ceased. DeCristofaro said he 


spoke with Glen Sterling, a 
grandson, about the proposal 
and that he was in favor of 
naming the new school’s li- 
brary in memory of his grand- 


father. 


DeCristofaro said there 
was no strong opposition to 
the new school’s new name 
and that most were in favor. 

“The theme I got from the 
students, teachers and parents 
was, it’s a new beginning,” 
he said. “It’s a new building 
and a new beginning for our 
kids.” 

The school is being built 
behind the existing Sterling 
Middle School on Granite 
Street towards the Robert 
Street side. Construction on 
the $59 million facility began 
just a year ago. 

The new 95,155 square- 
foot middle school will ac- 
commodate up to 430 students 
in grades five through eight 
and qualifies as a “green” 
building due to its environ- 
mentally friendly design. 

The Massachusetts School 
Building Authority is reim- 
bursing the city more than 
73 percent, or $39 million 
of the total $59 million cost. 
However, about $16 million 
of “ineligible” costs are not 
being covered by the state, in- 
cluding the new auditorium, 


furniture, technology, and as-. 


bestos removal. 

Once: the new facility is

Decorative Screens ---

Ward 1 Conneilice Da- 
vid McCarthy, in a recent 
interview, said the designs 
shown that night were pre- 
liminary.

Major Delay Averted 
In MBTA Extension 


(Editor’s Note: The stories for this column were gleaned 
from the first edition of The Quincy Sun - Thursday, Sept. 
26, 1968.) 

A threatened potential year and a half delay in the MBTA 
extension to Quincy has been averted and 22 North Quincy 
homes spared from demolition. 

Mayor James R. McIntyre disclosed that the planned 
North Quincy transit station will be relocated 350 feet, pre- 
venting an ominous “long term” construction snag and the 
taking of the homes. - 

But, despite the development, the mayor does not expect 
trains to be running to Quincy until early 1970, mainly be- 
cause of a construction slow-down caused by the ironwork- 
ers’ strike. MBTA General Manager Leo Cusik had pre- 
dicted the Quincy line would be i in operation by Christmas 
1969. 

PEAK ENROLLMENT AT JUNIOR COLLEGE 

Quincy Junior College has reached another milestone 
in its 10-year history with a fall total record enrollment of 
1,687 students. 

The figure announced by President Kenneth P. White is 
122 students higher than last year’s. 

The growth the school has undergone in just a decade is 
shown by the comparison of this figure with the first enroll- 
ment in September 1958. Total students that opening year 
— 35! 

The college, keeping pace with its growth, now has three 
deans assisting White.

Jim’s German Potato Salad 


By MARIE 
Whenever I speak to my son Jim, who 
lives on Long Island, the conversation turns 
to either music (we both play piano) or 
cooking. 

Needless to say we both enjoy trying 
new recipes. And so it was last week when 
he gave me a delicious recipe for potato 
salad, minus the mayonnaise, but a scrump- 
tious one nevertheless. 

This recipe is very easy using only four 
ingredients. 


RECIPE 


2 pounds of small, red-skinned pota- 


toes (Peeled or not, it’s up to you) 
1 cup olive oil 
2 tablespoons of honey inoutsra 
2 scallions, finely chopped 
Salt and pepper to taste 


Boil potatoes until tender, but not too 


soft, set aside. 

Use the potatoes while they are warm 
because this type of salad dressing is made 
for a warm potato. If you want to you can 
cut the potatoes in halves or thirds. 

Add olive oil, scallions, salt and pepper 
and then blend in the honey mustard and 
mix until well blended. This is a wonderful 
side dish to serve at a barbecue or a dinner. 


Pomegranate Parfait

Chia seeds are tiny black seeds from the 
plant Salvia Hispania which is related to the 
mint. Chia is the ancient Mayan word for 
“strength” and was an important food for 
the Aztecs and the Mayans. 

These seeds make a wonderful addition 
to anyone’s diet, especially those who are 
health conscious. Chia seeds are loaded 
with antioxidants, fiber (11 grams per serv- 
ing, almost all of the carbohydrates in chia 
seeds are fiber. This gives them the ability 
to absorb 10-12 times their weight in wa- 
ter.), healthy fats (they contain more omega 
3’s than a serving of salmon, gram for gram 
but they do not supply DHA, which salmon 
does), calcium, manganese, magnesium, 
and phosphorus. | 

Pomegranates have been known as a 
symbol of health, vitality, and fertility for 
centuries. They are not only quite remark- 
able looking, but taste delicious and make a 
wonderful juice. 

A compound found only in pomegran- 
ates called punicalagin is shown to benefit 
the heart and blood vessels. Punicalagin is 
the major component responsible for pome- 
granate’s antioxidant and health benefits. It 
not only lowers cholesterol, but also low- 
ers blood pressure and increases the speed 
at which heart blockages (atherosclerosis) 
melt away. 

Another interesting fact is that pome- 


granate juice contains phytochemical com- 
pounds that stimulate serotonin and estro- 
gen receptors, therefore maybe improving 
symptoms of depression as well as increas- 
ing bone mass in lab animals 

Sheep’s milk yogurt has 48% more 
protein than cow’s milk and twice as much 
calcium, it is also higher in important vita- 
mins and minerals and contain more of the 
important probiotic cultures. It’s smaller 
fat globules make it more digestible and 
the lactose is converted into lactic acid, so 
many with lactose intolerance can digest 
this far better. (Same with goat milk yogurt, 
but I am not a fan of the taste.) Sheep are 
also not given growth hormones. 

Here is a recipe for a parfait adapted 
from Bon Appetite using all three of these 
ingredients that you can make the night 
before and have for a healthy breakfast or 
snack! 

Y% cup pomegranate juice (I like POM 
brand juice) 

2 tablespoons chia seeds 

1 cup sheep’s-milk yogurt (I use Old 
Chatham brand) 

2 tablespoons 
chopped 

Fresh berries 

Simply mix seeds and juice in a contain- 
er and refrigerate overnight. In the morn- 
ing, layer with the yogurt and top with fruit 
and pistachios.

Moderate alcohol use has 


possible health advantages, — 


but it’s not risk-free. Drink- 
ing alcohol may offer some 
health benefits, especially 
for your heart. However, too 
much alcohol may increase 
your risk of health problems 
and can damage your heart. 

When it comes to alco- 
hol, the message has always 
been that the key is mod- 
eration. Undoubtedly, you 


‘don’t have to drink any al- 


cohol, and if you currently 
don’t drink, don’t start for 
the possible health benefits. 
In many instances, it’s safest 
to avoid alcohol entirely be- 
cause the possible benefits 
don’t outweigh the risks. 
Let’s take a closer look at 
the connection between al- 
cohol and your health. Mod- 
erate alcohol consumption 
may provide some health 
benefits, such as: 

¢ Reduce your risk of 
developing and dying from 
heart disease 

¢ Possibly reduce your

risk of ischemic stroke 
(when the arteries to your 
brain become narrowed or 
blocked, causing severely 
reduced blood flow) 

Moderate alcohol use for 
healthy adults implies up to 
one drink a day for women 
of all ages and men older 
than age 65, and up to two 
drinks a day for men age 65 
and younger. 

Examples of one drink 
include: 

¢ Beer: 12 fluid ounces 
(355 milliliters) 

e Wine: 5 fluid ounces 
(148 milliliters) 


¢ Distilled spirits (80 
proof): 1.5 fluid ounces (44 
milliliters) 

Moderate alcohol use 
may be of most benefit if 
you have existing risk fac- 
tors for heart disease. How- 
ever, there are other ways to 
improve your heart health 
besides drinking, such as 
eating a healthy diet and ex- 
ercising, which have more 
scientific research behind 
them. Bear in mind, that 
even moderate use isn’t risk- 
free. For example, drinking 
and driving is never a good 
conception. 

In certain situations, the 
risks of alcohol may out- 
weigh the possible health 
benefits. For example, talk 
to your healthcare provider 
about alcohol use if: 

e You’re pregnant or try- 
ing to become pregnant 

¢ You’ve been diagnosed 
with alcoholism or alcohol 
abuse, or you have a strong 
family history of alcoholism 

¢ You have liver or pan- 
creatic disease 

* You have heart failure 
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or you’ve been told you 
have a weak heart 
¢ You take prescription 


- or over-the-counter medica- 


tions that can interact with 
alcohol 

¢ You’ve had a hemor- 
rhagic stroke (when a blood 
vessel in your brain leaks or 
ruptures) 

Heavy. drinking is de- 
fined as more than three 


drinks on any day or more. 


than seven drinks a week for 
women and for men older 
than age 65, and more than 
four drinks on any day or 
more than 14 drinks a week 
for men age 65 and younger. 
Binge drinking is delineated 
as four or more drinks with- 
in two hours for women and 
five or more drinks within 
two hours for men. While 
moderate alcohol use may 
offer some health benefits, 
heavy drinking, includ- 
ing binge drinking, has NO 
health benefits. Excessive 
drinking can multiply your 
risk of serious health prob- 
lems, including:

a new study in The Lancet 
reports that the safe upper 
limit for alcohol consump- 
tion may be less than we be- 
lieve. The study essentially 
confirms what various other 
researches in the last few 
years has suggested, that 
being, that low levels of al- 
cohol consumption seem to 
be best, whereas moderate 
drinking may in reality, be 
too much. 

To examine the issue, the 
University of Cambridge 
looked at 83 earlier stud- 
ies on the drinking habits 
of some 600,000 people 
from 19 countries around 
the world. They connected 
alcohol consumption with 
health outcomes over a pe- 
riod of seven to eight years,

adjusting for other variables 
like smoking status, diabe- 
tes, and age. Generally, they 
found that the safe limit of 
drinking was about 100g of 
alcohol, or the equivalent of 
five drinks, per week. Hav- 


ing more than this amount 


researchers found, initiated 
a rise in the risk of disease. 
For example, those who 
drank more raised their risk 
of stroke by 14%, fatal high 
blood pressure by 24%, 
heart failure by 9% and fa- 
tal aortic aneurysm by 15%. 
Having 10 or more drinks 
per week was correlated 
with one to two years re- 
duced life expectancy, while 
having 18 drinks or more 
per week was linked with 


four to five years shorter 


life. 

Although alcohol has 
been associated with some 
health benefits, research 
has generally implied that 
less is more when it comes 
to healthy consumption. 
Some researchers believe 
that there’s no amount of al- 
cohol that can in good con- 
Science be considered safe. 


Although some healthcare . 
providers will recommend - 


drinking at low levels for the 
health benefits, this distinct- 
ly is not the acknowledged 
viewpoint among health ex- 


perts. This new study may - 


have us all rethinking what’s 
recommended and _ what 
moderate consumption actu- 
ally means when it comes to 
alcohol. Though the use of 
moderation remains sound 
advice for most areas of 
health, it’s important that 
healthcare providers and re- 
searchers come to an agree- 
ment on a definition of what 
is a safe level when it comes 
to alcohol.

| Ask Rusty — Desiining 
Medicare Part B. 


Deat Rusty: ‘Perhaps you could do an article about i 
ferring Medicate Part B. I never found a way to formally 
“defer” part B, so apparently, we just ignore it if we have 
other qualified health insurance. I turned 65 in January but 
am.still fully employed with qualified medical insurance. I 
became aware of the potential penalties for not enrolling in 
Medicare correctly, but despite my best efforts it still came 
out wrong for me. In my research I found I could defer Part 
B but that it would be good to get the deferral on record 
(somehow) when we enroll in part A. I created an account 
online and signed up. I had to bring some paperwork to the 
SS office and while there I brought up the Part B deferral. I 
was told that I was “all set” but a few weeks later I got a 


bill for Part B, so I had to take time off and go straighten it - 
- out at the SS office. I never did find anything online about 


“how to formally defer Medicare B.” Signed: Working Sull 

Dear Working: It’s a fact that many more people are 
continuing to work past age 65 and have no need to enroll 
in Medicare Part B because they continue to have group 
healthcare coverage through their employer. So long as that 
employer coverage is “creditable,” you can decline Part B 
until your employer coverage ends, and thus avoid the Part 
B premium (2018 base premium is $134/month). Although 
Medicare and Social Security are two separate agencies, 
they are inextricably linked since the Social Security Ad- 
ministration handles Medicare enrollment and administers 
premium payments. 

Though Medicare Part A (hospital coverage) .i is asually 
free and should be taken at age 65, Medicare Part B (doc- 
tors & outpatient services) is optional because there is a pre- 
mium associated with it. For this reason, it may be declined 
and so long as one has “creditable” healthcare coverage 
there will be no penalty for enrolling in Part B later (credit- 
able” coverage is an employer group health plan for'at least 
20 employees). Not having creditable Part B coverage after 
, age 65 will result in a lifetime late enrollment penalty when 
it is eventually taken. So how does one decline Part B? 

If you are already receiving early. Social Security ben- 
efits, you will be automatically enrolled in Medicare A & B 


when you turn 65. If you do not want Part B because you . 


still have creditable group coverage from your employer, 
when you get your Medicare enrollment package for Parts 
A & B it will include a page to which your new Medicare 
card will be attached. To indicate that you want to decline 
Part B, the back of that page has a spot to specify that you 
wish to decline Part B.- That intent should be so marked, 
and the page returned to Social Security in the postage-paid 


envelope provided. If someone is not yet collecting Social. 


Security benefits when they enroll in Medicare at age 65, the 
option to decline Part B is given as part of the application 
process, both online and in-office (Part A should be taken 
because it is free, and also because it’s required to collect 
Social Security after age 65). 

Declining Part B during the application process or by 
returning your preference via US mail should normally re- 
solve the matter. However, as with any agency as big as the 
Social Security Administration or Medicare, timeliness of 
processing could be an issue and mistakes can be made, and 
that is what appears to have happened in your case. But ei- 
ther of the methods described above should normally work 
fine when you wish to decline Medicare Part B coverage.

Kelly uses spicy kiel- 
basa, various spices, heavy 
cream, chili peppers and 
ghost peppers — the latter, a 
very hot type of chili pepper 
grown in South Asia.

Louis, the long-time 
Houghs Neck restaurant, 
has received permission to 
sell its parking lot on Sea 
Street. 

The parking lot, which 
is assessed as two separate 
parcels, will likely be sold 
to a developer, according 
to Christopher Harrington, 
the attorney for restaurant 
owner Robert Galligan. A 
developer would be allowed 
to build a total of four resi- 
dential units on site by right 
under the city’s zoning code, 
Harrington said. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
had proposed purchasing 
the parking lot for $400,000 
as part of the city’s plan to 
build a new Houghs Neck 
Maritime Center on nearby 
Bay View Avenue. The re- 
quest to do so died at the 
City Council in June, how- 
ever, when no - councillor 
would second a motion to 
vote on the appropriation. 

The Zoning Board of Ap- 


. peals voted 4-1 on Sept. 11 


to rescind a 1997 finding by 
the board that required the 
restaurant, located at 1269 
Sea St., and the parking lot, 
at 1260 and 1266 Sea St., 
have a common owner. A 
public hearing prior to the 
board’s. vote lasted more 


than an hour, with resi- 
dents speaking both for and 
against the application. 

The then owner of Louis 
had gone before the board 
in 1997 to rebuild the res- 
taurant after it was burned 
down in a fire the prior year. 
Harrington said the city’s 
zoning code at the time did 
not give property owners 
the right to rebuild struc- 
tures lost to fire or other ca- 
tastrophes — though it does 
now — which was why the 
ZBA was allowed to include 
the condition regarding the 
parking lot in its ruling even 
though the new Louis has 
a smaller footprint than the 
building it replaced. 

Galligan had first re- 
quested the condition be 
removed in 2014, but the 
request was put on hold and 
ultimately withdrawn as the 
city contemplated purchas- 
ing the parking lot as part 
of the maritime center proj- 
ect, Harrington said.. Galli- 
gan filed a new a request in 
2016, which the board voted 
on at-last week’s meeting. 

Louis has been closed 
since for the past six 
months because of dam- 
age sustained in the March 
nor’easter, Harrington said, 
but its owner does hope to 
re-open. 


John Galligan, the res- 
taurant’s general manager, 
said the sale of the parking 
lot would help Louis remain 
in business. 

“It’s been a long time 
coming to this point. We 
hoped different things did 
happen in the past — they 
didn’t,” he said. “We’re here 
at this point now so I hope 
you guys consider the subdi- 
vision and what it means to 
have a place like Louis — if 
it was your community, how 
you would feel about not 
being able to walk down the 
street to a restaurant, not be- 
ing able to go to a place you 
called a second home for 
a long time, and not being 
able to see your family grow 
up and do that as well.” 

“If you have to sacrifice 
the parking lot side to be 
able to remain in business, 


that’s what we have to do,” 


he added. 

Harrington said Louis 
has changed since 1997 and 
is now more of a neighbor- 
hood restaurant than it was 


21 years ago, when it was 


known as Louis’ Crossing. 
“Louis was a much more 
busy and active venue when 
the parking condition was 
imposed. Louis’ Crossing 
hosted bands and attracted 
many patrons for enter- 
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taining and dancing,” Har- 
rington said. “Today, Louis 
is a neighborhood restaurant 
and tavern. The number of 
customers and the number 
of vehicles is substantially 
less today than in the past.” 

The stretch of Sea Street 
where Louis is located is 
zoned as a business district, 
Harrington added, though 
fewer businesses are there 
now than there were in the 
1990s. 

If the parking lot were 
sold, Harrington said Louis’ 
patrons would still have ac- 
cess to on street parking on 
Sea Street, as well as a pub- 
lic parking lot on Fensmere 
Avenue. Other restaurants in 
business districts through- 
out the city do not have their 
own parking lots and rely on 
public spaces to meet their 
parking requirements, he 
said. 

“Our position is that, just 
like all the restaurants in 
North Quincy, Quincy Cen- 
ter, Wollaston and Washing- 
ton Street, Louis restaurant 
is entitled to count available 
publicly owned parking that 
is in the business district 
within 300 feet of the res- 
taurant,” Harrington said. 

Eight residents spoke in 
support of the request at the 
ZBA meeting. 


DJ. Davis, a Hooper 
Street resident, said Louis 
is an asset to the community 
that attracts neighborhood 
residents who primarily 
walk there. 

“It’s a gathering point 
for everybody in the neigh- 
borhood. It’s wonderful for 
the community. It’s one of 
the last remaining commer- 
cial spots that we have in 
the area,” Davis said. “It’s 


_ a great thing to have it and 


keep it there.” 

Melissa Cappadona, a 
Sea Avenue resident, said 
traffic and parking has not 
been an issue for Louis and 
the public parking spaces in 
the area are mostly vacant. 
Area residents opposed to 
proposal, she added, are op- 
posed to change in general. 

“Parking is a big concern 
of the neighborhood, but... 
the old school part of the 
neighborhood doesn’t want 
to see any type of change 
anyway, so Louis isn’t the 
only issue. Nobody wants 
the maritime center. Nobody 
wants the [Public Landing] 
change,” Cappadona said. 

Patrick Hellner of Bay 
View Avenue said parking 
has not been an issue in the 
area near the restaurant, and 
he has met many people at 
Louis since moving to the 
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neighborhood from Illinois. 

“Louis is the place where 
I met everybody here in 
Houghs Neck — a great 
small business, good place 
for people of all ages to go,” 
Hellner said. “Living on 
Bay View, I’ve never seen 
parking be an issue. The 
lots are usually sitting there 
empty.” 

Twelve residents spoke 
against the request at the 
Sept. 11. Among those in 
opposition were Ward 1 
City Councillor David Mc- 
Carthy and two of his prede- 
cessors, Margaret Laforest 
and Michael Cheney. 

Laforest, in an email to 
the board, said the vote to 
allow the sale of the parking 
lot would not ensure Louis 
would remain in business. 

“Having a family res- 
taurant in Houghs Neck has 
been vital to the neighbor- 
hood’s culture and has been 
missed by many since the 
March storm. The vote this 
evening doesn’t guarantee 
the restaurant use continues, 
and any subdivision vote 
should understand the par- 
cel’s intended future use,” 
Laforest said. “As this re- 
mains unknown, I am op- 
posed to this subdivision as 
presented.” 
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Cheney said the parking 
spaces on Fensmere Avenue 
are meant to serve Brill 
Field and are too far away 
from Louis for the restau- 
rant’s patrons to use it. Ad- 
ditionally, he said Sea Street 
is to narrow for on street 
parking because emergency 
vehicles would not be. able 
to drive by. 

“You cannot park on Sea 
Street. People do — some of 


— but that’s not what’s in 
the best interest of the city. 
That’s not what’s in the best 
interest of Houghs Neck,” 
Cheney said. 

McCarthy said the res- 
taurant needs to the park- 
ing lot to survive. Develop- 
ment on the parking lot, he 
said, would lead to parking 
problems on neighborhood 
streets. 

“Those congested neigh- 
borhoods, and it’s pretty 
packed down there, would

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Land Taking Sought For 
Sea Street Improvements 


By SCOTT JACKSON . 

The city is seeking to 
take part of a parcel of land 
on Sea Street as part of the 
proposal to make improve- 
ments to that road’s inter- 
section with Quincy Shore 
Drive. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
submitted a request to take 
the parcel at 156 Sea St. to 
the City Council Monday 
night. The order to do so 
was referred to committee 
for consideration at a later 
date. 

The order calls for the 
city to acquire two portions

of the parcel — totaling 2,280 
square feet — outright, plus 
a permanent easement for 
another 68 square feet. The 
city would provide compen- 
sation to the owners for the 
land; that amount was not 
specified in the order intro- 
duced Monday. 

Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy, in an interview 
prior to Monday’s meeting, 
said City Solicitor Jim Tim- 


_ mins is in the process of ne- 


gotiating with the property 
owners. The parcel is being 
sought, he said, so long- 
awaited improvements to 
the intersection of Sea Street 
and Quincy Shore Drive can 
begin. 

“Solicitor Timmins is 


_ working that now, and we’re 
. going to take that corner and 


finally make that lane over 
there probably at least an- 
other ten feet in by redesign- 
ing that corner so that traffic 
can get up the boulevard,” 
McCarthy said. 

“Then the design will 
also start to take shape as 
we start to do this in re- 
gards to the whole inter- 
section. I think there will 
be work done on the other 
side, the islands will prob- 
ably change, the lights, ev- 
erything else. That’s finally 
starting to happen.” 

Additionally, § McCar- 
thy said the city is looking 
to make improvements. to 
Sea Street in the vicinity of 


Mount Wollaston Cemetery 
to help traffic flow better on 
that section of the road. 
“When you go up further 
on Sea Street, we’re also 


‘looking at the horse trough 


in front of the cemetery,” he 


said. “That’s another loca- . 


tion where there is two lanes 
of traffic but the third lane 
gets trapped because of that 
island, and the horse trough 
comes out so far you can’t 
get down the third lane. 

“So they’re also looking 


_at that to do some work ei- 


ther at the side of fountain 
or either in the middle of 
the street where they have 
a cobblestone divider that 
they’re going to take up to 
make the lanes wider so 
a third lane can get down 
there.” 

The city has undertak- 
en some roadwork on Sea 
Street in recent weeks, fill- 
ing in cracks and potholes 
in the asphalt. Once the 
intersection and other im- 
provements are completed, 
McCarthy hopes the road 
would be repaved. 

“Eventually, hopefully 
when the intersection is 
done and those things are 
done, we’ll be able to look 
at Sea Street. Sea Street is 
way overdue to go from the 
intersection at the Fox & 
Hound all the way down to 


Palmer Street for repaving,” 


he said.

.this fall. The city plans to 


open the long-closed pedes- 
trian gate this November, 
and the goal is to have the 
parking plan in place by 
then. 

The City Council would 
have the ability to establish 
— and disestablish — desig- 
nated residential parking 
areas, following a feasibility 
study and recommendation 
from TPAL, according to 
the ordinance. The council 
or TPAL could start the pro- 
cess to designate an area. 

Residents could also start 
the process themselves; 60 
percent of property owners 
in the area would need to 
sign a petition to TPAL to do 
so. The petition would need 
to specify the area affected 
and issues caused by non- 
residential parking there. 
Such an area would need to 
be at least one street block 
in length. 

Residential parking rules 
would be in effect in des- 
ignated locations between 
10 pm. and 2 p.m. Sun- 
day through Friday, unless 
otherwise posted. The fine 


for violating the residential - 


parking. program would be 
$25. After three violations, 
the fine would increase to 
$50. 


To park in a designated 
residential parking area, a 
motorist would first have to 
apply for a parking permit 
from TPAL. The parking 
permit costs $35 annually. 
The applicant would need to 
submit proof of registry as 
part of the process, and must 
have paid excise tax and any 
parking tickets. Someone 
from the traffic department 
would then review the re- 
quest to verify the appli- 
cant’s need to park on the 
street. “Permits will only be 
granted to applicants who 
can demonstrate a need for 
on street parking,” accord- 
ing to the ordinance. _ 

Out-of-state, _ full-time 
students at Eastern Naza- 
rene College would be able 
to obtain a parking permit, 
subject to the same restric- 
tions as Quincy residents, as 
would students at other area 
college students who reside 
in Quincy. 

Visitors planning on 
parking in a designated area 
could obtain a visitor pass to 
do so from the city. Those 
passes would be valid for 
up to 14 days; longer passes 
could be issued on a case- 
by-case basis. Visiting nurs- 
es and caretakers would also 
be allowed to seek visitor- 
parking permits as needed. 

Businesses could also 


‘seek permits from the city 


for employees looking to 
park in a designated area 
between 7 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
on weekdays. Each business 
permit would cost $85 annu- 
ally and is non-refundable. 

Vehicles with veteran or 
handicap plates, or display- 
ing a valid special parking 
placard, would be exempt 
from the residential parking 
restrictions. 

No taxicab or vehicle 


with livery plates would 


be eligible for a residential 
parking permit, nor would 
any vehicle with dealer 
or repair plates. Vehicles 
without motors — including 
trailers, boats and campers 
— would likewise be ineli- 
gible. 

Commercial vehicles 
with a gross vehicle weight 
over 2.5 tons would be ineli- 
gible for a residential park- 
ing permit. Commercial ve- 
hicles under that limit would 
be eligible for a permit, pro- 
vided the owner shows a 
need to park on the street. 

Vehicles registered to an 
address identified as a tran- 
sit-oriented development 
would be ineligible for a 
parking permit.

25-Year Veteran John Steele Promoted To Police Captain

John Steele; a 25-year 
veteran of the Quincy Police 
Department, was promoted 
to the rank of captain during 
a City Hall ceremony. 

City Clerk Nicole Crispo 
swore in Steele, age 50, in 
front of a room full of fel- 
low police officers on Sept. 
13. Steele’s wife, Jessica, 
pinned the captain with his 
new badge. 

Following the promotion 
ceremony, Steele thanked 
department leadership and 
his fellow officers for their 
support, and said he would 
put his best foot forward. 

“It’s something you work 
very hard for during your 
career,” Steele said of be- 
coming captain. “It’s a huge 
step forward for my family. 
I promise I will put my best 
foot forward.” 

Steele joined the depart- 
ment in 1993 and became 
one of its first community 
police officers, assigned to 
the Germantown area. He 
spent two years as a com- 
munity police officer, and 
then five as a patrol officer 
across the city. 

Steele was assigned to 
the Community Services 
Unit, now known as the 
Special Investigations Unit, 
as a detective from 2000 to 
2002. While there, he inves- 
tigated sex crimes and juve- 
nile offenses. 

Steele was promoted to 
sergeant in 2002 and was as- 
signed to patrol. He stayed 
there until 2005, when he 
was promoted to lieutenant. 
As lieutenant, he served as 
day patrol shift commander 
from 2005 to 2008, when 
he was reassigned to the 
Bureau of Criminal Inves- 
tigations. Steele remained 
there until his promotion to 
captain. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 


_ Said Steele is well liked and 


respected within the depart- 
ment. 

“I know Lieutenant 
Steele, about to be Captain 
Steele, has been a big part 
of the department.for a long 
time and he’s well respected 
and well liked,” the mayor 
said. ““We’re certainly proud 
of him and his family is 
quite proud of him. It’s a 
good day for him certainly 
and a good day for the de- 
partment. I congratulate you 
and your family and certain- 
ly wish you all the best.” 

Koch also credited the 
police department for the 
work it does throughout the 
city. After the recent dedica- 


tion of the Hancock-Adams 


Common, the mayor said 
the owner of a long-time 
business in Quincy Center 
remarked that he has never 
had to pull down a steel 
grate over his storefront at 
closing time, unlike. busi- 
nesses in other cities. 

“He largely attributes 
that to the great department 
we have — you folks — and I 
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absolutely agree with that,” 
Koch said. “You guys put 
it on the line every day and 
we’re a better community 
for that.” 

Police Chief Paul Keenan 
said Steele is an outstanding 
police officer. 

“John has been a good 
friend of mine for a lot of 
years. We’ve worked to- 
gether in a number of differ- 
ent roles. He’s always been 
outstanding. I’ve always 
respected his judgment, 
without question, unless it 
comes to fantasy football,” 
Keenan said. 

“John has been great 
leader in the Quincy Police 
Department and I really 
look forward to having him 
join the upper command 
staff and be part of the day- 
to-day operation.” 

Keenan, age 60, said he 
has no plans to retire soon, 
but the department would be 
in good hands when he does 
because of Steele and of- 
ficers throughout the ranks. 

“When I do decide to re- 
tire... whenever that may be, 
I know I’m going to hand 
off the reins to a number of 
different men and women 
in this audience and the 
Quincy Police Department 
is going to be in great hands 
under the leadership of John 
and a number of the lieuten- 
ants, captains and sergeants 
who do a great job every 
day,” Keenan said. 

Steele was promoted to 
captain because of the up- 
coming retirement of Capt. 
Anthony DiBona at the end 
of September, Keenan said: 
DiBona is retiring because 
he will reach the mandatory 
retirement age of 65. 


The police chief said he 
is in-the process of review- 
ing the assignments for his 
five captains with DiBona 
retiring, and would deter- 
mine Steele’s assignment as 
part of the process. 

Sgt. James Flaherty will 
be promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant in the near future, 
Keenan said; Flaherty will 
receive the promotion while 
he is on active-duty military 
leave and will be formally 
sworn in once he returns. 

James Greene was pro- 
moted to sergeant this 
March to fill Flaherty’s ser- 
geant position, Keenan said.

10.38.1 Purpose and Statement of Public Policy 


The City of Quincy acknowledges there are densely populated residential areas within 
the City that are very near nonresidential uses that generate significant demand for parking. 


‘The City finds that persons employed by or who use these nonresidential facilities frequently 


park their vehicles on nearby residential streets, negatively affecting the general well-being 
of residents by way of heavy congestion. 


This residential permit Parking ordinance aims to regulate parking in designated residen- 


‘tial areas to: 


A. Reduce hazardous traffic conditions resulting from residents competing with non- 
residents to park in certain residential areas 

B. Promote traffic safety and safety of children and other pedestrians. 

C. Protect residents of such areas from unreasonable burdens of obtaining parking 
and accessing their residences. 

D. Preserve the character of such areas and neighborhoods as residential. 

E. Preserve values of property. 

F. Encourage the use of public transportation 

G. _ Promote efficiency of maintenance to ensure clean, safe streets. 

H. Promote the peace, comfort, convenience and welfare of all inhabitants of the City. 

I. Ensure reasonable access for visitor parking in areas regulated by residential park- 
ing restrictions. : 


10.38.2 Besignistion and establishment of residential parking area 


A. — The City Council may by ordinance establish residential parking areas pursuant to 
a feasibility investigation and recommendation made by the City of Quincy Traffic, Parking, 
Alarm and Lighting (TPAL) Department. 

‘B. Residential parking may be limited or restricted i in such areas to certain locations, 
hours and time. 

~C. Designation of a residential permit parking area may be initiated by the City TPAL 

Department, the City Council or by petition signed by at least 60% of property owners in 
any requested area, filed with the City TPAL Department. The request must specify the area 
affected and issues caused by nonresidential parking, including identification of peak times 
and locations.

D. TPAL will investigate the requested area to determine the feasibility of residential 


| permit parking. This investigation may include but shall not be limited to observations, sur- 


veys, studies, community meetings or any other method deemed appropriate. 

E. After completing the investigation, the TPAL will submit a recommendation to the 
City Council for designation or rejection of a residential parking permit area. The following 
shall be considered when making a recommendation: 

a. That the proposal is consistent with the policy and goals set forth in this ordinance. 

b. That the proposed area primarily consists of residential streets. 


c. — That the size of the proposed area is appropriate to adequately address the identi- 


fied issues. : 
d. That no other reasonable alternatives should be pursued. 
e. — Any other factor deemed relevant under the circumstances. 


10.38.3 Regulations regarding resident permits 
A. Program Administration 


a. The residential parking an program will be sdinthietered by the City of Quincy 
TPAL Department. Residential permits shall identify the area to which they apply and shall 
be of a design specified by the City TPAL Department. 

b. | One such permit will be issued to an owner of a motor vehicle who meets the re- 
quirements set forth in this ordinance and is principally garaged at an address contiguous to 
a designated residential parking district. 

c. Stickers shall be affixed to front passenger side window. 

d. — Resident parking permits shall expire one year from the date of issuance. 

e. — The fee for a residential parking permit shall be $35 annually. 

f. A residential parking permit shall not guarantee nor reserve a parking spot in a 
designated area, and the City reserves the right to align the number of passes issued with 
the amount of available parking in the designated area. 

g. Aresidential parking permit shall not authorize the standing or parking of any ve- 
hicle in such places and times previously restricted. 

h. Residential parking rules will.be in effect in locations designated through the pro- 
cess above between the hours of 10 P.M. and 2 P.M., Sunday through Friday, unless other- 
wise decided and displayed. 


B. Application Process 


a. Applications must be made either online or in person with the City of Quincy TPAL 
Department using official form designed by TPAL. 

b. Each applicant must submit proof of residency and current motor vehicle registra- 
tion issued by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles. Registration 
must the vehicle for which an application is being made is principally garaged in the City of 
Quincy. 

c.  Avalid motor vehicle registration with an address within a designated residential 
zone and any one of the following documents will be accepted as proof of residency: 

- Avalid driver’s license with address within a residential zone 

- Atax, municipal water or utility bill with the applicant’s name and address issued 
within the last 30 days 

- Arental or lease agreement signed within the last 30 days 

d. _ All applicants must have paid their motor vehicle one tax and all parking tickets 
before a permit is issued. 

e. Upon receipt of application, a representative of the TPAL’ will conduct a review to 
verify the need for off street parking. Permits will only be granted to applicants who can dem- 
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onstrate need for on street parking. 
C. _ Visitor Parking 


a. Visitors planning on parking in residential parking areas during the restricted hours 
must obtain a visitor parking pass 

b. Visitor parking passes will be obtained either online or in person from the City of 
Quincy TPAL department 

6. Visitor parking passes will be granted for a time period not to exceed 14 days. 

d. Should a visitor parking pass be needed for a period of time greater than 14 days, 
an application for a long term visitor pass must be made in person at the offices of the City 
of Quincy TPAL department 

i. A notarized letter from the resident stating the reason for the extended Pee and 
a copy of vehicle registration must be included in the application 

ii. Long term visitor passes will be issued on a case-by-case basis at the discretion of 
TPAL 

e. — The City of Quincy reserves the right to restrict the issuance of visitor permits based 
on the availability of parking in any residential zone 


D. Business Parking 


a. | Employees of businesses located within designated residential areas that have © 
demonstrated insufficient off-street parking are eligible to apply for business permit parking. 

b. | Business permits will be valid Monday through Friday, 7:00 AM to 6:00 PM. 

c: Business permits shall identify the area to which they apply and shall be of a design 
specified by the TPAL. 

d. Applications must be made online or in person with City of Quincy TPAL Depart- 
ment: 

e. _ If application is made by an employee, a copy of the vehicle registration, and copy 
of payroll stub or other valid proof of employment must be provided with application. 

f. If application is made by employers, a list of employee license plates on company 
letterhead and copies of applicable vehicle registrations must be provided. 

g. Permits will only be issued after a site visit is conducted by City comee and need 
for on-street parking is confirmed. 

h. Cost of business permit is $85.00 a year per vehicle. 

i. Business permits expire one calendar year after date of issuance. 

j. Business permits are non-refundable. 


E. Exemptions, Exclusions and Special Considerations 


a. Any vehicle bearing veteran or handicap plates, or bearing a properly displayed 
special parking placard, shall be exempt from residential parking restrictions. 

b. Students from out of State who can demonstrate active full-time student status at 
Eastern Nazarene College may obtain a Resident Parking permit subject to the same terms 
and conditions as Quincy residents. Students at other area colleges living in Quincy can ap- 
ply for a Resident Parking permit if they provide proof of active full-time student status and a 
local lease. 

Cc. Visiting nurses or caretakers who can demonstrate active service to a Quincy resi- 
dent in a Residential Parking district may apply for temporary visitor parking on an as needed 
basis and at the discretion of TPAL. 

d. — The following vehicles will not be eligible for a residential parking permit: 

i. Taxi cabs or any vehicles bearing livery plates 

ii. Any vehicle with a Gross Vehicle wee over two and one half (2 Ye) tons bearing 
commercial plates 

iii. | Any vehicle with a Gross Vehicle Weight under two and one half (2 2) tons bearing 
commercial plates for which owner cannot clearly demonstrate need for residential permit 

‘iv. Any vehicle bearing dealer or repair plates 

V. Any vehicle registered to an address identified as a Transit Oriented Development 

vi. | Any non-motorized equipment including but not limited to trailers, campers, boats 
or other recreational equipment deemed inappropriate by TPAL 


10.38.4 Violations and Revocations 


A. _ It shall be a violation of this ordinance to: 
a. Park in a designated parking area without a residential permit or visitor/ousiness 


b.. Display a permit on any vehicle other than for which it was issued. 

Cc. Sell, copy or otherwise transfer a permit. 

d. _ Provide false information while applying for permit: 

B. The City may revoke any permit issued under this ordinance upon finding the per- 
mit was issued under false pretenses or a finding of multiple violations of this ordinance by 
permittee. : | 

C. The fine for violating the Residential Parking Permit program shall be $25.00 for 
each violation for up to three (3) violations, and shall increase to $50 per violation over three 


(3) violations. 


10.38.5 Modifications 


A. _ The right is reserved to modify or eliminate residential parking permit area under 
same process for review as original petition as set forth above. 


SEVERABILITY 


The provisions of this Ordinance are severable and if any clause, sentence, paragraph 
or section of this measure, or any application thereof, shall be adjudged by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the 
remainder of Said Ordinance, but such judged invalidity shall be confined in its operation to 
the clause, sentence, paragraph, section or application adjudged invalid. 


This Ordinance shall take effect upon its enactment.

* Here’s a saltshaker tip: If 
your salt clumps (too much 
moisture) or comes out too 
fast (too many or too-large 
holes), you can solve it 
with rice!

It both absorbs 
excess moisture and keeps 
the salt from pouring out of 
the shaker too fast.

When 
you run out, consider glass 
containers, reusable and 
washable beeswax wraps, or 
wax paper to fill your needs 
rather than using more dis- 
posable plastic.

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Rewild Café, Beer Hall To Open In Quincy Center This Month 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
Rewild, a_ plant-based 
restaurant that will be a café 
on weekdays and beer hall 


~ on weekends, is set to open 


in late September. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners approved a 
common victualler license 
for the new restaurant dur- 
ing its Sept. 11 meeting. 
The board also granted Re- 
wild 30 one-day all-alcohol 
licenses, allowing it to sell 
alcohol during the last 14 
weekends of the year, plus 
the day before Thanksgiv- 
ing and on New Year’s Eve. 

Rewild will move into 
the restaurant space at 1546 
Hancock St., formerly home 
to Fuji 1546 before it moved 
a block away to West. of 
Chestnut two years ago. 

Patrick McAuley, the 
owner of the new restaurant, 
had originally sought a full 


liquor license for Rewild at 


the licensing board’s August 
meeting, but that request 
was continued without a 
hearing at that time. 

Health © Commissioner 
Drew Scheele, the board’s 
chairman, said Sept. 11 that 
he was hesitant to grant the 
full liquor license because 
the building at 1546 Han- 
cock St. is slated for demo- 
lition within the next six 
months as part of the city’s 
ongoing effort to redevelop 
Quincy Center. 

“We didn’t want to issue 
you a full liquor license for 
something that’s going to be 
coming down,” he said. “It’s 


not fair to you. I’m not sure 
you were even aware it was 
going to be coming down 
that quick.” 

Instead, Scheele — said 
McAuley would be able to 
operate at 1546 Hancock 
St., which has a full kitchen 
inside, for the rest of the 
year and possibly longer 
with the common victualler 


license. The 30 one-day li- 


quor licenses granted are the 


_ most an entity can receive in 


a single year under state law. 

McAuley said he would 
be able to test his concept at 
the restaurant and then look 
for a more permanent space. 

“It’s sort of pop-up con- 
cept and see how it does. I 
think it will bring a lot of 
young people down,” he 
said. 

The food and _ bever- 
ages sold inside the restau- 
rant will all be plant-based, 
McAuley said. 

“It’s a little bit better for 
you, a little bit better for 
the planet and you still get 
to get all the good comfort 
food you enjoy,” he said. 

The restaurant will be al- 
lowed to open from 7 a.m. to 
11 p.m. seven days a week, 
though McCauley said it 
would likely close earlier 
on Mondays, Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays. 

Rewild will sell pastries 
and coffee during mornings 
and have a lunch menu lat- 
er in the day on weekdays. 
Beer, wine and cocktails 
would be available on Sat- 
urdays and Sundays. 


Rewild will be the first 
plant-based beer hall in 
Massachusetts, McAuley 
said, and one of the first in 
the US. 


“It’s definitely the first in 


the state of its kind — a plant- 
based beer hall — and maybe 
even in the country, depend- 
ing on how you look at it,” 
he said. “It’s very popular 
among younger people.” 


In other business Sept. 
11, the board approved a 
transfer of the all-alcohol 
license owned by Pat Shee- 
han’s Pub to Stephen Kel- 
ley. Kelley will take over the 
barroom at 536 Washington 
St. and re-christen the space 
as The Craic Pub. 

Stephen Kelley’s mother, 
Maryann Kelly, is the owner 
of Sissy K’s, a bar near Bos- 


ton’s Quincy Market. Kel- 
ley, a retired court officer, 
has worked with his mother 
there for a number of years, 
according to his attorney, 
Peter Pasciucco. 

“It is his lifelong dream 
to own a pub,” Pasciucco 
said of his client. 

The Craic Pub will keep 
the same concept as_ Pat 
Sheehan’s Pub, Pasciucco 


said. Like Pat Sheehan’s 
it will be allowed to open 
between 11 a.m. and 1 p.m. 
seven days a week, though it 
will likely open later in the 
day on weekdays. 

Scheele said he was glad 
Kelley has experience work- 
ing in a bar. 

“We love that you have 
liquor experience,” he said. 
“That’s a good thing.”

some early momentum as 
they took the first set, but 
Rockland neutralized things 
in the second.

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Quincy Sun: 
50 Years! 


By ROBERT BOSWORTH 

This week The Quincy Sun marks an important mile- 
stone: the 50th anniversary of Quincy’s hometown news- 
paper. 

This special supplement highlights some of the impor- 
tant news stories and happenings in the City of Presidents 
over the past half-century. It also celebrates the newspa- 
per’s beginnings and offers a tribute to the Sun’s founder 
and first publisher, the late Henry W. Bosworth. Jr. 

The history of The Quincy Sun can really be divided 
into two chapters. The first four decades were led by Hen- 
ry, the newspaper’s patriarch. He was the brainchild, the 
driving force and steward for those first 40 years. Sadly. 
we lost Henry in February, 2009 — just five months after 
the Sun marked its 40th anniversary. 

Doesn't seem possible it’s been nearly 10 years since 
Henry’s passing. He left a void no one can fill. 

And his loss is still felt by many. 

But he left a legacy of community service through The 
Quincy Sun. : 

We know Henry would have wanted the Sun to con- 
tinue in his absence and so we strive to provide a weekly 
paper to our readers just as he did for 40 years. 

This special supplement is dedicated in his memory. 

If you knew Henry, you are aware of how important 
this newspaper was to him for one reason: he believed 
the City of Quincy deserved its own weekly newspaper. 
It was the reason the paper was established and it is the 
purpose of why we are still here today. 

The bulk of what follows here was written by Henry 
as the introduction of the 40th anniversary supplement in 
October, 2009. We find it fitting that we borrow his words 
again to highlight the newspaper’s origins and what was 
going on locally and in the world when that first issue 
was circulated 50 years ago. 

The first issue of The Quincy Sun rolled off the press 
Sept. 26, 1968 in the latter part of a year that was both 
momentous — and tragic — for the nation. 

Assassins cut short the lives of Martin Luther King, Jr. 
and Robert Kennedy within two months of one another. 
There were riots at the Democratic National Convention 
in Chicago. 

And, for the first time a war in a place called Vietnam 
was right there in front of us in our living rooms nightly 
on television. 

That war soon hit home. A Vietnam War Memorial 
was unveiled on Veterans Day, 1968 in Mount Wollas- 
ton Cemetery. Engraved on it were the names of 27 sons 
from Quincy who had given their lives in a war that many 
— especially young people — were having difficulty un- 
derstanding. 

Sadly, the names on the memorial would grow to 46 
before the war ended.

worth and reporter Tom Henshaw give you an idea of how cold it could get. 
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He convinced MBTA officials to relocate the planned 
MBTA North Quincy station to spare 22 homes from de- 
molition and avert a costly year and a half construction 
delay. 

It was the lead story in that first issue of The Sun under 
the headlines: 

New North Quincy Station Site 

Major Delay Averted In Quincy MBTA Extension 

In that same issue were a report from Congress- 
man James Burke in Washington, D.C., columns by 
Dr. Charles Djerf and Fr. John McMahon, pastor of St. 
Mary’s Church, and one called Sunbeams. 

Locally, things were pretty good. 

The General Dynamics shipyard, long-time economic 
backbone of Quincy and the South Shore, was booming 
with a bulging backlog of contracts. The yard’s work- 
force was at 8,000 with openings for 500 more jobs. 
There were optimistic predictions there could soon be 
10,000 workers there. = 

No one ever thought those good times would be fol- 
lowed by the bad with the shipyard — builder of famed 
warships and luxury liners — closing down in 1986. That 
was hard to take. 

The average family income in Quincy in 1968 was es- 
timated at $11,000. Not much compared to today’s sala- 
ries. But a dollar went a lot further back then. 

You could still buy a pretty nice home for under 
$25,000. A new Ford could be had for $3,200 and you 
could keep the tank full at 34 cents a gallon. 


Bread was 22 cents a loaf. You could mail a letter for 


six cents. 

Yes, 1968 was a pretty good year. 

And, a pretty good year we thought, to launch a com- 
munity weekly newspaper, in Quincy. 

“We introduced ourselves with an editorial entitled 
“Sunrise” that Sept. 26. A letter from Mayor MclIntyre 
welcomed us. 

Reaction to that first issue was encouraging. But there 
were skeptics who read the “Sunrise” editorial and pre- 
dicted “Sunset” would follow within six months. 

‘And, there were times we thought they would prove 
right. 

But fortunately there were those — readers, news sourc- 
es and advertisers — who strongly believed in a commu- 
nity newspaper and also felt that having two newspapers 
in town was better than having just one. 

Advertisers like Remo and Pete DeNicola at South 
Shore Television, George Reardon at President Chev- 
rolet, Bob Fitzgerald and Bob Costello at South Shore 
Buick and Leo Darr at Quincy Motor kept us afloat dur- 
ing those crucial early months. 

Especially Remo and Pete who committed to a series 
of two-page centerfold ads that were like a gift from 
Heaven. 

Readers who plunked down a dime for a copy encour- 
aged us. Those who paid $3.50 in advance for a year’s 
subscription by mail showed their faith in us despite the 
skeptics and their predictions of doom. 

Many of you were among our supporters back then. 
And thanks to you, we hung in there and are still here 
today — 40 years (now SO years) later. 

It all started in a second floor corner office in the old 
Quincy Conservatory building at 7 Foster St. 

We moved a year later to another second floor office 
above the Kincaide Furniture Store in the Mutual Build- 
ing on Hancock Street, later destroyed by fire. 

We finally made it to the street floor in February 1975 
at our present location in the former Quincy Savings 
Bank building. Charlie Pearce, president of the bank, 
made it financially possible for us to make that important 
move. We later purchased out unit and became a Quincy 
taxpayer. 

We have seen many changes in Quincy’s landscape 
these 40 years: the coming of the T, State Street South, 
Marina Bay, Crown Colony, new City Hall, additions to 
Quincy Medical Center and the Thomas Crane Library, 
the Quincy Center Plaza, Granite Links, Marriott Hotel, 
among them. 

And have seen some landmarks disappear: Remick’s, 
the Bargain Center, the Waldorf Restaurant, DiMarzio’s 
roller skating rink, and, more recently, WJDA, the Regis- 
try of Motor Vehicles and Beechwood Life Center. 

We have covered the administrations of seven mayors 
and now Tom Koch our eighth. Their accomplishments,

We saw Mayor Walter Hannon go home one election 
night the apparent winner only to have a recount say no, 
the real winner was Joseph LaRaia. 

And those two more recent big mayoral upsets: Wil- 
liam Phelan defeating six-term incumbent James Sheets 
by 17 votes in the closest mayoral election in the city’s 
history. And six years later, Tom Koch upsetting Phelan. 

We bid farewell to powerful and popular political fig- 
ures as Amelio Della Chiesa, James McIntyre, Thomas 
Burgin, James Burke, Paul Harold, Clifford Marshall. 

We have recorded Quincy’s economic ups and downs. 
And have seen Quincy’s face change in diversity with an 
Asian population of 23,000 representing 25 percent of 
the city’s total population. 

We have reported the closings of churches and the re- 
configuration of parishes and most recently the closing of 
Beth Israel Synagogue. 

We have watched our young news carriers grow up; 
go off to college, into military service — some to war — 
and into successful business and professional careers. 

Among those carriers were young girls who grow up 
like Gigi and graced our social pages as beautiful brides.

We have chronicled thousands of births, high school 
and college graduates, dean’s lists, honor rolls, and sadly 
the deaths of civic, business, religious and sports lead- 
ers. 

We have honored more than two dozens recipients as 
The Quincy Sun Citizen of the Year for outstanding com- 
munity service. The award was established in 1985. 

We cheered when Hank Conroy’s Quincy Presidents 
went undefeated in 1970 to win the Greater Boston 
League Championship. And in 1992 when Ken McPhee’s 
North Quincy Red Raiders won it all: undefeated season, 
the Old Colony League title and a last minute victory 
over Arlington in the Division 1B Super Bowl. 

We are often asked, “What is your favorite issue?” 


- And, we reply, as we have for 40 years: the first, because 


it was the beginning — the one that started it all. 

Ranked right up there as we have also said is the Feb. 
9, 1978 issue: The Blizzard of ’78. 

Quincy was virtually paralyzed by 27 inches of snow 
and winds that gusted to more than 90 miles per hour. 
And we managed, somehow, to get the paper out just one 
day late. The banner headlines over the Page 1 story and 
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photos: 

The Big Dig Goes On...And On...And On... 

Please No More!! 

One nice side to that blizzand: it united the city, bring- 
ing people — neighbors and strangers — together to help 
one another get through it. 

Through the years, The Sun has won a number of 
awards for editorials, features, supplements and photog- 
raphy from our newspaper peers and community service 
recognition from a number of Quincy organizations. 

One of the awards was the National Newspaper Foun- 
dation’s Blue Ribbon Award recognizing us as “an out-: 
standing community newspaper.” 

That's what we wanted to be when that first issue came 
off the press in 1968. We hope we have been. And will 
continue to work at it. 

It has been an interesting four decades as “Historic 
Quincy’s Hometown Weekly Newspaper.” 

We have said: it before and we would like to say it 
again: All of you — our readers, advertisers, news sources 
and carriers — are as much a part of The Quincy Sun as 
the staff. 

Without you we would never have reached this 40th 
year milestone. Without you, those skeptics might have 
been right. We might not have made it past those crucial 
first six months. 

With your help and encouragement, we look forward 
to “going on 50” with confidence and enthusiasm. 

We are proud to carry the name Quincy in our banner. 
That’s what we are all about: The best city in the world. 

As we begin our fifth decade we want to thank all of 
you for making it possible. You really did. 

Thank you, Quincy. 

Thank you, most sincerely. 

That was how Henry ended the 40th anniversary sup- 
plement. 

With a big thank you. 

I would like to echo that sentiment. We continue to 
have the support of so many in the community. Henry 
would be pleased and proud that the newspaper he cre- 
ated a half century ago remains in circulation and contin- 
ues to be an important thread in the community’s fabric. 

The last 10 years have seen changes at the newspaper, 
the newspaper industry and. how. information is shared. 
The city of Quincy has also changed. 

But through it all, we have maintained our mission 
— and Henry’s credo — of serving Quincy as the city’s 
hometown weekly newspaper. 

We established a website in 2013 to provide more 
news and information with our readers. The website acts 
as a bridge between publications. Stories and photos are 
posted throughout the week - before and after deadlines. 

The past decade has also brought other changes. New 
buildings continue to rise in downtown Quincy. Other 
structures have gone up in other business districts. 

We’re seeing major changes to infrastructure includ- 
ing new roads like the Mayor Walter Hannon Parkway 
and major projects at the Quincy, Wollaston and North 
Quincy MBTA Red Line Stations. 

A new Central Middle School opened, a football field 
dedicated at North Quincy High School and construc- 
tion is ongoing for a new middle school in Southwest 


Quincy. 


We’ve mourned the loss of firefighter John Austin - 


and bid farewell to local legends including Fr. William 
McCarthy, longtime city clerk John Gillis, city historian 
Tom Galvin, former Mayor Hannon and others. 

We continue to give coverage to local traditions like 
the Quincy Flag Day and Christmas Parades, Quincy-

We have strived to publish the essence of the city on 
our pages week after week for 50 years.

The Vietnam War: The Pain And The Agony 


The agony and pain of it 
all were felt here as Quincy 
sons gave. their lives in a 
little-known country so far 
away in a war that had be- 
come so controversial it was 
tearing the nation apart. 

The names of 27 of those 
Quincy sons were inscribed 
on the Vietnam War Memo- 
rial unveiled and dedicated 
at Mount Wollaston Ceme- 
tery on Veterans Day in No- 
vember 1968. 

The 27 names: Brian P. 
Ahern, Richard C. Archer, 
Francis Builaert, James 
E. Casale, Ralph Caspole, 
James H. Cavicchi, Thomas 
Chiminello, Basil L. Ciriel- 
lo, John P. Coughlin, Rich- 
ard S. Davis, Jr., Robert J. 
Fay, John W. Granahan,

In February 1969 at the 
height of the war, Mayor 
James R. McIntyre ordered 
the flag at City Hall to be 
flown “both day and night 
until the Vietnam War ends 
and the young men and 
women of Quincy return.” 

The flag was finally 
lowered in February 1973 
when the last two Quincy 
sons, Navy Comdr. Richard 
A. Stratton, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles A. Stratton of 
North Quincy and Air Force 
Capt. E. Alan Brudno, son of 
Dr. and Mrs. James Brudno 
of Wollaston were released 
from POW camps. 

Stratton, who was a 
POW for six years, said: 
“My hometown was the root 
of whatever strength I had 
to resist the enemy and stay 
alive.” 

" “We wept tears of joy,” 
said Brudno of his release 
after seven and a half years. 

But tragedy was to fol- 
low. 

Just four months later 
— the day before. his 33rd 
birthday - Brudno_ was 
found dead in the home of 
his mother-in-law in Harri- 
son, N.Y. 

A note read: 

“There is no sense to liv-

ing any longer. My life is no 
longer worth living.” 

He was the first of the

Why did he take his own 
life? 

His brother, Robert J. 
Brudno, had his answer in 
an article he wrote in News- 
week. It was entitled “Un- 


finished Business” with the 
subhead: “I think it’s time 
for anti- Vietnam War Amer- 
icans to recognize the pain 
they caused.” 

Feeling that too much 
comfort was given to the en- 
emy during the war and not 
enough to those who came 
home from it, he wrote, in 
part: 

“He became a victim not 


just of the North Vietnam- 
ese, but of the inability of 
so many in his own country, 
during that horrible war, to 
separate the war from the 
warriors. 

“Whether the war was 
right or wrong, these were 
our boys. They deserved our 


support whatever the cause, . 


whatever the result. 
“The anti-war movement 
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has yet to recognize the pain 
and heartache that it caused. 
My brother had no say in the 
politics that sent him to war. 
The lack of appreciation for 
what he had done combined 
with the rationale of those 
who gave aid and comfort to 
the enemy, helped destroy 
the will to live that had kept 
him alive (as a POW) for all 
those years.”

Amelio Della Chiesa 
Remembered With Fondness 


There was nothing glam- 
orous about Amelio Della 
Chiesa, not when he is com- 
pared to most of the stars 
in the political firmament 
today. He was the son of 
Italian immigrants. He was 
a plumber by trade, a gradu- 
ate of what was then Quincy 
Trade School. 

But when he died at his 
retirement home in Pem- 
broke on Oct. 1, 1975, at the 
age of 74, he was recalled 
as one of Quincy’s greatest 
mayors, a man who helped 
guide his city through one of 
its most trying episodes, the 
switch from Plan A to Plan 
E and back again. 

Until the arrival of Jim 
Sheets in the corner office 
for 12 years, the man who 
was known as “Mel” alone 
held the longevity record 
with eight years swerved as 
the popularly elected mayor 
under Plan A and four years 
elected by the City. Council 
under Plan E. 

His career got off to a 
rocky start. 

His big brother, Aldo, 


was the city councillor from . 


Ward 3 when the younger 
Della Chiesa tried to join 
him in an at-large seat. But 
he lost in 1938 and lost

again in 1940 and lost again 
in 1942. A year later he was 
elected to succeed his broth- 
er in Ward 3. He never lost 
again. 

When the Plan E form of 
city government with its city 
manager, ceremonial mayor 
and complicated method 
of counting votes came to 
Quincy in January, 1950, 
Della Chiesa, one of its sup- 
porters, went right along 
with it, retaining his council 
seat. 

He was even chosen by 
his colleagues to become 
mayor himself for the last 
four years of Plan E before, 
after a long, bitter battle, the 
anti-Plan E forces in the city 
prevailed. 

And when it came time 


to let the voters choose the 


mayor once again, it was 
Della Chiesa, the supporter 
of Plan E, who defeated 
Laurence Curtis, a leader of 
the Plan A forces, in the race 
to be the first Plan A mayor. 

As mayor, Della Chiesa 
was known for his honesty 
to a fault, his conservatism 
that lent stability to the con- 
troversial change in govern- 
ment and his advocacy of 
privatization, as in having 
private companies pick up 
the city’s trash. 

At the height of his polit- 
ical career, he and his wife, 
Evelyn, lost their only son, 
Walter, a West Point gradu- 
ate and Air Force lieutenant, 
when his plane disappeared 
during the Korean War on a 
routine mission over the Pa- 
cific off Okinawa. 

Della Chiesa retired from 
the mayor’s office undefeat- 
ed in January, 1966, and was 
serving his eighth and final 
term as state representative 
in 1969 when he read the 
signs. 

It was time for him to go, 
time for a new generation to 
take over — Jim MclIntyre, 
who he defeated in his last 
run for mayor, Arthur Tobin, 
Walter Hannon, Joe LaRaia 
and the like.

Blizzard Brought City, Region To Standstill 


It lasted two days, caught 
many off guard and when 
it was over brought Quincy 
and the region to its prover- 
bial knees. 

Today, more than 40 
years after that historic 
and catastrophic storm, the 
memories of the Blizzard 
of ‘78 can be remembered 
vividly by those who lived 
through it. 

It started to snow early 
Monday, Feb. 6 and when it 
stopped late Tuesday, Feb. 7 
- some 27 inches had fallen, 
bringing the city to a stand- 


still for four days. 

It was the heaviest snow- 
fall since the Boston Weath- 
er Bureau started keeping 
records in 1870. 

And it fell on top of a 
22-inch snowfall Jan. 20 — 
just 17 days before. And yet 
to come was another nine 
inches on March 4-5. 

That was a lot of snow. 

The Feb. 6 nor’easter — 
The Blizzard of ’78 — was 
backed by winds that gusted 
to more than 90 miles an 
hour. High tides, driven by 
those winds, rose five feet 


higher than usual, flooding 
sections of Houghs Neck 
and Squantum, where sev- 
eral hundred people had 
to be evacuated from their 
homes. 

Fortunately, there were 
no storm-related deaths in 
Quincy. But damage — most- 
ly to homes — was heavy. It 
was estimated at $70 mil- 
lion. The cost for snow 
removal alone was set at 
around $600,000. 

Cars were strung along 
the Southeast Expressway 
and Route 128 with driv- 


ers still in them waiting 
to be rescued — caught off 
guard by the magnitude of 
the storm. Many were un- 
prepared for the storm — or 
skeptical of the forecast — 
since snow that was predict- 
ed to start early Monday did 
not arrive until the afternoon 
hours. 

Predicting the weather 40 
years ago was a lot trickier, 
too, than today’s much more 
scientific approach using so- 
phisticated radar and other 
forecast technology. 

Gov. Michael Dukakis is- 


sued an edict banning all but 
the most essential highway 
travel for nearly a week. In 
Quincy, only vehicles on 
emergency missions were 
allowed on the streets. 

People trudged through 
the snow or on skis, pull- 
ing sleds to get to stores and 
bring back food. And many 
of them became reacquaint- 
ed with one another, 

Quincy youngsters 
thought it was a great time. 
They got an unexpected six- 
day vacation from school.

Defense headquarters on 
Sea Street to direct snow re- 
moval and relief operations 
for the elderly and those in 
need. 

The Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration 
opened a field office in the 
Quincy Vo-Tech School 
gym to process emergency 
loan applications. The Red 
Cross turned part of Quincy 
High School into a disaster 
center for emergency hous- 
ing, clothing, food and med- 
ical supplies. 

Radio station WJDA, ex- 
cept for a four-hour period 
when it was knocked off the 
air when high tide flooded its 
transmitter in Germantown, 
got back on and stayed on 
all night past its dawn-to- 
sunset hours broadcasting 
emergency reports. Mem- 
bers of the staff slept at the 
station that night. 

The storm also postponed 
the printing of The Quincy 
Sun by one day — the paper’s 
only delay in 50 years of cir- 
culation. 

Twenty-five persons 
were arrested for looting 
during the storm, primar- 
ily in the Houghs Neck and 
Germantown areas where 


homes were evacuated. 
There were other cases in 
North Quincy. 


But there were many he- 
roes who came to the aid of 
others. 


Among them was War- 
ren Sims who organized a 
bucket brigade to quell a 
fire on Stoughton Street in 
Houghs Neck that could not 
be reached by fire apparatus. 

James (Red) Riley, custo- 
dian at the Atherton Hough 
School, remained at his post 
to help evacuees despite the 
fact that his own home was 
flooded. 

And_ Sylvester Ray, 
whose heavy equipment 
was hired to clear Houghs 
Neck streets of snow, got to 
do something extra. In the 
Edgewater Drive section of 
Houghs Neck, which was 
being pounded by the rush- 
ing high tide, he rescued 
people from the second 
floor of their flooded homes, 
in the bucket of a front-end 
loader. 

A feeling of togetherness 
and unity descended upon 
the area in a way reminis- 
cent of World War II. People 
helping one another. 

“There’s always some 
good that comes out of ev- 
ery happening and the bless- 
ing of this blizzard was that 
it brought the people of our 
city together,” said Mayor 
Tobin. 

For those who lived 
through it, Feb. 6 and Feb. 7, 
1978 was much more than a 
storm. It was an experience 
we'll never forget. And a 
meteorological marvel and 
benchmark that many hope 
will never be match. 

Here’s a_ look back 
through The Quincy Sun’s 
archives of that extraordi- 
nary and historic storm.

The death of James R. 
McIntyre stunned the city 
March 7, 1984. 

One of Quincy’s all- 
time popular and powerful 
political figures, he was 
suddenly gone at age 
53 from a heart attack 
following unrelated 
surgery at Massachusetts 
- General Hospital. | 

It was hard to believe, 
for his family, his close 
friends, followers and, 
yes, critics. 

Quincy’s political 
scene, it was thought, 
would never be quite the 
same again. And it hasn’t, 
really. 

His political career was 
somewhat spectacular. 

The Quincy 
Police Capt. William and 
Lillian McIntyre, he was 
elected city councillor 
at age 25 in 1955 in his 
first bid for public office 
while still in college. He 
would go on to become 
City Council president, 
state representative, state 
senator and mayor. 

His only _ political 

defeat came in 1959 when 
at age 29 he challenged 
the old master, powerful 
intumbent Amelio Della 
Chiesa. 
Della Chiesa, who 
served 12 years as mayor 
eight under Plan A and 
four under Plan E — died 
in 1975. But his death did 
not have the impact that 
MelIntyre’s did because 
he was retired from the 
political scene for nearly 
10 years and had moved 
out of Quincy. 

McIntyre gave up the 
mayor’s office in 1971 
after serving three terms 
to become counsel to the 
Massachusetts Senate, a 
post he held at the time of 
his death. 

That job took him out 
of the local spotlight but 
not out of politics. He 
remained a dominant 
figure — in the background. 

His detractors and 
political enemies called 
him commander of “the 
McIntyre Machine” .and 
“the Godfather.” But they 
never called him “stupid.” 

He was one of the 
brightest and most intelli- 
gent political figures in the 
city’s history. 

As for the “McIntyre 
Machine,” his followers 
said it was only a group 
who believed in the same 
things he did and how

best to improve Quincy.

Among them were Walter 
Hannon and Arthur Tobin 
who would both go on 
to become mayor. And, 
if there was a machine, 
they mused, at least it had 
round wheels and moved 
Quincy forward. 

And, as_ for _ that 
“Godfather” tag, it was 
really more a_ political 
compliment. Just about 
every young person 


_ thinking of running for of- 


fice sought his advice first. 
And veteran office holders 
sought his counsel, like 
sort of a “blessing.” 

James and Sheila McIn- 
tyre raised four children — 
Elizabeth, Sheila, William 
and Charles. Their home 
was filled with love and 
warmth. 

But tragedy lurked. 

In December 1983, 
William died of injuries 
suffered in a fall down an 
elevator shaft in Boston. 

Now on March 12, 


1984, less than three 
months later — another 
funeral. 


Some 1,000 mourners 
filled St. John’s Church 
for the Mass, including a 
virtual “Who’s Who” on 
the state, county and city 
political scenes.

of critic. But he was never 
one to truckle to the forces 
of power and publicity. 

“In this city of Quincy 
he loved so much, he left 
the imprint of his zeal and 
personality.” 

Bishop Thomas __V. 
Dailey, vicar general and 
chancellor of the Boston 
Archdiocese, was _ the 
principal celebrant of the 


Mass, concelebrated by 
Fr. William McCarthy, 
St. John’s pastor, and 
Rev. Msgr. James Scully, 
pastor of St. Ann’s Church 
in Wollaston. 

On a light note, Fr. 
McCarthy observed that 
McIntyre had made many 
appointments during his 
life, “But to me he gave 
the greatest appointment 
of all — he made me the 
chaplain of the machine.”

and civic leaders attended 
the Mass. 

Sheila McIntyre, in 
her reflection of her life 
with her husband, noted 
a quote on the family’s 
daily calendar for March 
7, the day he died:

Jim MclIntyre’s life, his 
friends say, was much too 
short but he did spend it 
on much that will last.

Mr. McIntyre was a popular 
political figure in Quincy who died from a heart attack after undergoing surgery March 7. He was 53. Some 1,000 mourners 
attended his funeral in Saint John the Baptist Church.

Fore River Shipyard Closes, Sold At Auction 


It once reverberated to 
the sound of the riveter’s 
hammer and the sight of the 
welder’s torch as 32,000 
workers turned out the war- 
ships that won a great war in 
the Pacific. 

But, in the years that 
followed, the Fore River 
Shipyard had fallen on hard 
times, ending when it was 
finally closed for good in 
1986 and sold at auction for 
$9 million in 2003. The win- 
ner bidder was automobile 
dealer Dan Quirk. 

The yard was owned by 
the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany during the wartime 
years but it was sold to 
General Dynamics in 1963 
and enjoyed a brief surge of 
prosperity building liquefied 
natural gas (LNG) tankers. 

General Dynamics sold 
it in 1987 to the Massachu- 
setts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) as a 
staging area for the Boston 
Harbor cleanup and a drying 
area for sludge and pellet- 
making. 

When the MWRA had no 
further need for the yard in 
1997, it was sold to Sotirios 
Emmanouil, an  MiIT- 
educated Greek national 
and head of Massachusetts 
Heavy Industries, 
who pledged to_ return 
shipbuilding to Quincy. 

But first he sought a $240 
million construction loan 
from the U. S. Maritime 


Administration (MARAD) 
to begin the cleanup and 
modernization of the yard. 

“It will be done by next 
month,” he promised. “Then 
nine months after that mod- 
ernization.- will be~ com- 
pleted. Then another three 
months and the first keel 
will be laid.” 

Quincy was so enamored 
of the return of shipbuilding 
that the city committed $7.8 
million to the shipyard and 
$330,000 of its $2,441,000 
CDBG was reserved to 
make a loan payment. 

“Sotirios not only came 
with education and experi- 
ence, he came with $240 
million in contracts to build 
six ships once the plant is up 
and running,” said Mayor 
James Sheets. 

But the contracts proved 
to be a mirage and Massa- 
chusetts Heavy Industries 
went bankrupt and defaulted 
on $55 million of the re- 
quested $240 million of the 
MARAD-backed loan al- 
ready guaranteed. 

MARAD paid off the $55 
million loan and took over 
the 135-acre site in March, 
2000, and finally put it up 
for auction three years later 
when it was bought by auto 
dealer Dan Quirk for future 
development. 

But even as the shipyard 
moved on to a brighter fu- 
ture, two men were killed

The Quincy facility is the 
first public hospital in the 
country to receive the 
insurance, according to 
Mayor Francis McCauley 
who noted that it has been 
available for years to private 
hospitals. 

The approval means that 
the reconstruction can be 
financed through revenue 
bonds insured by the FHA, 
according to MeCauley.

Minor projects will include 
the Squantum Fire Station 
and Dog Pound, he said. 

“Our accomplishment here 
in Quincy has truly resulted 


from a team effort involving - 


the city, the hospital, and the 
community at large.” 
McCauley said. “in particu- 
lar, the hospital's Board of 
Managers, under the 
chairmanship of Gerald P.

Attended Funerals For Fallen Comrades, 
Visited ‘Ground Zero’ At Former WTC Site 


It was 17 years ago this 
Sept. 11 that 19 hijackers 
took control of four com- 
mercial airliners, crashing 
one into the Pentagon, one 
into a field in Pennsylvania 
and two into the North and 
South towers of the World 

- Trade Center in New York. 

The horrific events that 
happened that morning took 
the lives of nearly 3,000 
victims, 2,753 of those were 
victims in New York, in- 
cluding 60 police officers 
and 343 firefighters. 

“I remember I was off 
duty and had just arrived 


home as my father was call- 
ing me,’ then Fire Chief 
Joseph Barron said in an 
interview on the 10th an- 
niversary of the attacks in 
2011. “I immediately turned 
on the TV and watched and 
thought to myself that it had 
to be an accident, and as the 
second tower was hit I knew 
that this was no accident.” 


After that day many

Here are some reflections from some who lived 
through that terrible September day, in their own 
words. 

Then City Clerk Joseph Shea: 

“Tt started out as a normal election day. The police 
came between 5:30 and 6:30 a.m. 
and took the election machines out to 
the precincts. I started my appointed 
rounds (visiting the polling precincts). 
Detective Joe Manning, who was as- 
signed to the License Board was | 
working an extra shift that day so he ' 
was working with me. We came back _ 
to City Hall about 9 a.m. 

“Within a few minutes (after the first plane struck 
one of the World Trade Center towers), Joe Manning 
heard some sort of message over his police radio. He 
said to me, ‘something serious is happening in New 
York.’ 

““We came in and looked at the TV and we couldn’t 
believe it. From then on, I was fielding questions from 
my (election) workers and some from the public about 
whether we should stop the election. 

“T called Secretary of State William Galvin’s office. 
He was aware of the events. About 31 cities in Mas- 
sachusetts were having elections that day. 

“T talked to Secretary Galvin about two or three 
times. I spoke with Mayor (James) Sheets and City 
Solicitor Steve McGrath. It was my opinion that we 
shouldn’t cancel (the election) because some people 
had already voted. It was two hours into the day. 

“I think — and this may be an afterthought — that 
whomever did this — we found out later it was al-Qae- 
da — that’s probably what they would have wanted: to 
disrupt everything. 

“We decided not to cancel the election and Galvin 
concurred.” 

Keeping the polls open underscored the premise 
that no one — even terrorists — would interrupt our way 
of life. 

“T remember having that conversation with Solicitor 
McGrath and Secretary of State Galvin,” Shea contin- 
ued. “Bill Galvin is always a good resource and when 
it comes to election things you defer to him. We’re in 
charge of city elections — which is what we had on 
Sept. 11 — but he is in charge of state elections and 
we always use his people (for guidance). I got right 
through to him several times that day. 

“We went on with the election but it was a very ee- 
rie day. Everywhere I went, people wanted to know 
what was going on. I deal with 180 election workers 
and 30 precincts. They didn’t have access to TVs and 
they didn’t know what was going on. So at every stop 
you had to re-explain it. 

“Some workers wanted to go home, but most just 
wanted to know what was going on. 


of Quincy firefighters and 
police officers who headed 
to “Ground Zero” where the 
towers had stood. 

“There were.so many fu- 
nerals going on in New York 
(for their local firefighters) 
that they were looking for 
volunteer firefighters to at- 
tend,” said Quincy firefight- 
er Ernie Arienti who is now 
retired. “The one that stands 
out in my mind was the cer- 
emony for a captain, where 
there was thousands of fire- 
fighters.”

“After the polls closed and the ballots started com- 
ing in, it was clear most people’s attention was not 
focused on the election. For me personally it was a 
very difficult day — election time is always difficult. 
My wife (Josephine) was in Santa Fe, New Mexico 
and couldn’t get out of there. It took her a week to get 
home.” 

To compound matters even more, their daughter 
Katherine broke her leg the night before playing soc- 
Cet. 

Shea said he believes the terrorist attacks did not af- 
fect voter turnout nor did it influence the outcome. 

“T think turnout was reasonably good for a city pre- 
liminary — about 29 percent. That’s about average. I 
don’t think it changed the outcome. Did it press (turn- 
out) down a few percent? Possibly but in 2009 the 
turnout was 29 percent. There was no primary in 2007 
and in 2005 it was 12 percent.” 

Former Mayor Frank McCauley: 

“I was a candidate for re-nomination as a councillor 
at-large that day and as was my.habit over the years I 
made my first stop at the Squantum School where resi- 
dents in Ward 6 Precinct 5 voted. Squantum consis- 
tently produced the highest turnout of 
voters over the years in any precinct 
in the city and I arrived at 6:45 a.m. 
that morning intending to catch the 
early bird voters and stay until about 
8:30 a.m. : 

“Leaving Squantum, my next stop 
was at the Beechwood Knoll School 
which had two voting precincts. It 
was here that a parish priest from St. Ann’s Church 
in Wollaston told of a plane striking one of the World 
Trade Center towers in New York City. I immediately 
thought of an incident that happened in the fall of 1945 
when an Army Air Force plane crashed into the Em- 
pire State Building. 

“While those of us at the entrance of the polling 
place were digesting the news, a fellow drove up to 
report that a second plane had struck the other World 
Trade Center tower! At this point we knew these crash- 
es were not accidents! 

“Our secure life in the United States had come to 
an end!” 

Another candidate on the ballot was former Ward 
3 Councillor Kevin Coughlin. He was among four 
candidates seeking two nominations for Ward 3 coun- 
cillor. 

“IT was standing on the sidewalk on Taylor Street 
near the northerly doorway of the Wollaston School 
gymnasium greeting those on their way to vote and 
asking for their support. There were sign holders for 
several candidates milling around and chatting and 
someone pulled up in a car next to us. Their radio was 
on and they said something about a plane crash at the

“There was some confusion initially because there 


someone thought it was the World 
Trade Center across from the harbor 
from Logan where the terrible event 
had occurred. As time elapsed it be- 
came clarified that the plane was from 
Logan and the crash had taken place 
in New York City. I remember saying 
a prayer to myself for those who were 
lost. 

“At first it seemed like an awful single accident and 
I recall talking of a story in history about a small plane 
that had crashed into a building in New York. I be- 
lieved, if my recollection is correct, it was the Empire 
State Building. As time continued to unfold another 

resident came up and reported a second airplane crash 
at the same location. Clearly something was terribly 
amiss. 

“Rumor and speculation filled the information void 
ebbing and flowing like the tide on a beach eroding our 
sense of confidence, self assuredness, and the normal 
sense of certainty we take so blithely for granted. As 
the morning progressed and people continued to come 
to vote there was talk on the street about potentially 
cancelling the preliminary election. 

“Tt was hard to know what was the right thing to do 
with so little known initially but as time passed and the 
spectre of it being acts of terrorism came to the fore I 
remember thinking to myself that to stop the electoral 
process perhaps would feed into precisely some of 
what those behind these heinous acts were seeking to 
accomplish: to undercut our democratic way of life; to 
erode our sense of freedom and liberty. These thoughts 
were tempered by the great horror of what had hap- 
pened, respect and sorrow for those whose lives were 
lost and the heroic stories that were being revealed. 

““We needed to persevere.” 

Then Assistant City Clerk Maureen Hallsen 

“It was election day and we came in early. I watched 
the second plane go into the World Trade Center tower 
on TV. There was a lot of panic, ev- 
eryone started to say it was Osama bin 
Laden. Then there was some discus- 
sion about cancelling the election. We 
waited for Secretary of State Bill Gal- 
vin to make a decision. People were 
afraid to go out and we had people 
calling because they had relatives and 
they couldn’t get through. It was cha- 
otic and scary, especially when we found out two of 
the planes had come from Boston. They started clos- 
ing the schools. The horror of watching it and then we 
found out people who knew people who had died. 

“It was the fear of the unknown. The election was 
second place.”

According to Arienti the 
normal attendance for a fire- 
fighter funeral would be in 
the thousands, but because 
of the number of deaths, 
families were grateful just to 
have some fellow firefight- 
ers in attendance. 

“Saying there were hun- 
dreds at these funerals is 
nothing compared to nor- 
mal,” said Steve Sweet, an- 
other Quincy firefighter. “I 
remember on one Saturday 


-we had to go to around 22 


funerals.” 

Of the hundreds of fire- 
fighters that lost their lives 
on that day 128 were never 
found, leaving families 
nothing to say goodbye to. 

“Unfortunately in this 
line of work death is a re- 


_ ality,” said Sweet. “That is 


just the way it is.” 

While in New York many 
visited Ground Zero. 

“I didn’t want to go there 
at first, I didn’t want to look 
like a gawking tourist,” said 
Sweet. “When we arrived at 
Ground Zero around 2 a.m. 
the first thing that hit me 
was an industrial kind of 
smell, and as we got closer 


I was speechless. I didn’t 
know what to say. There 
was nothing to say.” 

Since the attacks of 
9/11 there have been many 
changes in the way fire de- 
partments train their staff. 

According to Arienti 
they have to educate their 
new Staff and existing staff 
differently now. 

“Since 9/11 fire services 
have changed drastically, 


and cuts in man power have . 


been made,” said Arienti. 
“We are educated different- 
ly and we have to educate 
ourselves more, because we 
never expected something 
like that to happen. We are 
the first line of defense and 
we need to be prepared.” 
For the firefighters of 
Quincy who went to help, 
they can all agree it is some- 
thing they will never forget. 
“The first time going 
down reminded me of old 
war movies,” said Arienti. 


“It’s something you will © 


never forget in your life 
time.” 

People volunteered to do 
their part all over the world 
on the days following 9/11; 
it was a day that affected

For years, at 10 o’clock 
each morning, radio dials 
throughout Quincy were 
tuned to 1300 and listen- 
ers settled back to enjoy 
30 minutes of strictly local 
news and views. 

It was, many agreed, 
Radio WJDA’s finest half 
hour. 

But, on Friday, April 
28, 2006, the fabled “Party 
Line” made its last appear- 
ance in Quincy as 59-year- 
old WJDA was sold for 
$4.5 million to Principle 
Broadcasting Network. 

Quincy folks who tuned 
in for Party Line on the 
morning of May 1 heard a

WJDA, whose call let- 
ters were the initials of 
James Dudley Asher, Sr., 
debuted on the air at 6 
a.m., Sept. 13, 1947, with 
Asher and his partner, Jo- 
seph Tobin, presiding. 

Tobin moved away and 
the elder Asher died in 
1973 leaving a young (26 
years old) Jay Asher in 
charge. 

Over the years, WJDA 
had been the springboard

to celebrity for a number 
of broadcasters, like Ken 
Coleman, who became the 
voice of the Red Sox, and 
Don Kent, who became the 
dean of Boston weather- 
men with WBZ. 

For years, listeners 
woke up to “Breakfast 
with JDA,” news reports 
by Herb Fontaine and Joe 
Catalano and remained 
for “Party Line” with Roy 
Lind and Win Bettinson. 

The final “Party Line” 
was a trip down Nostalgia 
Lane for many of the cur- 
rent and former broadcast- 
ers and listeners alike, who

recalled the memorable 
moments from the station’s 
past.

Remembering Paul Harold: Someone You Could Trust 


“Since high school, I 
knew that my career would 
be in law and politics . . . “ 

Thus Paul Harold began 
his memoirs that were still 
unfinished when the veteran 
Quincy public servant died 
from stomach cancer in the 
early morning hours of Aug. 
12, 2002, at the untimely 
age of 53. 

Politics had been his 
life for more than 30 years, 
starting as an intern in the 
Washington, D.C. office of 
Congressman James Burke, 
through the City Council, 
the State Senate and, finally,

as Norfolk County Register 
of Deeds. 

He traveled around the 
world, sewing the seeds 


of democracy for the U. S. 
Information Agency but al- 
ways he returned to the city 


‘he loved. 


“Paul had the unique 
ability to be able to see right 
from wrong and the courage 
to stand up and speak out on 
what he believed in whether 
it was popular at the time 
or not,” said former Mayor 
William Phelan. “People 
knew they could trust Paul 
to do the right thing.” 

Harold was one of the 
little folks himself, growing 
up on Adams Shore. He was 
a Patriot Ledger carrier boy, 


a tour guide at the Adams’ 


Birthplaces, a dishwasher at 
Howard Johnson’s, a bundle 
boy at Star Market and a 
clam digger on the flats of 
Houghs Neck. 

He ran for state represen- 
tative in 1971 and lost. He 
ran for the City Council in 
1973 and lost. He ran for 
the Council again in 1975, 
knocking on 5,000 doors 
and shaking 15,000 hands, 
and this time he won. He 
ran for re-election in 1977 
and won with the largest 
vote count ever for the City 
Council.

A year later, Harold took 
on the reigning Quincy po- 
litical power of the day, state 
Senator Arthur Tobin, and 
scored a stunning victory. 

He served 14 years in 
the State Senate, finding 
time to travel the world for 
the Information Agency, 
act as visiting professor 
of American Studies at 
the University College in 
Cork, Ireland; and host for 
the State Department such 
visitors as Queen Noor of 
Jordan and Prince Bandar of 
Saudi Arabia. 

He left the Senate in 
1992 to run for the U. S. 
Congress only to be sty- 
mied when redistricting 
snatched away his strongest 
precincts, leaving him in an 
unfamiliar district with the 


veteran Congressman Ss 
Studds. He lost. 

Not to be denied, he 
started over at the bottom 
again, winning a seat on the 
City Council in 1997 and as 
Register of Deeds in 2000. 
He was midway into his first 
term when he died. 

In the midst of his first 
victorious run for the City 
Council, Harold managed to 
attend 10 games of the team 
he sponsored in the Quincy 
Youth Hockey League. 

“Paul was the only guy I 
know who sponsored teams 
and also came to see them 
play,” said Mike Linnane, 
his longtime friend. “The 


kids got all excited. It meant 
a lot to them. It was typical 
Paul, to be there for the little 
guys.”

He didn’t have to start a 
newspaper. But he did, tak- 
ing a giant leap of faith. 

And for 40 years publish- 
ing The Quincy Sun was a 
labor of love for Henry W. 
Bosworth, Jr. 

The paper began circu- 
lating with that first issue 50 
years ago — Thursday, Sept. 
26, 1968. 

It was a myriad of cir- 
cumstances that helped 


make conditions right for the 


launch of a weekly newspa- 
per in Quincy five decades 
ago. But it was Henry who 
realized the potential — and 
the need — for a newspaper 
focused solely on Quincy 
news and Quincy people. 

For starters, the daily pa- 
per in the area had dropped 
the name “Quincy” from its 
banner. The Ledger was be- 
coming a regional publica- 
tion. 

Henry gained the support 
he needed to launch the Sun 
including local businessmen 
and women who agreed to 
take out advertisements. 
Community leaders also 
backed the idea. And the re- 
sponse at the newsstand was 
favorable, too — as readers 
and subscribers looked for- 
ward to getting their Sun 
each week. 

Henry was still rolling 
the dice starting The Quincy 
Sun. He had a very good 
job at the Boston Traveler 
and was well-known in the 
Quincy and _ surrounding 
area. He wrote a column 
called “Inside the South 
Shore” — a forerunner of his 
popular “Sunbeams” col- 
umn in The Quincy Sun. 

He could have stayed 
at the Boston newspaper, 
earned a living and provided 
for his family. 

But The Quincy Sun was 
a chance worth taking. 

So he took it. 

It was really the culmi- 
nation of a life-long dream 
founding and running his 
own weekly newspaper in 
the city he loved since he 
was a small boy growing up 
in Quincy Point. 

It was one of his junior 
high school teachers who 
told him he had talent for 
writing. Henry, who was a 
pretty good baseball player 
in his youth, soon traded his 
mitt for a pencil and note- 
book. He chose covering 
sports over playing them. 

Henry got his first jour- 
nalism job as a high school 
sports correspondent at 
the Ledger when he was in 
high school. And so began 
a career that would span 70 
years with many highlights 
along the way. 

He was named assistant 


_ sports editor at the Ledger 


after he graduated from 
Quincy High School in 1942 
but soon enlisted in the U.S.

A Tremendous Loss For His Family, Newspaper Staff And City

A funeral Mass for Hen- 
ry W. Bosworth, Jr., 84, of 
Braintree, formerly of Quin- 
cy, founder and publisher of 
The Quincy Sun newspaper, 
a beloved longtime com- 
munity leader and proud 
World War Ii U.S. Navy 
veteran, will be celebrated 
today (Thursday) at 10 
a.m. in Saint John the Bap- 
tist Church, School Street, 
Quincy Center. 

Mr. Bosworth died sud- 
denly Saturday, Feb. 7 at the 
Quincy Medical Center with 
family at his side. 

He had worked a full-day 
at the newspaper last Fri- 
day. 

He was born in Boston, 
raised in the Quincy Point 
section of Quincy and was 
educated in Quincy public 
schools. He graduated from 
Quincy High School, Class 
of 1942 and later attended 
Boston University Evening 
Division, 

Mr. Bosworth lived in 
Braintree for 57 years, pre- 
viously in Quincy.

JFK And The Secret Service| 


Editor's note: This column by Henry Bosworth ap- 
peared in The Quincy Sun’s Nov. 22, 2006 edition on 
the 43rd anniversary of the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. It was among Mr. Bosworth’s most 
popular columns. 


[°° been 46 years now and it still bothers me. 

I can’t help wondering about President John F. 
Kennedy and the Secret Service. 

Was the Secret Service doing its job the night of 
Nov. 10, 1960 in Hyannisport? And, in Dallas Nov. 
22, 1963 three years later? 

That night in Hyannisport I was standing in the 
living room of former Ambassador Joseph Kennedy’s 
home in the Kennedy compound waiting for the Presi- 
dent- elect to appear. 

Where were the Secret Service I asked myself. I 
wasn’t even supposed to be there but no one seemed 
to notice or care. 

Word was that some 18 Secret Service agents had 
moved in swiftly to protect the next President of the 
United States after Richard Nixon conceded in one 
of the closest Presidential elections. 

But if they were around the house — inside or out- 
‘|| side — that night, they were invisible. They weren’t 
checking on me, or anyone else. 

I’ve written this story before. But on the 43rd an- 
niversary of JFK’s assassination, I think it’s worth 
another look. 

Let’s first go back to Nov. 10, 1960. 

I was a Boston Traveler reporter covering the elec- 
tion with press headquarters set up in the National 
Guard Armory in Hyannis. Working with me were 
Dave Farrell of the Boston Herald and photographer 
Frank Kelly who was taking photos for both papers. 

We waited at the armory election night checking 
the returns in the see-saw battle until Nixon conceded 
in the early morning. 

The President-elect we were informed would hold 
a press conference in the armory later that morning. 
Out of it came such headlines as: 


“Hoover, Dulles To Stay”, “Ike Asks JFK Meet — 


Him Soon On Takeover”... 
Repudiates No One.” 

The whole Kennedy clan seemed to be there: Jac- 
queline, 31, radiant and expecting John John in a few 
weeks; parents Joseph and Rose Kennedy; brothers 
Bobby with wife Ethel, Ted, sisters Eunice Shriver, 
Jean Smith, Pat Lawford and in the background, brother 
in-law Peter Lawford. 

Kennedy made a brief victory statement that was a 
hint of the theme of his coming Inaugural Address: 

“The election may have been aclose one. But I think 
there is a general agreement by all of our citizens that 
the supreme national effort will be needed in the years 
ahead to move this country safely through the 1960s.” 

(Ask not what your country can do for you. Ask 
what you can do for your country.) 

Word was passed that Kennedy would host an in- 
formal, off-the record party for the press in his father’s 
home that night. It was for the press that had traveled 
with him during the campaign. 

But three party crashers — myself, Farrell and Kelly 
— were there, too. We agreed, it was too good to miss 
and weren’t going to miss it. 

The bus to take the press into the Kennedy compound 
was parked outside the armory. We stepped aboard. 
No one questioned us. No one asked to see our press 
credentials. We rode inside the compound and walked 
into Joseph Kennedy’s home. No one checked on us. 

Maybe anyone could have gotten aboard that bus that

night. Maybe even someone like Lee Harvey Oswald. 

None of the Kennedys were in sight when we arrived 
so the invited members of the press and the three party 
crashers started browsing around. 

On the wall were framed letters written by President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt to Ambassador Kennedy. 

On the fireplace mantle was a model of the USS Joseph 
P. Kennedy, Jr. the destroyer named after the oldest son 
who was lost on a dangerous World War II mission he 
volunteered for. He had planned a political career. 

The living room connected with the dining room. 
On the dining room table was a punch bowl and cups. 
Someone said to help ourselves. So we did and wandered 
back into the living room. 

I was returning my cup and was the only one in the 
dining room when a screen door swung open and in 
stepped John F. Kennedy. 

He walked over to me and we shook hands. “Con- 
gratulations Mr. President,” I said. It wasn’t correct 
protocol. He was still Senator Kennedy. But he seemed 
to like being called “Mr. President” and smiled. 

We were alone for a few moments. The other reporters 
spotted him and we were soon surrounded. 

Kennedy looked tired from the strain of the campaign 
and the agonizing hours when the election seemed like 
it could go either way. 

One reporter asked him what he thought made the 
final difference. 

“He (Nixon) stayed around too long in the South,” 
Kennedy replied. (Stayed wasn’t the exact word he 
used.) 

Soon other members of the family joined us: Jacque- 
line, Rose, Bobby, Ted, sisters Eunice, Jean and Pat, 
brother in-law Sargent Shriver. Joseph Kennedy was 
no where to be seen. 

Kennedy reveled he was flying to Palm Springs, Fla. 
the next day to relax and “maybe play a little golf.” 

“But don’t mention golf,” he laughed. 

He didn’t want the country to think it was getting 
another golfer for President after Dwight Eisenhower.

I got to chatting with Rose Kennedy who wanted 
to know about Quincy-born Presidents John and John 
Quincy Adams and Abigail. I told her as much as I 
knew and said I would ask Quincy historian William 
Edars to send her more information. (He did). 

Someone produced a number of Christmas gift 
wrapped bottles of bourbon, whiskey and scotch from 
under a cabinet in the kitchen. 

And, then a sight you couldn’t forget: the next 
President of the United States pouring drinks for the 
press. 

It was a night to fondly remember and cherish. 

The next day, the Kennedy family flew out of 
Barnstable Airport aboard the family plane “Caroline” 
named for daughter Caroline who looked like a young 
Shirley Temple back then. 

I got one more chance to talk with Keimedy before 
the plane took off. 

“Good luck, Mr. President,” I said to him again. 

“Thank you,” he replied, breaking into a grin at 
being called “Mr. President” for the second time. 

I later told Farrell and Kelly that someday I would 
write the story about how we crashed the Kennedy 
compound. But not until Kennedy was out of office. 
WhichI figured would be eight years because he surely 
would be re-elected to a second term. 

It still bothers me each anniversary of his death as 
I remember telling them: 

“I’m going to write how we got by the Secret 
Service that night.” 

And, kiddingly added: 

“And I’m going to write about how I could have 
shot the President of the United States over the punch 
bowl in the dining room of his father’s house.” 

But who could have imagined back then the tragedy 
that waited in Dallas? 

I just can’t help wondering about the Secret Service 
that night in Hyannisport. And, that day in Dallas. 

It has nagged at me all these years. 

And, always will.

Ruth Gordon: 


(Editor’s Note: This Sunbeams column by Henry Bos- 
worth appeared in the Oct. 31, 1996 issue of The Quincy 
Sun.) 


R™ Gordon never forgot Quincy. 
And Quincy hasn’t forgotten her. That’s the way it 
should be. 

The Quincy Historical Society is celebrating the 100th 
anniversary of her Wollaston birth with an exhibit tribute 
and recollection by speakers who knew her. 

She died suddenly at her Martha’s Vineyard home in Au- 
gust, 1985, at age 88. A young 88. I spoke with her just the 
week before and she was gung-ho with plans to make an- 
other movie, TV guest spots and other activities. You didn’t 
mention the words rocking chair to her. 

I was stunned to hear of her death exactly seven days 
later. And saddened because we had become good friends. 

Our friendship began in 1968 when I started The Quincy 
Sun and sent a copy of the first issue to her at her Central 
Park South apartment in New York City. 

I knew she loved Quincy and I thought she might be 
interested in knowing there was a new newspaper in her 
hometown. She wrote and thanked me. And she was on the 
mailing list for the next 17 years. © 

She really read the paper. 

The Burgin Platner Insurance Agency was running “Re- 
member When?” ads with old photos of Quincy from the 
Crane Public Library collection back then. She called to say: 
“T love those old scenes. They bring back fond memories.” 

Ym sure she would have loved Tom Galvin’s old post- 
cards now running in The Sun. 

Another time she called to say: “I see that your Quincy 
Sun youth hockey team got beat by Burgin Platner.” (I knew 
for sure then that she was reading everything in the Sun.) 

There were many calls down through the years, keeping 
me up-to-date on what she was doing. Like guest spots on 
Taxi, a Super Bowl commercial, the Bob Newhart Show, 
etc. 

And there were many letters. But her handwriting was 
as hard to read as a doctor’s prescription. I had to pass them 
around to the staff to help me decipher them. 

Once she called to say: “Next time you’re over at City 
Hall, will you check on my birth certificate? It’s getting 
along in years. See if it is wearing well.” (Her birth certifi- 
cate was getting along in years — not her.) 

In 1979 she invited me to attend the 65th reunion of 
her Quincy High School Class of 1914 — the famed “worst 
class” so dubbed by a teacher because not one of them made 
the honor roll. 

Arthur Tobin who was then mayor and I went up to the 
Neighborhood Club. And were joined by former Mayor 
Tom Burgin who was around her age. 

Arthur and I were fascinated as she and Tom got to remi- 
niscing about their early days. They were remembering peo- 
ple they knew and things they did a half century before as if 
it were yesterday. Ruth was rattling off first and last names 
of people and the color of the houses they lived in and the 
number on their door. 

Work on the Ruth Gordon Amphitheater which had been 
started during Mayor Joseph LaRaia’s administration was 
continuing under Tobin. He asked if she would like to go 
down and see it. “No,” she declined. “I will see it when it’s 
finished.” (Frank McCauley was mayor when it was finally 
completed.) 

The class was holding its reunions annually at the time 
and Ruth came back to attend most of them. But in 1984 she 
informed classmates she would be in Spain making a movie 
and hoped they might hold the reunion a little later that year. 
But it was held in June, as usual. 


She was miffed about that and called me and said: “The 
stinkers!” 

That was followed by a letter: “They could have nicked 
a different date. |f the Neighborhood Club wasn t available 
on another date. we could have brown-bagved if somewhere 
else. The Class of 1914 can go sit on a tack 

But she loved her classmates and she got over it. Later she 


told me: “I didn't care. | was off making lots of money.” 
Incidentally, that so-called “worst class” became a most 
successful one. In addition to Ruth, the class included: 


RUTH GORDON 


Admiral Giles Stedman, who later became vice president 


of United States Lines; Andrew Deane, vice president of 
United States Steel; Ernest Gellotte, a professor at MIT; Ted 
Rollins, dentist; Harry Burr, the class president who became 
a Wollaston banker; Francis Duggan of the Duggan Broth- 
ers auto agency and others who made it locally. 

As for no one making the honor roll, Burr once told me: 
“We were having too much fun.” (Could be a lesson there, 
too. Maybe sometimes it takes a little time for youth to find 
itself.) 

I got a call from Ruth in Martha’s Vineyard in April, 
1983. “Henry, I just read Descent From Glery. It’s the first 
modern book I’ve read. Would you check the Crane Library 
and see if they have copies?” 

I checked with Warren Watson who was then the director. 
Yes, they had four copies but all four were in circulation. I 
called Ruth back. 

“Okay,” she said. “I am going to send you two cop- 
ies. Would you present them to the library for me?” I said 
“sure.” 

When the books arrived there was a letter with them. It 
gives you an idea of how she felt about Quincy. 

“Dear Thomas Crane Library: 

“Please accept these two copies of Descent From Glory 


which I have asked my friend Henry Bosworth to deliver to - 


you. I think it is the finest modern book I’ve read. 

“T hope everybody in Quincy will read it. It’s not only 
about the great John and Abigail Adams and Louisa and 
John Quincy Adams and Charles Francis Adams and Henry 
and Brooks Adams, it’s about all of us New Englanders and 
how hard it is to live our lives and make it come out right. 

“Dear Thomas Crane Library, you meant a lot to me in 
my teens. I carried home as many books as I could get on 
the library card. A big square bound Theater Magazine. Oh! 
How heavy. I was going to be an actress. An Isben play; a 
Yeats play. I was going to be an actress. 

“T hope Descent from Glory will bring pleasure and cour- 
age to all who read it. We need it.” 

The author, Paul Nagel, who was director of the Virginia 
Historical Society, happened to be Quincy at the time and 
was there at the library when I presented the books to War- 
ren Watson. It made his day. 

In November, 1984, the Ruth Gordon Amphitheater was 
finally completed with Joe LaRaia then a city councillor and 
chairman of the South Shore Cultural Commission again 
having a role in it. It was ready for the re-dedication cer- 
smony and Mayor McCauley proclaimed Nov. 10th “Ruth

th gave a great performance that day, wowing the 

> crowd. Standing on the stage at the amphitheater, she 

nad the audience in the palm of her hand. 

| am the first‘person in my family to have a theater 

named for her,” she noted. “It took a long time. I started 

toward this 88 years, 11 days and five and a half hours ago. I 
never face facts. I am a slow starter but I get there.” 


She Was One Of A Kind 


Recalling that her father, Clinton Jones, a seaman, want- 
ed her to become a physical education teacher, she said: 

‘But I hated all those serge bloomers and dumb-bells and 
Indian clubs. I wanted to do something a little more sexy 
than that.” 

She recalled getting on the train at the old Wollaston sta- 
tion in 1915 heading for New. York City with dreams of be- 
coming an actress. She had a year’s tuition to the American 
Academy of Dramatic Arts, her father’s old spyglass and 
$50 in spending money pinned to her corset for security. 

“Papa said I could hock it (the spyglass) if I needed the 
money,” she said. “He said if you’re going to be an actress 
you’ ll be in and out of hock shops all your life. 

“Well, I hocked plenty of things but never that spyglass. 
The corset wore out. But you know what didn’t wear out? 
Me! And I still have the $50.” 

She unwrapped a silver baby cup engraved with the name 
Ruth Gordon Jones. It was given to her by Dr. Alexander 
Gordon who delivered her at 41 Winthrop Ave., Wollaston, 
the morning of Oct. 30, 1896. He was pleased to learn her 
middle name was to be Gordon, after him. 

She also announced she was presenting the cup to the 
Historical Society. And that she planned to return to Quincy 
the following year for “An Evening With Ruth Gordon” at 
the amphitheater. 

She was so happy that day and a little. later wrote to tell 
me what it meant to her: 

“IT knew the paper would handle it great but it it was greater 
than great. It included everything. Everything! 

“T think it was the best day of my life. _ 

“It was the perfect day — a day on which Quincy seemed 


‘to be a dream world all of its own. I thought we all took off 


and went somewhere else. We went somewhere where there 
was no trouble, or worry, or mean stuff. We all floated off 
where it all went right. 

“I know the work that went into making it happen. Oh, 
my!” 

Sadly, that was her final visit home. She never got back 
for that “Evening with Ruth Gordon.” 

In August; 1985 I got a call from her from the Vineyard: 


- “There’s a Charles Flagg who wants to take a photo of me. 


He says he works for you. Is he your photographer?” 

I told her he was and that I had asked him to stop by and 
see her next time he was on the Vineyard. 

“Okay,” she said. “I’ve got a busy schedule, but I can 
probably do it tomorrow. I’m going to make another movie. 
Tell you about it later. Got to run.” 

“Don’t forget our date,” I told her. The date was to make 
a video special of her visiting all the places in Quincy that 
meant so much to her. Like 41 Winthrop Ave., and 14 Elm- 
wood Ave., where she grew up, and the Central Middle 
School which was Quincy High School when she graduated 
in 1914. 

“I won’t forget,” she said. “We’ll make a million.” 

A week later — to the very day — she was gone. 

I called her husband, playwright-author Garson Kanin 
who had been at the amphitheater ceremony with her, to tell 
him how sorry I was. 

We talked awhile and then he said: “You were her link to 
her hometown. (Which I still consider an honor.) 

The photos Charlie Flagg took of Ruth and Garson are 
the last known of her. The Associated Press picked up one of 
them and sent it to newspapers around the country. 

I miss her and those telephone calls and hard-to-read let- 
ters. 

Not just because she was a great actress, a great talent, 
But because she was down to earth, no phony airs. No mat- 
ter how high she climbed career-wise, she never forgot her 
Quincy roots. 

The day she got on that train in Wollaston in 1915, she 
left her heart in Quincy. [ called her “Quincy’s Ambassador 
of Goodwill” and “One-Woman Quincy Chamber of Com- 


merce.’ Wherever she went, she would mention her home- 
town with sincere pride® 

She had that bubbly enthusiasm and energy which 
prompted me one time to say to her: “Ruth, you could play 


the role of a high school cheerleader and get away with it.” 
She like that and faugheéd. 
I remember her that way. She was one of a kind.

S Just one word. 
But the beginning of a most unbelievable story of 
World War II. One that never made the headlines because of 
the tight security and secrecy surrounding it. . 

‘I first wrote about it after the war in the 1950s. Ann 
McLaughlin, director of the Thomas Crane Library, has in- 
vited me to retell it for the “Quincy Remembers World War 
IT” series on the library’s website (thomascranelibrary.org). 

And, I get a column out of it, too. 
It goes back to Armistice Day (Veterans Day), November 
1943 and Norfolk, VA.I was a signalman on the destroy- 


_ er USS Cogswell and had the signal watch that particular 


night. Our captain, Comdr. Harold Deuterman, said to me: 

“I am expecting an important message. It might be only 
one word — sarsaparilla. If it comes, awake me immediate- 
ly.” 


It wasn’t too long before the battleship USS Iowa reached 


out of the inky darkness with a flashing signal light. 

‘Three dots, dot dash, dot dash dot and so on until the 
flashes spelled. 

S-A-R-S-A-P-A-R-I-L-L-A. 

The captain was awakened and the message ¢ relayed to 
two other destroyers, one of them the William D- Porter. 

Whatever else “sarsaparilla” meant it told us to get under- 
way. Around midnight, the Iowa, and its screening escorts 
the Cogswell, Porter and another destroyer whose name I 
don’t remember, slipped quietly out to sea under cover of 
darkness while Norfolk slept. 

It was a mysterious trip. No one told us where we were 
going but you could tell something was up. 

A few days later we were nearing Gibraltar. I was on the 
bridge with other signalmen. A quiet, peaceful day-until the 
silence was shattered by a booming cry: ““I-O-R-P-E-D- 
O!” 

_ And there it was-a torpedo streaking through the water 
toward the Iowa. 

The Iowa was warned by emergency flag hoists and a 
talk-between-ships telephone. She managed to turn to avoid

was in my old neighborhood in Quincy Point the other 

day and was quickly surrounded by fond memories of 
growing up there. 

I know that each of you has those kinds of memories of 
your own. 

But as I reminisced, I realized how unique the Point 
was. 

It was an everything-you-wanted community, self-sus- 
taining. You didn’t have to go anywhere for anything. It was 
all right there. 

You really didn’t need a car if you lived in the Boint. You 
could just walk where you wanted to go. 

If you wanted to go to Quincy Square, just hop on a 
streetcar for a dime or 15 cents. 

Imagine, if you will: 

Three elementary schools, the Pollard, Washington, Web- 
ster and Point Junior High School. (I can still hear Principal 
Henry Prairio urging us “‘to always give it that extra ounce” 
of effort.) 

The Pollard and Washington were virtually in the same 
neighborhood. Kids could walk there and to Webster and 
the Point. 

And at all four schools, dedicated teachers waited to 
help and encourage you. I remember teachers at the Pollard 
bringing in something extra in their lunches for kids who 
didn’t have enough to eat. 

The Point was ecumenical before most of us know what 
the word meant. With St. Joseph’s Catholic Church, Quincy 
Point Congregational just up the street from one another and 
Beth Israel Synagogue a short distance away. Members of 
all three became friends. 

That was when Point Congregational was located at 
Washington and South Streets before Rev. Bedros Baharian 
loaded it on trailer and moved it intact to its present loca- 


tion at Washington Street and Southern Artery. Quite a feat 


at the time.

_ the torpedo, which exploded about 50 yards behind in her 


wake. 

General ee were sounded and the Cogswell crew 
rushed to their battle stations as we prowled the area looking 
for the German submarine to drop depth charges on. 

But we couldn’t locate the sub. Then we learned there 
was no sub to locate. 

The torpedo was not from a German submarine. It had 
been fired from the Porter. 

The flag officer in charge of the de- 
stroyer escort was on the Cogswell and 
sputtered and fumed when the Porter in- 
formed us “that was our torpedo.” 

The Porter, it was later learned, had 
its torpedo mounts aimed at the Iowa in 
a simulated attack training session. A live 
torpedo in one of the tubes was acciden- 
tally-fired and sped toward the Iowa’ s No. 
2 Magazine. 

If the torpedo had hit, it could have sunk the Iowa. 

The flag officer continued to sputter. Why all the rage, I 
thought to myself, a young kid from Quincy Point. After all, 
it didn’t hit the lowa. _ 

~ But he knew something that we didn’t know. 
On the Iowa were Harry Hopkins, Admirals Leahy, 


McIntire and Cook. Generals Marshall, Arnold, Handy, 


Somervell and Watson according to Hopkins’ private papers 
made public after the war. 

Not only that, but with them was Admiral Emest King, 
Chief of Naval Operations. 

And someone else was aboard the Iowa: President Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt. 

We were escorting him to the Teheran Conference to 
‘meet with Churchill, Stalin and Chiang Kai-Shek. 

We later turned the Iowa over to another division of de- 
stroyers one day out of Africa. The Cogswell and Porter 
headed to Bermuda. 

- The Porter was held in Bermuda for a board of inquiry

right there in the neighborhood fire station. And with a pa- 
trolman walking his beat. Residents didn’t have to lock the 
door every time they stepped out of the house. 

Need groceries? How about the A & P and the First Na- 
tional Store, the forerunners of today’s supermarkets across 
Washington Street from one another at Chubbuck Street. 

Prescriptions? Stone’s drugstore on one corner and for 
home maintenance Primer’s hardware store on the other. 
There were two other drugstores nearby. 

Feel like a good book or doing some research? A handy 
branch of the Thomas Crane Public Library next to St. Jo- 
seph’s. 

Clothing? A women’s store (Zack’s) and a men’s store

mands robust congressional 
review,’ Lynch wrote. 
“These are not isolated 
incidents,” Lynch contin- 
ued.

(“PHMSA”), last year an 
estimated 650 pipeline inci- 
dents resulted in 20 fatalities 
and injuries to 35 individu- 
als.

would suffer, but the fears 
have proved groundless. 
In fact, local boat owners 
have been making a bundle 
taking tourists out to see 
the turbines up close, while 
fishing guides have found 
that the bases of the tur- 
bines act as artificial reefs, 
attracting schools of fish. 
What’s more, installing the 
turbines provided jobs for 
more than 300. workers, a 
number that will surely be 
dwarfed by the workforce 
required to install and main- 
tain the wind farms that will 


_ go in off the coast of Mas- 


sachusetts and Rhode Island 
in the next few years, says 
David Reich, board chair- 
person of QCAN. Already, 
he says, more than 100,000 
Americans have good-pay- 
ing, secure jobs working in 
the wind power industry, 
while the number employed 
in solar, wind, and other re- 
newable energy businesses 
has topped 800,000 and is 
growing apace. - 

In addition to Block Is- 
land, Reinventing Power 
visits other places across 
the country where wind and 
solar power are changing 
lives. It tells the stories of a 
laid-off coal miner from Ili- 
nois who found safer, clean- 
er work installing rooftop 
solar panels, North Carolina 
farmers who have stabilized 
their income stream by host- 
ing wind turbines on their 


land, and a Michigan coun- 
ty that avoided impending 
budget cuts thanks to taxes 
paid by a new land-based 
wind farm. 

“The film demonstrates 
that wind and solar are not 
only big winners for the 
environment and _ public 
health,” says Reich, “but 
they also give a big boost 
to the economic health of 
families and communities.” 

Take the arrival of BYD, 
a big manufacturer of the 
energy storage systems that 
are used in conjunction with 
renewables, in Lancaster, 
California. According to 
the film, jobs provided by 
BYD drove unemployment 
in the southern California 
city from 24 percent down 
to virtually zero. 

As Lancaster’s mayor 
says in the film, “It doesn’t 
take a genius to realize that 
green energy can bring back 


American industry in ways . 


we haven’t dreamed of. yet 
because it requires rebuild- 
ing everything . . . What 
does that mean? It means 
jobs. It means prosperity.”

Rhabdomyolysis (rhab- * 


do) is a dangerous syndrome 
precipitated by a direct or 
indirect muscle injury. It 
results from the death of 
muscle fibers and. release 
of proteins and electrolytes 


into the bloodstream. This - 


can lead to serious compli- 
cations such as renal failure, 
where the kidneys cannot 
remove waste and concen- 
trated urine. 

In rare cases, abuts: 
olysis can even cause death. 
However, prompt treatment 
often brings a positive out- 
come. Rhabdomyolysis can 
be caused by exertion and 
becoming overheated. Early 
treatment can prevent seri-’ 
ous medical problems. 

There are many traumatic 
and non-traumatic causes of 
rhabdomyolysis. In the first 
category, causes include: 

¢ A crush injury such as 
from an auto ‘accident, fall, 
or building collapse 


¢ Long-lasting muscle 


compression such as that

bilization after a fall or lying 
unconscious. on a hard sur-

Non-traumatic causes -of 
rhabdomyolysis include:

is an untrained athlete; this 


. can happen in elite athletes, 


too, and it can be more dan- 
gerous if there is more mus- 
cle mass to break down. 

¢ The use of medications 
such as antipsychotics or 
statins, especially when giv- 
en in high doses 

¢ Some cold and allergy 
medications 

¢ Certain antibiotics 

e Dietary supplements,

A previous history of 
rhabdomyolysis also in- 
creases the risk of having 
rhabdomyolysis again. 

Because exertion in a hot 


-environment is such an es- 


sential part of the job, fire 
fighters are at higher risk, 
and need to be aware of 
the signs and symptoms of 
rhabdomyolysis to be able 


to promptly recognize the 


potential danger and seek 


‘medical attention without 


delay. - 

However, signs and 
symptoms of rhabdomyoly- 
sis may be hard to pinpoint. 
This is mainly true because 
the course of rhabdomyoly- 
sis varies, depending on the 
causative factor. Addition- 
ally, symptoms may occur 
in one area of the body or 
affect the whole body. Also, 


Dra anced may occur 


in both the early and later 
stages. 

The classic trio of rhab- 
domyolysis symptoms are: 
muscle pain in the shoul- 
ders, thighs, or lower back; 
muscle weakness or trouble 
moving arms and legs; and 
dark red or brown urine or 
decreased urination: Bear 
in mind that half of people 
with the condition may have 


-no muscle-related symp- 


toms. Even fire fighters and 
athletes who are in excellent 


physical condition can de- 


velop this condition. Seek 
medical evaluation right 
away if you have any of the 
following signs and symp- 
toms of rhabdomyolysis: 

¢ Muscle cramps, aches, 
or pains that are more se- 
vere than expected with the 
amount of exertion 

¢ Inability to complete a 
workout routine due to feel- 
ing unusually tired 

¢ Tea- or cola-colored 
urine

Treatment of rhabdomy- 
olysis 

e Less severe cases can 
be treated with drinking 
more fluids, moving out of 
the heat, and resting. 

¢ Serious cases need hos- 
pitalization to monitor heart 
and kidney function and to 
quickly treat any problem. 

¢ Blood tests and EKGs 
help determine the severity. 

Treatment of severe 
rhabdomyolysis includes: 

¢ Intravenous (IV) fluids 
to flush out the muscle pro- 
teins and electrolytes. 

¢ Treatment can prevent 
dangerous heart rhythms 
and loss of kidney function. 

¢ If you do not get proper 
treatment quickly, the kid- 
neys can become damaged 
and short-term dialysis is 
sometimes needed.

What can I do to increase 
my chances of a full recov- 
ery from rhabdomyolysis?

My Mind After

Dear Rusty: I will be 67 years old this September and 
have been receiving my Social Security benefits since Sep- 
tember of last year (2017). I’ ve found that I do not need the 
money now, and since I don’t need the money, I’m wonder- 
ing if can I repay what I’ve already collected and just wait 
until I’m 70 to get a larger benefit? Signed: Changed My 
Mind 

Dear Changed: Sieunticns such as yours are exactly 
why Social Security has a “do over” option, which allows 
those who claim benefits to withdraw that application with- 
in one year. Reality is that sometimes financial circumstanc- 
es change. People who lost their job may react by claim- 
ing Social Security, and then later find other employment, 
which provides them the income they need. Or they may 
simply just change their mind and be sorry they applied for 
benefits. In any case, the do-over option can be used to fix 
that but exercising that option does have some important 
consequences. 

The short answer to your questions is “Yes” - you can ex- 
ercise the “do over” option and totally withdraw from Social 


Security if you do so within 1 year of the date your benefits ' 


originally started. But - and this is a big but - you will have 
to pay back everything that you have collected, including 
any withheld taxes, Medicare premiums, and any spousal 
or other dependent benefits that may have been paid on, to 
or from your account over the past year. Obviously if you 
wish to do that you should act with haste to submit Form 
SSA-521 (Request for Withdrawal of Application), because 
you’ré coming up on the one-year anniversary of your origi- 
nal application. 

However, since you have already reached your full re- 
tirement age of 66, you have another less financially painful 
option available to you which you might want to consider 
— you can simply suspend your current benefits, which will 
allow you to earn delayed retirement credits equal to 2/3rds 
of 1% per month of suspension (8% per year) up until you 
reach 70 years of age. You will have lost that initial 8% 
benefit growth you would have otherwise realized for the 
Ist year after you reached age 66, but that may be less trau- 
matic than repaying Social Security a very large lump sum 
for an entire year’s worth of benefits paid. Then when you 
reinstate (un-suspend) your benefits at age 70, the benefit 
amount will be about 24% higher than it is now. Thus, 
you'll gain a significantly increased benefit without needing 
to repay all that money you collected for a whole year.

Sections Of Germantown, 
North Quincy And Wollaston 


Home and business own- 
ers, in sections of some 
Quincy neighborhoods, 
have been getting free 
shade trees for their prop- 
erty through the Greening 
the Gateway Cities Program 
(GGCP), a joint effort of the 
state’s Executive Office of 
Energy and Environmental 
Affairs (EEA) and the De- 
partment of Conservation 
and Recreation (DCR). 

To qualify, a property 
must be located in the area 
bounded by Sea and Lind 
Streets and the water in 
Germantown; or Hancock 
Street, Billings Street, 
Cheriton’  _ Road/Vassal 
Street, and Quincy Shore 
Drive in North Quincy and 


Wollaston. 


The areas were chosen 
for their high population 
density and their thin exist- 
ing tree canopy. Trees are 
being planted to help reduce

residential areas, with fund- 


ing from the Department of 
Energy Resources (DOER). 
According to Peter Tam, 
program director of Quin- 
cy Asian Resources, Inc. 
(QARI), which is doing 
local outreach for GGCP 
under the state’s contract, 
roughly 800 trees — one 
third of the GGCP’s goal for 
Quincy —have already been 
planted on 50 private prop- 
erties and several Quincy 
Housing Authority sites. 
.Jam .encourages_resi- 
dents to sign up for the 
program. Shade trees, he 
explains, make an _attrac- 
tive addition to a property, 
“especially during hot sum- 
mers like this past one, 
when trees help cool your 
house and save energy. And,

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by buffering winds, they of- 
fer protection during storms. 
Economically speaking, 
they make a lot of sense be- 
cause they can also increase 
your property’s value.” 

By saving energy and re- 
moving carbon dioxide and 
other pollutants from the air, 
trees also help combat cli- 
mate change and respiratory 
ailments such as lung can- 
cer and asthma, says David 
Reich, board chair of Quin- 
cy Climate Action Network, 
which supports the program. 

“The Greening the Gate- 
way Cities Program has al- 
lowed communities like 
Quincy to experience the 
benefits of a healthier, more 
vibrant urban tree canopy, 
while allowing the Com- 
monwealth to reduce green- 
house gas emissions,” said 
DCR Commissioner Leo 
Roy. “Connecting residents

trees we plant include pin 
oaks, American elms, and 
lindens, while some of the 
less .commonly available 
trees we like to plant are pa- 
goda trees, bald cypress, and 
Kentucky , coffee trees. We 
have a tree for every place.” 

Tree planting is done in 
the fall and the spring. The 
whole process, from initial 
contact to planted trees, has 
been taking about a week to 
10 days, according to Tam. 
Owners must commit to wa- 
tering the trees for their first 
two years. After that, tree 
roots are generally deep and 
well established, although 
trees will still benefit from 
watering during drought 
conditions. 

While the owner must 
sign off before a property 
can get the trees, renfers 

can apply directly to QARI, 
which will help them con- 
tact. their landlord, ae dl 
Tam.

“The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (F.BI.) con- 
tinues to assign resources 
to combat property and 
mortgage fraud,” O’Donnell 
said.

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On Saturday, Sept. 15, at approximately 11:11 p.m., Of- 
ficer James Sullivan, assigned to the Bicycle Unit in Quincy 
Square, was dispatched to a possible assault and battery in 
progress. 

The caller stated he was sitting in his parked vehicle on 
Hancock Street by Cottage Avenue when an unknown in- 
toxicated female jumped into his vehicle and started punch- 
ing him. The female then got out of his vehicle and walked 
away. Based on the victim’s description of the female, Of- 
ficer Sullivan quickly located the female who was lying face 
down in the street with her head behind the rear passenger 
tire of a parked vehicle. 

It looked at first like she was pinned under the vehicle. A 
large crowd of about 25 patrons from nearby establishments 
had gathered around her. Officer Sullivan was assisted by 
Officer Fitzgerald in moving the crowd back. Upon closer 
examination, it was determined the female was not pinned 
or struck by the parked vehicle. It is believed she fell off 
the sidewalk and landed between the curb and the parked 
vehicle. 

The officers attempted to communicate with the female 
who was now crying and screaming simultaneously. She 
would not answer requests for her name or to get up off the 
ground. 

All of a sudden the female rolled over, pushed herself up 
and started screaming at the officers, “You f@#$%4* pig 
piece of “&*%.” She then cleared her throat and ejected a 
large amount of saliva forcibly from her mouth striking Of- 
ficer Sullivan on the front of his uniform shirt. The crowd 
grew larger due to the female’s antics. She then got up off 
the ground and started swinging her fists, striking Officer 
Sullivan in the arms and torso area. 

The officers brought the female back down to the ground 
and once there, she started to kick Officer Sullivan in the 
abdomen and chest area. After a brief struggle, the officers 
were able to handcuff the female, who then let out a volley 
of insulting swears (well beyond what I block out) in front 
of the growing crowd. The officers positioned the female 
on the sidewalk facing away from them as she continued to 
kick and spit at them by raising her head and spitting behind 

her. They then attempted to disperse the crowd who were 
starting to get involved in the incident. 

Due to the slippery sweaty skin, the female suddenly 
wiggled free of one handcuff, rolled over and got up. She 
then ran directly at the officers while swinging her arms 
with the handcuff (now a weapon) narrowly missing them. 
The officers cornered her and repeated commands to cease 
and go against a building wall in order to take her into cus- 
tody. She refused as she continued her threatening actions 
with the handcuff so Officer Sullivan warned her she was

Officer Sullivan went to the emergency room to be de- 
contaminated and while there an EMT noticed two foot- 
prints on the officer’s uniform shirt. These footprints were 
evidence as part of the female’s assault: Photos were taken 
of this as well as the female’s sneakers. 

Meanwhile, the female had to be heavily sedated and re- 
fused to give her name to the police at 4 a.m. The doctor 
stated the female could possibly be under the influence of 
GHB “Club Drug” (Gamma-hydroxybutyrate), a psychoac- 
tive drug which is commonly used with alcohol, or other 
drugs to intensify the effect. Once the identity of the female

was suspended ‘due to fraud or criminal activity. In order 
to rectify the situation, the scammer instructs the victim to 
call a specific number. It is at this point that your personal 
information will be requested. 

One of the first questions will be to confirm your social 
security number which the scammer does not have. (Ask 
the scammer to fecite your number since he/she called you.) 
This alone should be an alert since Social Security already 
has your name and personal information. The scammer may 
seek you date of birth and bank account information too. 

Social Security Administration states that Social wemets 
numbers do not get suspended. 

As always, never give out or confirm information over 
the phone. If someone Calls and has your personal infor- 
mation, such as social security number and date of birth, 
this could be advanced steps of identity fraud — someone 
becoming you to profit off your ne name. (And you get the con- 
sequences.) is 

Government agencies such as Social Security Admin- 
istration and the Internal Revenue Service do not call you 
initially. They will send out a letter with instructions for 
you to contact them and from there the agency may contact 
you by telephone. 

Still not sure? 

Add an extra step of security for yourself by looking up 
the agency’s telephone number to see if it matches the num- 
ber given to you. Ifit does. not, then call the listed telephone 
riumbet in a phone book or online at their website. 

When in doubt, call your local Police Deptt be- 
fore actitig on the telephone call.

(HMFP) Surgery and medi-

Robotic surgery is mini- 
mally invasive.

“The difference between 
robot-assisted surgery and 
even minimally invasive 
laparoscopic surgery is no- 
ticeable,’ explained: Dr. 
Bresnick. “The robotic sur- 
gical platform provides me 
with a. three-dimensional, 
high-definition view into 
the body. The controls actu- 
ally allow. me. to rotate the 
surgical instrument more 
than I could do naturally, so 
I am able to operate in diffi- 
cult to reach places. Robotic 
surgery is not right for every 
patient, but it is a great op- 
tion to be able to offer.”

Defeat Silver Lake 14-6

The Quincy Presidents 
broke into the win column 
last Friday night as it bested 
the Silver Lake Lakers 14-6 
at Creedon Field at North 
Quincy High School. Their 
record is now 1-2, while 
Silver Lake fell to 1-2, now 
having lost to both Quincy 
teams this year. 

Running _ behind his 
strong offensive line, ju- 
nior Tommy Le darted for 
123 yards on 20 carries and 
scored both of the home 
team’s touchdowns. on runs 
of 1 and 4 yards in the first 
and second quarters, respec- 
tively. The latter score came 
just one play after a 35-yard 
dash by the two-way star. Le 
also intercepted a Lakers’ 
pass in his own end zone to 
protect the lead. Since the 
Presidents’ first conversion 
try failed, senior quarter- 
back Colin Keaveny ran in 
for a two-point conversion 
to finish his team’s scoring, 
all in the first half.. 
- The holes were opened 
up by senior center Jack 
Cook, senior guards cap- 
tain Mark McKenna and 
Pat Nazzaro, tackles seniors 
Jalen Varela and Troy Isaac, 
and junior Kevin. Ferent, 
and senior captain tight end 
Andrew Rooney. Also con- 
tributing to the home team’s 
ground game were senior 
Nate Steinberg, junior 
Shane Murphy and sopho- 
more Matt Kelly. They all 
benefited from the powerful 
and sure lead-blocking of 
senior fullback TJ. Ortiz. 

Although Keaveny re- 
turned to action after miss- 
ing the first two games due 
to injury, the Quincy passing 
game was fairly well shut 
down by the Silver Lake de- 
fense only giving up two re- 
ceptions.
